Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council -us 
follows : 


1. This Enactment may be cited as “The Suppression of Gaming Short title. 
Enactment, 1907.” 


2. Whenever it appears to the Resident expedient that this Enact- Power to bring 
ment should be brought into force in the State or in any part thereof, Pysquacn’ 
it shall be lawful for him by notification in the Government Gazette to 
direct that this Enactment shall come into force, on any date not less 
than one month after the date of such notification, either throughout 
the State or in such district, town, part of a town or other place as 
may be specified in such notification ; and every such notification shall ‘ 
have effect and remain in force until annulled by a subsequent notifica- 
tion issued by the Resident in that behalf; and this Enactment shall 
not have effect in any place in which it is not for the time being in 
force by virtue of such notification as aforesaid. 


3. In this Enactment unless the context otherwise requires— Interpretation. 


“Common gaming house” means and includes any place opened, 
kept or used for playing therein at any game of chance or any mixed 
game of chance and skill— 


(a) In which a bank is kept by one or more of the players 
exclusively of the other or others; or 


(b) In which the chances of the game are not alike favourable 
to all players including amoung the players the banker or 
other person by whom the game is managed or aguinst 
whom the players stake, play or bet ; or 

(e) In which a commission or percentage is charged in conneec- 
tion with the game, the stakes or the winnings. 


“Place” means any house or office or room or building and any 
place or spot, whether open or enclosed, and includes a ship, boat 
or other vessel, whether afloat or not, and any vehicle. A place which 
is used as an ordinary social club to which the public at large have 
not access shall nevertheless be deemed a common gaming house 
if kept or used for the parpose of a common gaming house as defined

(c) Has the care or management of, or in any manner assists 
in the management of, a place kept or used as a common

(d) Announces or publishes or causes to he announced or 

{ published, either orally or by means of any print, writ- 
ing, design, sign or otherwise, that any place is opened, 
kept or used as a common gaming house, or in any 
other manner invites or solicits any person tu commit a 
breach of section 7 hereof ;

6. Whoever advances or furnishes money fur the purpose of esta- 
blishing or conducting the business of a common gaming house shall 
be punishable with a fine not exceeding three thousand dollars or with 
imprisonment of either description for a period not exceeding twelve 
months, 


7. (i) Whoever games in a common yaming house shall be 
punishable with a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 


(ii) A person found in a common gaming house or found escaping 
from a common gaming house on the occasion of its being entered 
under this Enactment shall be presumed, until the contrary is proved. 
to be or to have been gaming therein. 
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SUPPRESSION OF GAMING. 3 


8. (i) Whenever it is proved to the satisfaction of a Magistrate Responsibility 
that any person employed to labour at mining or agriculture, or at ofqmploxers 
any other labour which may from time to time be declared by the 
Resident, with the approval of the Resident-General, by notification 
in the Guzette, to be subject to the provisions of this section, has 
committed an offence under this Enactment in any place owned or 
occupied by his employer, the employer of such person shall be liable 
to the penulty provided for such offence unless he prove to the satis- 
faction of the Magistrate that the same was comnitted without his 
knowledge or consent and that he had taken all reasonable measures 
to prevent the commission of the same. Provided that when one 
person contracts with another to carry out any work, labourers 
engayed in the actual execution of such work shull fur the purposes 
of this section be deemed to be employed by both such persons. 


(ii) Whenever it is proved to the satisfaction of a Magistrate that 
any person employed as aforesaid has committed an offence under this 
Enactment in the presence of any overseer, headman or other person 
having authority over him for the purposes of the said employment, 
such overseer, headman or other person shall be liable to the penalty 

provided for such offence unless he prove to the satisfaction of the 

agistrate that the same was committed without his consent and 
that he took all reasonable measures to prevent the commission of 
the same and to ensure the effective suppression thereof. 


(iii) Nothing contained in this section shall be deemed to exempt 
any person from liability to any penalty provided by this Enactment 
for any offence thereunder proved to have been committed by him. 


9. (i) A Magistrate or Senior Police Officer on being satisfied upon search wort 
written information on oath and after any enquiry which he may think abate 
necessary that there is good reason to believe any place to be a common 
gaming house, may by warrant authorise any person therein named 
or any police officer with such assistance and by such force as may be 
necessary by night or by day to enter or go to such place and to search 
the same and all persons found therein and to seize all instruments or 
appliances for gaming and all money, securities for money and other 
articles reasonably supposed to have been used or intended to be used 
for gaming which may be found in such place or on any such persons, 
and also to detain all such persons until they and the said place shall 
have been searched. If any of the things or circumstances which are 
made by this Enactment presumptive evidence of guilt are found in 
such place or on any person therein, every person found therein shall 
be taken before a Mayistrate to be dealt with according to law. 

(ii) All instruments or appliances for gaming, money, securities 
for money and other articles found in a common gaming house or on 
any persons found therein or escaping therefrom, and which the Magie- 
trate is of opinion were used or intended to be used for gaming, shall Search warmunt 
be declared by him to be forfeited to the Government and shall be “®™* P™° 
dealt with accordingly. 


10. A Magistrate or Senior Police Officer on being satisfied upon 
information ou oath and after any further enquiry which he may think 
necessary that there is good reason to believe that any instruments or 
appliances for gaming aro likely to be found on any person may by 
warrant under his hand order any person therein named or any police 
officer to arrest such person and to take him forthwith before any 
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Magistrate or Senior Police Officer who shall thereupon cause such 
person to be searched in his presence and if any such instrument or 
appliances be found upon his person he shall be taken before a 
Magistrate to be dealt with according to law. 


11. (i) A Magistrate or Senior Police Officer may himself do what 
he may under sections 9 and 10 hereof authorise a police ofticer to do 
whenever such Magistrate or Senior Police Officer is competent to 
issue a warrant under the said section, and also in any of the follow- 
ing cases, that is to say: 


(a) Tf any person has within the preceding six months been 
convieted of having kept or used as a common gaming 
house the place proposed to be entered ; or 


(b) Tf the place proposed to be entered is occupied by a club 
or society and he has reason to believe that habitual 
gaming is carried on there; or 


(ve) If he has personal knowlege of such facts and cireum- 
stances as satisfy him that there are suflicient grounds 
for a search under the said section ; or 


(d) Tf he receives the required information orally and either on 
oath or not on oth under such circumstances that the 
object of a search would, in his opinion, be defeated by 
the delay necessary for reducing the information to 
writing: provided that in this last case the name and 
address of the person giving such information are 
known to or ascertained by such Magistrate before 
he acts upon such information. 


(ii) Whoever in giving such oral information makes a statement 
which he knows or believes to be false or does not believe to be true 
shall be punishable with imprisonment of either description for 
a period not exceeding twelve months. 


12. If any instruments or appliances for gaming are found in any 
place entered under this Enactment or upon any person found therein, 
or if persons are seen or heard to escape therefrom on the approach or 
entry of a Magistrate or Senior Police Officer, or if a police officer or 
any person having authority under this Enactment to enter or go to 
such place is unlawfully prevented from or obstructed or delayed in 
entering or approaching the sume or any part thereof, it shall be pre- 
sumed until the contrary be proved that the place is a common gaming 
house and that the same is so kept or used by the occupier thereof. 


23, (i) If in the case of a place entered under this Enactment any 
passage or staircase or caus of access to any part thercof is unusually 
narrow or steep or otherwise difficult to pass, or any part of the 
premises is provided with unusual or unusually numerous means 
for preventing or obstructing an entry or with unusual contrivances 
for enabling persons therein to see or ascertain the approach or entry 
of persons or for giving the alarm or for facilitating escape from the 
premises, it shall be presumed until the contrary he proved that the 
place is a common gaming house and that the same is so kept or used 
by the occupier thereof; and if notice as is next hereinafter provided 
shall have been served on the owner of the premises, it shall further be 
presumed till the contrary be proved that the place is so kept with the 
permission of the owner thercof. 
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Gi) Whenever it comes to the knowledge of the Chief Police Officer 
that any plice is fitted or provided with any of the means or contri- 
vances mentioned in this section in such a way as to lead to a presump- 
tion that the place is used or intended to be used for the purposes of a 
common gaming house, it shall be the duty of the Chief Police Officer 
to cause notice thereof to be served on the owner of such place as well 
as on the occupier thereof ; and, if any such notice cannot be personally 
served, it may be served by being affixed to the principal outer door or 
any outer door or window or any conspicuous part of the place. 


(iii) Every tenant receiving a notice under this section shall forth- 
with inform the owner or the person from whom he rents the premises 
of the fact of reeeipt of such notice, who shall in like manner inform 
the owner or the person from whom he rents the premises, and so on 
till the notice is brought to the knowledge of the owner, each tenant 
being responsible for bringing the notice to the knowledge of his im- 
mediate lessor; and any tenant refusing or omitting to make known 


to the owner or the person from whom he rents the premises the fact’ 


that such notice has been received shall be punishable under section 
225p of the Penal Code. 


14. Whenever it appears to a Mayistrate upon the trial of any 
offence under this Enactment that the place in or in respect of which 
the offence is alleged to have heen commited is a common gaming 
house and that the same is fitted or provided with any of the means 
or contrivances mentioned in the last preceding section, he shall order 
the demolition and destruction of such of them as consist of staircases, 
doors, partitions, ladders, planks, platforms, posts, palings, bars, bolts 
and other things which appear to him to have been specially erected 
or constructed for the purpose of facilitating the carrying on of gam- 
ing on the premises. 


15. Except as hereinafter mentioned, no information laid under 
this Enactment shall be admitied in evidence in any civil or criminal 
proceeding whatsoever, and no witness shall be obliged or permitted to 
disclose the name or address of any informer under this Enactment or 
to state any matter which might lead to his discovery. Moreover if 
any books, documents or papers which are in evidence or liable to 
inspection in any civil or criminal proceeding whatsoever contain any 
entry in which any informer is named or deseribed or which might lead 
to his discovery, the Court or Magistrate shall cause all such passages 
to be concealed from view or to be obliterated so far as may be necessary 
to proteet the informer from discovery, but no further. But if on the 
trial of any offence under this Enactment the Magistrate after full 
enquiry into the case believes that the informer wilfully made in his 
information a material statement which he knew or believed to be 
false or did not. believe to be true, or if in any other proceeding the 
Court or Magistrate is of opinion that justice cannot be fully done 
between the parties thereto without the discovery of the informer, it 
shall be lawful for the Court or Magistrate to require the production 
of the original information and to permit enquiry and require full 
disclosure concerning the informer. 


16. (i) Whenever two or more persons shall be charged with any 
offence against this Enaetment the Magistrate may require one or more 
of them to give evidence as a witness or witnesses for the prosecution.

2. In an extensive and well-equipped series of Research Laboratories, 
a numerous staff of skilled chemists carry out the investigation of the 
chemical constitution and propertics of new dye-stuffs, tanning materials, 
seeds and food-stuffs, oils, gums and resins, fibres, timbers, medicinal plants 
and products, with a view to their commercial utilisation. Whenever 
necessary these materials are submitted to special scientific experts by 
whom they are made the subject of particular investigation or practical tests. 
Reports are also obtained from technical or trade experts in regard to the 
probable commercial or industrial value of any such produets. 
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3. The Federated Malay States Government has undertaken to grant 
asum of £100 a year for five years to the Department with a view to the 
careful investigation and commercial development of the mineral resources 
of the States. 


The Government. Geologist. is collecting specimens for chemical exami- 
nation and, after analysis, the Imperial Institute, which is in very complete 
touch with the principal manufacturing and other industries of the United 
Kingdom, will bring the specimens before manufacturers aud others for 
trial with a view to their commercial development. 


It is expected that this action will do much to help in finding a market 
for new products and developing the markets for those already exploited. 


Planters and residents in the Federated Malay States are at liberty to 
send (through the Resident-General) specimens of little known or new 
vegetable or mineral products of the Federated Malay States for examina- 
tion at the Imperial Institute by whom a report will be made through the 
Resident-General. Specimens should, if possible, consist of a few pounds 
of the material and should be accompanied by full information, especially 
respecting the precise locality in which the material is found and the extent 
of its occurrence.

Tustitute,” published quarterly, which contains records of the investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute and special articles on tropical agricul- 
ture and the commercial and industrial uses of vegetable and mineral 
products.

The Council met at 11 a.m. 


1. “The Suecession to Land Repeal Enactment, 1907,” was again con- 
sidered together with a letter from the Federal Secretary, stating that the 
Enactment had been repealed in Negri Sembilan and Pahang and did not. 
exist in Selangor. ‘he Council relies on the statement in the letter that, if 
it were found necessary later on to introduce an Enactment dealing with 
personal effects, such an Evactment. could then be introduced. The Enact- 
ment is passed and numbered 1 of 1907. 
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2. An Enactment to provide for the Suppression of Gaining is intro- 
duced by the British Resident and discussed. Several Members of the 
Council enquire whether it is intended to use this Enactment. to secure the 
immediate abolition of gambling. 


The British Resident states that this is not the intention, but that the 
Enactment foreshadows the ultimate abolition of the present system of 
licensed gambling which would bring the Federated Malay States’ policy 
on this subject into line with that of the Colony of the Straits Settlements. 
The Enactment is passed and numbered 2 of 1907. 


3. An Enactment to amend the “ Praedial Produce Protection Enact- 
ment, 1898,” is introduced by the British Resident, who explains that the 
Enactment is intended to protect the rubber industry. 


Mr. Maxwell points out that the Enactment should specifically make 
mention of rubber stumps and rubber seedlings. 


It is consequently decided to refer the Enactment back to the Resident- ; 
General. 


4. An Enactment to provide for the Licensing of Appraisers is 
introduced by the British Resident and explained. The Enactment. is 
discussed and the Orang Kaya Kaya Sri Adika Raja states that, in his 
opinion, purchasers of property might be left to look after their own interests. 
He presumes that persons who employ an appraiser select un appraiser 
whom they believe they can trust. Mr. Maxwell follows in support and 
recalls the legal maxim “Caveat emptor.” He hopes that, if this Enactment. 
is passed, no monopoly will be constituted under it by limiting the number 
of licenses to value or appraise property or interest. 

The views of the Members of Council are taken separately, and it is 
found that the Council believes the Enactment to be well intentioned, but 
thinks it unnecessary. 


His Highness the Sultan, however, expresses himself as greatly in 
favour of the: Enactment. He believes that it will show the European 
investor that this country is careful for his interest and is desirous of 
maintaining a good reputation amongst persons who are willing to place 
their money in ventures in the Federated Malay States. He urges the 
Council to adopt this view. 

Raja Chulan and the Orang Kaya Mentri observe that this Enactment 
is likely to press hardly on poor people, as its provisions are very sweeping. 

His Highness the Sultan suggests that this view might be met by 
arranging for a $2,000 limit of minimum value. 


It is decided to forward the views of the Council to the Resident- 
General.

5. At the request of the British Resident, Raja Chulan reads a Malay 
Cireular issued by the Secretary to Resident on the subject of Tamil coolies 
squatting and building hovels in Malay kampongs. The circular points out 
that the habits and customs of Tamils and Malays are radically different, and 
that arrangements have now been made in Ipoh for a “ kampong kling,” 
where 'l'amils may live together. 


The British Resident explains the undesirable state of things which he 
saw in certain Malay kampongs in Ipob, and he states that he caused this 
circular to be issued by way of advice to the Malay population. 


The Council expresses itself as in accord with the circular.

7. The British Resident reads a Malay translation of a letter to the 
Sccretary to Resident from a former Senior Magistrate, Perak, Mr. Innes, 
on the subject of the expediency of the introduction of a law to deal with 
the ownership of the property of Muhammadans as affected by marriage, 
divorce and intestacy. 


His Highness the Sultan gives a statemeut of Muhammadan law and 
Malay custom relating to this subject and cites cases which have been 
decided before him. 


The Council unanimously approves the view of Mr. Innes that, though 
the Courts when deciding claims to property in cases of intestacy and divorce 
must depend on the Kathis for expert opinion on points of Muhammadan 
law, no Kathi should ever be allowed to make partitions of property or to 
decide what actual property any particular proportion includes for this 
would mean deciding questions of fact as well as declaring the religious law. 


The Council declares and orders to be recorded that the custom of the 
Malays of Perak in the matter of dividing up property after divorce when 
such property has been acquired by the parties or one of them during 
marriage is to adopt the proportion of two shares to the man and one share 
to the woman, and that gifts between married persons are irrevocable, either 
during marriage or after divorce. ‘The Council further records its desire 
that the Courts should call in the Kathis as advisers on principle in cases of 
these kinds. 


8. The British Resident informs the Council that the pay of the 
Police Force has been recently revised, and that the Malay members of the 
Force now receive the same pay as the Indian. 


9. ‘The British Resident announces to the Council that His Excellency 
the High Commissioner has approved the revival of the office of Raja 
Bendahara and the appointment of Raja Abdul Jalil bin Sultan Idris, now 
Raja di Hilir, to the post and the appointment of Wan Hussein bin Wan 
Muhammad Arif, brother of the late Orang Kaya Temenggong, Wan Hasan, 
to the vacant pust of Orang Kaya Temenggong. 
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His Highness the Sultan informs the Council that these ee officers 
will be installed with the ceremonics proper to the occasion at 2.30 p-m. on 
Monday, the 25th February, at the Astana in Kuala Kangsar, and he invites 
the attendance of the Members of Council. 

In this connection His Highness the Sultan explains to the Council 
that, when he last met His Excellency the High Commissioner, it had 
been agreed between them that the appointment of a Raja Muda should 
stand over. His Highness states that he had pointed out to His Excellency 
that there had long heen a Raja Muda, but no Raja Bendahara, and that it 
was not impracticable to continue without a Raja Muda if there were a 
Raja Bendahara. He adds that the office of Raja Bendahara was a very 
high office and that it had been too long in abeyance. 


The Council records its satisfaction with the appointments announced 
by the British Resident and especially welcomes the revival of the ancient 
office of Raja Bendahara. 


10. The Council decides to issue to the Penghulus a digest of local 
Jaws as now supplied to the Police, compiled by Mr. Conlay. 


11. The British Resident describes the progress made with the land 
and the buildings intended for the Malay Residential School. He reads a 
letter from Captain H. L. Talbot and proposes to institute a scholarship at 
this school in memory of Mr. A. Butler and Mr. D. H. Wise. 


His Highness the Sultan welcomes this suggestion and causes a sub- 
scription list to be started immediately by circulating it at the table when 
the various Members of Council put down the amounts they are ready to 
subscribe. 


12. The British Resident states that he would have liked to have 
taken the views of the Chinese members as to whether in view of the 
present anti-opium movement, Section 3 (4) of the Chandu Shops Enactment, 
could be strictly and universally enforced. ‘This section provides for the 
licensing of all persons retailing chandu, and he would have liked to have 
known whether the Chinese members are in favour of enforcing it against 
mining advancers, naichiang headmen and other persons. 

Tt is considered that, as there is only one Chinese member present, the 
question cannot be settled. 


18. The British Resident reads to the Council a lettor from the 
Federal Secretary, stating that attention has been drawn to the cumbrous 
nature of the procedure required for the separate registration of patents in 
each of the four States in accordance with the several Enactiments, and 
stating that a suggestion has been made to simplify the proceedure by 
transferring to the Resident-General the various powers of the Sultans in 
Council or their Resideuts as defined by the existing Inventions Enactment. 

The Council considers this proposal. 

The British Resident states that, so long ago as October, 1905, he had 
enquired of the Resident-General whether the laws relating to inventions 
in the various States of the Federation could be amended with a view to 
abolishing the present cumbrous procedure. 


Mr. Maxwell points out that, if any amendment of the law is made, the 
opportunity should be taken to insert a provision that the word “ inventor’ 
should include “ assigns.’ 


His Highness the Sultan thinks the idea a good one and has no objec- 
tion whatever to delegating to the Resident-General the powers now 
conferred upon himself. 
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The Council expresses itself as ready to consider a draft of any Enact- 
ment proposed, asit has had for some years considerable experience of 
granting exclusive privileges. 

14. The British Resident announces to the Council the approaching 
visit to Singapore of Their Royal Highnesses the Duke and Duchess of 
Connaught. 

His Highness the Sultan informs the Council that he has arranged to 
go to Singapore on this occasion to mect the Duke of Connaught, and that 
he will send his mounted Body-guard to be His Royal Highness’ escort. 


15. Bakar bin Muhammad Saleh, a criminal lunatic, detained during 
the pleasure of His Highness the Sultan, is ordered to be released if the 
medical authorities in Selangor still consider him sane. 


16. The petition of Messrs. Christie and Lai Tet Loke for a grant of 
exclusive privileges in respect of an invention for an approved puddler is 
again considered. 

The British Residené states that he has consulted Mr. Leonard Wray 
on the subject, as it has been so strongly asserted that the invention is not 
new. Mr. Wray had suggested that the case for the inventors and the 
objection thereto should be enquired into by some officer whose conclusions 
could be laid before Council, and the British Resident, therefore, suggests 
Mr. L. M. Woodward with two Assessors. 

Mr. Maxwell disagrecs and shows a diagram of the crickboom trommel, 
which machine, he says, is universally used and corresponds with the speci- 
fication of this invention. He would prefer to throw out the application 
altogether. 

Finally, it is decided to refer the petition and specification to Mr. 
Woodward with Messrs. Trump and Vanrenen as Assessors. 

17. Itis decided to ask the District Officer, Larut and Krian, to report 
six months hence on Muhammad bin Aman, Penghulu of Tanjong Piandang, 
as to whose use as a Penghulu there are doubts. 

18. It is decided that Raja Ismail, lately Penghulu of Kampar, should 
dyvaw a persion of $210 a year, for which he 1s eligible. 

19. The following Assistant Penghuluships are filled as under : 

Kota Lama Kanan.—Wan Abdul Jalil bin Wan Husin, Customs Clerk, 
Tanjong Piandang, on the scheme pay, with one increment, which makes up 
the pay to his present salary ; 

Panir Buntar.—Haji Muhammad Tahir bia Panglima Prang Kiri, now 
Assistant Penghulu, Ulu Bernam, on his present pay ; 

Kamroxe Beaian—Ngah Ali bin Uda Omar, now a Process Server in 
Ipoh, on the scheme pay ; 

Rasban.—Mohamudin bin Pakeh Abdulrahman, now a Process Server in 
Selama, on the scheme pay ; 

Utu Bernam.—Alang Mamat bin Wahap on probation. 

20. Muhammad Bidin bin Muhammad Basir is appointed to suceced 
Haji Muhammad Tahir, deceased, as Penghulu of Sungei Durian in Lower 
Perak, on the scheme pay, with effect from the Ist of January, 1907. 

Usman bin Panglima Prang Kanan, Muhammad Unus, is appointed to 
be Assistant Penghulu, Hutan Melintang, on the scheme pay on probation. 


21. Tt is decided that a Kuasa shall issue to Haji Muhammad Yasim, 
Assistant Penghulu at Likir. 
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22. The conduct of Indut bin Abdul Latif, Penghulu of Kota Lama 
Kanan, District of Kuala Kangsar, in connection with the alienation of a 
valuable piece of mining land for agricultural purposes, is explained by the 
British Resident and adversely criticised by the Council. It is noted that 
this is the sccond case of the kind in which this Penghulu has been con- 
cerned. It is, however, decided to warn him only as in the view of the 
Council he may not have been alone to blame. 


25. The Council notes that Syed Mashor, Penghulu of Teja, District of 
Kinta, has paid the debts alluded to in paragraph 43 of the Minutes of the 
Mecting of the 15th October, 1906. 

24. Class IIT of the Penghulus’ Scheme is partly discussed, and it is 
decided to place the Mukims of Asam Kumbang and Kamunting in Class T1 
and to reduce the Mukim of Ulu Selama to Class IIT in place thereof. This 
will not affect the salary of the prsent Penghulu of Ulu Selama, but it will 
raise the salary of the present Penghulu of Asam Kumbang and Kamunting 
to $480, being the starting pay of the scheme. 

The Council adjonrns at -f-£0 p.m.

The British Resident reads a letter from the Acting District Officer, 
Kuala Kangsar. 

His Highness the Sultan is of opinion that the Datoh should retire on 
a pension of $600 a year. 

26. The Council considers a report from the District Officer, Larut 
and Krian, on Haji Muhammad Saman, Penghulu of Ulu Kurau. 
___ Raja Chulan, the Orang Kaya Mentri and the Orang Kaya Kaya Stia 
Bijaya di Raja, who have read the papers in connection with the case, 
recommend that a letter be written to this Penghulu warning him, and it is 
decided to do this.

20, A letter from the District Officer, Upper Perak, is read, stating 
that the Chief Kathi has recently disallowed music at Malay weddings as 
contrary to Muhammadan law, and that he had compelled an Upper Perak 
Malay to go to Kuala Kangsar in order to answer a charge of permitting 
music at a wedding in his family. 


The Acting Secretary to Resident observes that any case of the kind 
should have becn tried by the Assistant Kathi on the spot. 


The Orang Kaya Kaya Sri Adika Raja says that, if the present practice 
is wrong, a pronouncement to that effect should issue from His Highness 
the Sultan as the custom of having music at Malay weddings was an old 
eustom. 


His Highness the Sultan states that, according to the strict religious law, 
music is not permissible at weddings, but it had for long been a common 
practice for imnsic to be permitted at weddings in great or noble families, but 
not, however, at the weddings of “raiats.” He is aware that music and 
entertainments of all kinds at weddings are leading people into expense and 
extravagance and, as they are against the ordinances of the Muhammadan 
religion, he is the more bound to discountenance them. As regards this 
particular case, he will summon the Kathi and warn him not to issue notices 
of this kind without proper authority. A claim for $25 expenses forwarded 
through the District Officer, Upper Perak, is disallowed. 


It is decided that the Seerctay to Resident should write to the Kathi. 


30. The Council considers a Malay Circular issued by the Resident, 
advising the Penghulus to be more particular in adhering to the Malay 
costume. 


His Highness the Sultan says that he entirely agrees with the principle 
‘of the circular. He explains the various styles of Malay costume and 
describes the old-fashioned costume of the Malays. 


31. In response to an enquiry from the Resident-General the Council 
recommends that the publication of the Warta Mélayn should be discon- 
tinued. 


32. The Council considers a list of persons to whom free passes on 
the railway may be granted and approves it. 


33. A gratuity of $165 to Muhammad Saleh, lately Bentara to the 
Raja Muda, is approved. 


34, The Orang Kaya Kaya Sri Adika Raja having asked to be relieved 
of work in connection with Kuala Kangsar Land Oltice, it is decided to 
seck the approval of the Resident- General to the Resident. of Selangor 
being asked to allow Yeop Abdul Shukor to replace the Datoh Sri Maharaja 
Lela in the Krian Land Office at a salary of $1,200 a year, and to bring the 
latter officer to Kuala Kangsar on the same pay he now draws in Krian. 


35. The Raja Bendahara says that he would like before the Council 
rises to make some acknowledgment of his gratitude to His Highness the 
Sultan, the British Resident and the Members of Council on their having 
obtained his appointment to his present office. He wishes to thank the 
Resident-General and the High Commissioner for having acceded to the 
request of the Council. He traces his career as a Malay Officer during the 
last (en years and says that, though he is unable fully to express his gratitude 
in fitting language, he hopes that they will believe that he is not ungrateful, 
and that he will try to justify his fitness for the high office to whieh he has 
been called. 
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The British Resident expresses his personal satisfaction that the office 
has been filled by the appointment of Raja Abdul Jalil, and thus revived 
after being over thirty years in abeyance. He hopes that some more of the 
vacant offices will be filled in the uear future, for he believes the Malay 
population will be benefited by having hereditary chiefs to approach when 
necessary.

5. The course of instruction shall extend over two years, and the classes shall be 
examined yearly by or under the instructions of the Director of Education. 


6. The classes shall he divided ints tirst-vear and second-year students, who shall as far 
as possible be separately instructed. 


7. Students passing the examination at the end of their tirst year shall become second- 
year students. Those who fail to pass may, with the approval of the Director of Education, 
rejoin as first-year students. 


8. Students passing the examination for second-year students shall receive a certificate, 
and a bonus shall be paid for each student so passing of *200. 


9. The students should he engaged in practical teaching in their own schouls duriug 
the day, and school manayers will be expected to assist them in applying to their practical 
work the theoretical instruction they receive in the Normal Class. Inspecting Officers. will 
also be instructed to report on the practical work of students in their own schools, and 
consideration will be given at the annual examination to such report by Inspecting Officers.

RULES UNDER “THE INDIAN IMMIGRATION 
ENACTMENT, 1904.” 

In exercise of the powers vested in him by “ The Indian 
Immigration Enactment, 1904,” the Resident, with 
the approval of the Resident-General, has been 
pleased to make the following Rules: 

The rules made on the 15th day of November, 1908, and published 
in the Gazette on the 21st day of November, 1906, are hereby rescinded, 
and the following rules substituted therefor: 

Ruies unper Section 24. 

1. The immigrant should be free from contagious disease and in a 
fit state of health to perform six hundred days’ field labour. 

2. The immigrant should be between the ayes of 15 and 45, 


3. Fakirs, Brahmins and begyars should be rejected. 


4. Cases of hernia, hydrocele and enlarged testicles should be 
rejected. 

5. Cases of ophthalmia or of diseased eyelids, cataract, double or 
single, and of spots on the cornea should be rejected. 

6. Short stature or slimness is not an objection if the immigrant 
be wiry and strong and able to handle agricultural implements well. 

af 3 s 

7. Any signs of leprosy, epilepsy, insanity, varieose veins in any 
part of the body, ulcers on legs or feet and syphilis in any form are 
sufficient to justify rejection. 


8. Single women who are pregnant or with infants in arms should 
not be passed. 

9. Innmigrants suffering from anemia should not be passed. 

10. Labourers are required not only for heavy and trviug labour -—- 
eg. labour on sugar estates, railway and road construction—but also 
for lighter labour—e.g., coconut or coffee estates—or under less trying 
conditions—e.g., light labour on sugar estates. Immigrants fit only 
for light work may be accepted if otherwise healthy. 

11. The Medical Officer should understand that, while no candi- 
dates should be passed unless there is a reasonable certainty that they 
will be able to perform their contracts, it is, on the other hand, most 
desirable that no men should be rejected about whom such reasonable 
certainty exists.

HOSPITALS, ACCOMMODATION, CONSTRUCTION, AND STAFF. 

1. Hospital accommodation shall be provided in the proportion 
of not less than four beds for every 100 immigrants, or in such 
higher proportion, not exceeding eight beds for every 100 immigrants, 
as the Resident may direct. Separate accommodation shall also be 
provided in the proportion of one bed to every 100 immigrants for 
use in special cases when necessary (¢.y., for bad dysentery and 
diarrhoea cases). 


2. The minimum superficial area for each bed, in ordinary wards, 
shall be 60 square feet (8'x 73’); in the special wards it shall be 
90 square fect (9'x10'). No ward shall contain more than 36 beds, 
which shall be arranged in two rows. 

3. The wards shall be built with plank or bertam sides. Floors 
shall be either of cement concrete rendered in cement or wooden floors 
resting on brick pillars. The round underneath the plank floors 
shall be covered with concrete rendered in cement. Floors shall be 24 
feet above ground level, and each ward shall be surrounded with a 
brick drain for carrying off surface water. 

4. Window and door space shall constitute at least one-ninth of 
the total superficial area of each ward. ‘There shall also be an open 
space, the whole length of the ward, not less than 3 inches wide, 
between the Hoorivg and the lower edge of the bertam or plank sides, 
and a similar space, not less than 1 foot wide, between the upper 
edge of these sides and the wall plate. 
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5. The cots for the patients shall be of plank, not less than 2 feet 
3 inches or more than 3 feet in width, resting each upon two trestles. 

6. A bathing tank and latrines shall be erected for each hospital, 
at a suitable distance from the wards, but under a separate roof. 
Commodes or suitable utensils shall be provided for the use of patients 
unable to leave their wards. All out-houses should be connected by 
covered ways with the hospital wards. 


7. Suitable couking accommodation shall be provided in the immne- 
diate neighbourhood of each hospital. 

8. Hospitals shall be divided into two classes, and the class of 
hospital to be provided on each place of employment shall be such as 
the Resident may from time to time prescribe. 

Ist Class Hospital.—The resident staff to consist of a duly 
qualified Medical Practitioner herein- 
after referred to as “the doctor,” and 
wv dresser or dressers with attendants, 
cooks and scavengers. 

2nd Cliss Hospitul.— The resident staff to consist of a dresser 
or dressers with attendants, couks and 
scavengers, 

On estates where an estate hospital is not considered necessary, the 
employer may be required to engage a properly qualified dresser 
whose duty it shall be to attend to the health of the immigrants 
employed on the estate and who shall be subject to the supervision of 
the Medical Officer. 

9. The resident staff shall in all cases be subject to the supervi- 
sion of a Medical Officer appointed under the Enactment, who shall 
visit each place of employment at such times as the Resident may direct. 
The number of dressers shall be in the proportion of not less than one 
for every 36 patients. Attendants, cooks, and seavenyers shall be 
employed in such numbers as the Medical Officer considers necessary.

EQUIPM 

10. Clothing. —Two suits of hospital clothing shall be provided for 
each bed, and arrangements shall be made for washing this clothing, 

Blunkets, in the proportion of three for every two beds, and pillows 
(one for each bed) shall also be provided. 

11. Medicines and Instrumentz.—Medicines shall be kept in each 
hospital as specified in the annexed list, with the necessary apparatus 
for compounding and dispensing; and the following instruments 
shall also be provided in each hospital : 

One pocket-case of surgical instruments ; 

One enema-syringe with stomach-tube (Hizyinson’s sy 
with soft rubber stomach-tube recommended) ; 

One stethoscope ; 

Three catheters—sizes 1, 3 and 9, or 2, 4 and 8; 

Three clinical thermometers ; 

One hypodermic syringe. 


N.B.—And other instruments and appliances specially ordered by 
the Medical Officer with the approval of the Resident. 


ADMINISTRATION, 


12. The doctor or, in the case of a second-class hospital, the dresser 
in charge shall live in the immediate neighbourhood of his hospital ; 
he shall, subject to the supervision of the Medical Officer, have the 
immediate care of the patients in hospital, and shall be responsible 
that all treatment ordered by the Medical Officer or himself is carried 
out. The hospital staff shall, for the performance of their duties, be 
under his direction, and he shall report any neglect of duty on their 
part to the Medical Officer. 

13. The doctor or, in the case of a second-class hospital, the dre: 
in charge shall be responsible for the order and cleanliness of his 
hospital, and shall see that any direction of the Medical Officer as 
regards these points is carried out. As a rule, to ensure general cleanli- 
each ward shall be swept twice a day and the floor washed onve 
aweek, Tatrines shall be cleaned daily and their contents buried.

“ Nuisance” means any act, omission or thing occasioning or likely 
to occasion injury, anvovance, offence, harm, danger or damage to the 
sense of sight, smell or hearing, or which is or is likely to be injurious 
or dangerous to health or property. 

A person is said to “reside” in any dwelling in which he some- 
times uses a sleeping apartment although he does not use it uninter- 
ruptedly, or has elsewhere a dwelling where he has and sometimes uses 
another such apartment. A person does not cease to “ reside” in a 
dwelling where he has such an apartment. merely because he is absent 
from it if there is the liberty of returning at any time and no abandon- 
ment of the intention to return at pleasure. 

“Market” means any place (other than a shop) ordinarily used 
for the sale of animals, or of meat, fish, fruit, vegetables or other perish- 
able articles of food for human consumption.

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3. (i) The Resident may from time to time, with the approval of Appoinunent of 
the Resident-General, by notification in the Gazette, declare any area oe” 
within the State to be a Sanitary Board area for the purposes of this 
Enactment. 


. (ii) The Resident may from time to time by notification in the 
Gazette appoint Sanitary Boards consisting of such public servants and 
other persons as he may nominate to exercise control within the area 
mentioned in such appointment over all matters in respect of which 
power is given to them by this Enactment, and may appoint any 
member of a Sanitary Board to be the Chairman thereof. Eve 
appointment shall cease and determine at the expiration of the y 
respect of which the same is made.

(h) The removal and disposal of refuse and night-soil, including, 
if the Sanitary Board shall think necessary, the publication 
of rules making it compulsery on all persons who may 
require night-soil buekets te buy such night-soil buckets 
from the Sanitary Board at such price as the Sanitary 
Board may fix ; 


(i) The prevention and abatement of nuisances and the regulation 
ot dangerous, unhealthy or offensive trades or occupations ; 

(j) ‘The prevention and removal of obstructions in the streets and 
in verandahs or footways ; 

(hk) The repair or removal of ruinous or dangerous houses, huts or 
outbuildings, and the removal of occupants therefrom ; 


(7) All other matters whether similar or not to those above men- 
tioned connected with the conservancy and the improvement 
of the area subject to its control. 


tbe pass 5. For the various purposes described in section 4 and for the 
conduct of its own business a Sanitary Board shall have power to pass 
by-laws not inconsistent with the provisions of this Enactment or of

ENACTMENT No. 12 or 1907. 


An Enactment to provide for the engagement of members 
of the Malay States Guides Regiment and for the 
discipline of the said Regiment. 


E. W. Brrcu, [3rd July, 1907.] 
British Resident. 


Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows : 


1. (i) This Enactment may be cited as ‘The Malay States Guides short title, 
Enactment, 1907,” and shall come into force upon the publication gy nueiment 
thereof in the Gazette. 


(ii) Upon the coming into force of this Enactment the Enactments 
specified in the first schedule hereto shall be repealed to the extent 
mentioned in the third column of the said schedule. 


2. In this Enactment unless otherwise specially provided, or unless Interpretation, 
there be something repugnant in the subject or context: 

(a) “Army Act” means the Imperial Act of the British 
Parliament Forty-four and Forty-five Victoria, chapter 
fifty-eight, and any other Imperial Act of the said 
Parliament for the time being amending the same ; 

(b) “ King’s Regulations” means His Britannic Majesty's 
Regulations and Orders in force for the time being for 
the British Army ; 

(c) “General Officer Commanding” means the General Officer 
holding from time to time the command of the troops of 
His Britannic Majesty in the Colony of the Straits 
Settlements, and includes the officer performing for the 
time being the duties of the General Officer Com- 
manding ; 

(d) “Commandant” means the officer in command of the Regi- 
ment of the Malay States Guides ;

(m) “Enemy” includes all armed mutineers, armed rebels, 
armed rioters and pirates ; 

(x) “ Court-martial’ means a Court-martial held under this 
Enactment, and for purposes of section 11 (e) and 138 
includes a Court-martial held according to the military 
law governing any troops with whom the Malay States 
Guides may be at the time associated for active service, 
duty, instruction or otherwise ;

(0) “ Offence” includes any act or omission punishable under 
this Enactinent, and for purposes of section 34 hereof 
includes any offence punishable by any law of the 
Federated Malay States with death or imprisonment ; 


(p) (1) “ Active service,” as applied to a person subject to this 
Enactment, means service during which such person 
is attached to a force which is engaged in operations 
against any enemy, or is engaged in military operations 
in, or is on the line of march to, a country or place 
wholly or partly occupied by an enemy, or is in 
military occupation of any foreign country ; 

(2) Where the High Commissioner declares at any time or 
times that by reason of the immiuence of active service 
or of the recent existence of active service it is neces- 
sary for the public service that the Malay States Guides 
should be temporarily subject to this Enactment as if 
they were on active service, then, on the publication in

Court-martial. 


Forfviture of 66. A British officer who absents himself without leave or overstays

67. All native officers, non-commissioned officers and men of 
the Malay States Guides shall forfeit all pay for every day of un- 
authorised absence, unless such absence be explained to the satisfaction 
of the officer in local command, and any such person who is in confine- 
ment awaiting trial on a charge on which conviction is afterwards 
obtained, or who is imprisoned in any place under the sentence of 
a competent authority, shall during such confinement or imprisonment

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forfeit all pay excepting only when such confinement or imprisonment 
is carried out in regimental cells, in which ease an allowance of 20 
vents per diem shall be made. 

68. Every person sentenced toa term of imprisonment by any Excention of 
Court-martia! or under the provisions of section 61 of this Enactment ane ts 
shall, as soon as convenient, be delivered over with a warrant of com- ment. 
mitment containing the particulars of the sentence to the officer in 
charge of a prison; and such officer shall detain the offender under 
the rules in force in such prison according to the terms of the warrant. 
or until he be discharged im due course of law. 

Provided that when any such sentence of imprisonment is for a 
term not exceeding three months, the Court or officer passing such 
sentence or the confirming officer in the case of a Court-martial may 
direct that such sentence be undergone in military custody. 


69. (i) Any person subject to this Enactment who deems himself Complaints, 
wronged by any superior or other officer may, if not attached to a 
company, complain to the officer under whose command or orders he 
is serving; and may, if attached to a company, complain to the officer 
commanding the same. 

(ii) When the officer complained against is the officer to whom 
otherwise any complaint should under this section be preferred, the 
aggrieved person shall complain to such officer’s next superior officer. 
The General Officer Commanding is for the purposes of this section 
the next superior officer to the Commandant. 

(iii) No such complaint shall be made to any officer other than 
those indicated in the former part of this section. 

(iv) Every officer receiving any such complaint shall examine into 
it and, when necessary, refer it to superior authority. 


(v) Every such complaint shall be preferred through such channels 
as may be from time to time prescribed by proper authority ; and any 
person preferring a frivolous or groundless complaint shall be liable 
to trial by Court-martial, and to such punishment, other than dis- 
missal, corporal punishment or imprisonment with hard labour, as the 
Court is empowered by this Enactment to award. 


70. When a Court of ordinary justice and a Court-martial each 
have jurisdiction in respect of an offence it shall be in the discretion by ordinary 
of the General Officer Commanding, if the accused is an officer, and of Court and by 
the Comnandant, in any other case, to decide before which Court 
proceedings shall be instituted, and if he decide that they shall be 
instituted before a Court-martial to direct that the accused be detained 
in military custody. 


Courtanartial. 


71. (i) When a Court of ordinary justice having jurisdiction is of 
opinion that proceedings ought to be instituted before itself in respect. 
of any offence alleged to have been committed by any person subject 
to this Enactment it may, by written notice, require the General 
Officer Commanding, if the accused is an ofticer, or the Commandant, 
in the case of any other person, either to deliver up the accused to the 
nearest: Magistrate to be proceeded against according to law or to 
postpone proceedings pending reference to the Resident-General. 


(ii) In every such case the General Officer Commanding or the 
Commandant, as the case may be, shall either deliver up the offender 
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in compliance with the requisition or shall forthwith refer the question 
as to the Court before which the proceedings are to be instituted for 
the decision of the Resident-General, whose order upon such reference 
shall be final. 


Property of : 72. The property of every person subject to this Enactment who 
Maia dies, is killed in the field, or deserts shall be disposed of as follows by 
deserters, the officer in local command-- 


(a) Such officer shall secure all the movable property that is 
on the spot, and cause an inventory thereof to be made, 
and draw any pay and allowances due to the deceased or 
deserter ; 

(b) In the case of a deceased person who has left in a Govern- 
ment Savings Bank, including any Post Office Savings 
Bank however named, a deposit not exceeding $500, 
such officer may, if he thinks fit, by notice in writing 
require the manager or other proper officer of such 
bank to pay the deposit to him forthwith, notwithstand- 
ing anything contained in any departmental rules; and 
after the payment thereof in accordance with such 
requisition, no person shall have any right in respect of 
the deposit except as hereinafter provided ; 

(c) In the case of a deceased person whose representative is on 
the spot and has given security for the payment of the 
debts, if any, of the deceased, such officer shail deliver 
the property and the amount of the deposit, if any, 
received under sub-section (b) hereof to such represen- 
tative ; 

(d) In the case of a deceased person whose estate is not dealt 
with under sub-section (c) hereof and iu the case of any 

. deserter, such officer shall cause the property to be sold 
by public auction and shall pay the debts, if any, and in 
the case of a deceased person the expenses of his funeral 
ceremonies, from the proceeds of the sale and the amount, 
of the deposit, if any, received under sub-section (b) 
hereof ; 

(e) The surplus, if any, shall in the case of a deceased person 
be paid to his representative, if any, or in the event of 
no claim to such surplus being established within three 
years after the death, then the same shall be paid to 
credit of the revenue of the State ; 

(f) The surplus, if any, shall in the case of a deserter be forth- 
with paid to credit of the revenue of the State. 


73. Property deliverable and money payable to the representative 
tener of a deceased person under the last foregoing section may, if the total 
produe- i oa es 
tion of probate, value or amount thereof does not exceed $500, and if the officer in 
aes local command thinks fit, be delivered or paid to any person appearing 
to him to be entitled to receive it or to administer the estate of the 
deceased without requiring the production of any probate, letters of 
administration, certificate or other such conclusive evidence of title; 
and such delivery or payment shall be a full discharge to those order- 
ing or making the same, and to the Resident-General from all further 
jiability in respect of the property or money; but nothing in this 
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section shall affect the rights of auy executor or administrator or other 
representative, or of any creditor of a deceased person against any 
person to whom such delivery or payment. has been made. 


74. A person shall be deemed to have deserted within the meaning Meaning of 
of section 72 who has been convicted of desertion, or who has been me tags yes 
absent from duty without due authority for a period of sixty days and 
has not subsequently surrendered or been apprehended. : 

75. (i) When any person subject to this Enactment has been Prohibition of 
acquitted or convicted of an offence by a Court-martial, or by a Court {gond trial bs 
of ordinary criminal justice, or has been summarily dealt with for an : 
offence under section 6] of this Enactment, he shall not be liable to 
be again tried for the same offence by a Court-martial or dealt with 
summarily in respect of it under the said section. 


Gi) If any person sentenced summarily or by a Court-martial in 
pursuance of this Enactment to punishment for an offence is after- 
wards tried by a Cowt of ordinary criminal justice for the same 
offence that Court shall in awarding punishment have regard to the 
military punishment which he may already have undergone. 


76. (i) Whenever any person subject to this Enactment deserts, Capture of 
the officer commanding the detachment to which he belongs shall give «tte 
written information of the desertion to such authorities within the 
State or elsewhere as, in his opinion, may be able to afford assistance 
towards the arrest of the deserter, and all authorities within the State 
to whom information is so sent, whether from within or without the 
State, shall thereupon take such steps for the apprehension of the 
deserter as it would be their duty to take if he were a person for whose 
arrest a warrant had been issued by a Mayistrate, and shall deliver the 
deserter, when apprehended, to military custody. 


(ii) The Chief Police Officer shall take such measures as he may 
deem sufficient to prevent persons reasonably believed to be subject to 
this Enactment from travelling in or through the State, unless on duty 
or furnished with a certificate of leave or discharge. 

(iii) Any police officer may arrest, without warrant, any person 
whom he has reasonable ground to believe to be subject to this Enact- 
ment and to be travelling without due authority, and shall thereafter 
bring him without delay before the nearest: Magistrate, or the nearest 
military commanding officer when no Magistrate is readily accessible, 
to be dealt with according to law. 


77. Whenever any person subject to this Enactiment is accused of apprehenso 
any offence punishable under this Enactment any public officer within military 
whose jurisdiction he may be shall aid in the apprehension and delivery 
to military custody of such person upon receipt of a written application 
to that effect signed by his commanding officer. 

78. In any proceeding under this Enactment any application, prsunption ax 
certificate, warrant, reply or other document purporting to be signed to signatures, 
by an officer in the service of Government shall, on production, be 
presumed to have been duly signed by the person and in the character 
by whom and in which it purports to have been signed until the 
contrary is proved. 

79. All stoppages, all pay and allowances forfeited and all fines  Finetund, 
imposed by any Court-martial or under the provisions of section 61 of 
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this Enactment shall be paid into the Treasnry to the credit of a fund 
to be termed the “ Malay States Guides Fine Fund,” and payments 
may be made out of such fund for any service connected with the 
Malay States Guides, provided that such payments shall only be made 
on the written order of the Commandant made with the approval of 
the Resident-General. 


Power to make 80. (i) The Resident-General may mike rules, not inconsistent 
viles. with this Enactment, to provide for the holding of Courts of enquiry, 
to regulate the procedure of Courts-martial and the conduct of officers 
having any jurisdiction or authority under this Enactment, and 
generally for carrying into effect the provisions of this Enactment. 
(ii) Rules under this section may provide, among other matters, 
for the following — 


(a) The assembly and procedure of Courts of enquiry ;

(c) The adjournment, dissolution and sittings of Courts- 
martial ;

(e) The confirmation and revision of the findings and sentences 
of Courts-martial ; 


(f) The execution of sentences of Courts-martial ; 


(y) The forms of orders to be made under the provisions of 
this Enactment relating to Courts-martial, or imprison- 
ment, or other matters ; 


(hk) Any matters whether similar or not to those above- 
mentioned as to which it may be expedient to make rules. 


‘Aiceutes. to ue (iii) No rules made by the Resident-General under this Enact- 
approved by ment shall have effect until they shall have been approved by the 


igh Commis- + ety 
sioner, High Commissioner. 


All rules so approved shall be published in the Gazette with 
Notification of such approval and shall thereupon have the force of 
law. 


(iv) The Resident-General, when making any rules under this 
section, may in any case in which he shall think it necessary impose 
a fine for the breach thereof not exceeding 350. 


Application of 81. If at any time the Regiment of the Malay States Guides or 

Army Act. any contingent thereof shall be serving with any part of His 
Britannic Majesty’s Regular Forces in any place outside the Federated 
Malay States, then, so far as this Enactment has not provided for the 
government and discipline of the said Regiment, the Army Act shall, 
save for such exceptions and wodifications as may be specified in the 
General Orders of the General Otticer Commanding such part of His 
Britannic Majesty's Forces, be applicable to all persons subject to this 
Enactinent so serving ; 


And further it shall be lawful for the High Commissioner, in 
order to provide for the more effective application of the Army Act, 
hy proclamation to suspend, for such time as he may consider necessary 
for the purpose, the operation of all or any provisions of this Enact- 
ment in respect of all persons subject to this Enactment so serving;

And every such proclamation shall, on publication in the Gazette, 
have the force of law. 


82. Nothing in this Enactment shall be held to lessen or affect - 
the powers of the High Commissioner in respect of the Malay States 
Guides, and he may, as he thinks fit, vary, suspend or overrule any 
decision, ruling or order of the General Officer Commanding in the 
exercise of the powers conferred upon him by this Enactment.

Rutrs for Fishing, made by the Resident on the 26th day 
of July, 1907. 

In exercise of the powers vested in him by section 28 
(i) (¢) of “The Lights and Small Shipping Enact- 
ment, 1902,” the Resident, with the approval of the 
Resident-General, hereby makes the following Rules, 
to come into operation on the 26th day of July, 1907. 

On the coming into operation of these Rules, the Rules 
made under the said Enactment on the 20th day of 
October, 1904, and published in the Guzefle on the 
18th day of November, 1904, together with the 
amendment thereto made on the 2tth day of July, 
1905, and published in the Gazette on the 11th day 
of August, 1005, shall be rescinded. 

1. Subject to the provisions of these rules, fishing is authorised to 


be carried on in tidal waters by any method other than the methods 
specified in rule 2 


2. The followiug methods of fishing are absolutely prohibited : 

(a) Fishing by means of lines of unbaited hooks (rawei) in 
which the hooks are less than 3 inches apart ; 

(6) Fishing by means of dynamite or poison ; 

(¢) Fishing by means of fixed or anchored purse-nets—-for 
instance, those known as pompang (or gombang) and 
chandek, but this prohibition shall not extend to the 
method of fishing known as ambai (or blat langqai), 
provided that the nets used shall not be of a less mesh 
than one quarter of an inch, the measurement being 
taken by passing a quarter-inch cylinder through the 
mesh of the net when wet ; 

(d) Fishing by means of nets (other than the casting net 
known as jala and the small seine net known as pukat 
kisa) of less than one inch mesh or rattan screens of 
less than one inch interstice, the measurement being 
taken by passing a one-inch eylinder through the mesh 
of the net when wet or the interstice of the screen when 
wet; 


(e) Fishing by means of casting nets (jala) and small seine 
nets (pukat Iisa) of less than half an inch mesh ; 


(f) Fishing by means of any description of canvas, matting, 
cloth or other woven substance of close texture used as 
material for fishing nets or net pockets or net attach- 
ments. 


3. No person shall in tidal waters erect, maintain or use any kind 
of fish-trap, fishing stakes or fishing net exceeding 6 feet in length 
except under and in accordance with the terms of « fishing license 
from the Conservator of the port for the district. 


4, A Conservator shall not issue a fishing license in any case where 
it may seem to him that the traps, stakes or nets to be used thereunder, 
would interfere with navigation or would necessarily be within 400 
fathoms of other traps, stakes or nets for which a license is in force; 
and may refuse to issue a fishing license to any person who has been 
convicted of an offence under “The Lights and Small Shipping 
Enactment, 1902.” 


5. Every fishing license shall expire on 31st March, 30th June, 
30th September or “Blst December next after the date of its issue, as: 
the case may be. : 


6. (i) No fishing license shall be transferable except. with the 
consent of the Conservator for the district wherein such license was 
issued ; licenses may, with such consent as aforesaid, be transferred free 
of charge ; ; licenses “transferred without such consent as aforesaid shall 
thereupon become null and void. 
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(ii) The Conservator shall record every issue and transfer of a 
fishing license in a register to be kept by him for that purpose. 

7. Every fishing license shall bear, in addition to its own number, 
the number of the holder's boat license. 


8. The fees payable for fishing licenses shall be as follows, to be 
paid on issue of the licenses :

No fee is payable for casting nets or for the small seine net

9. Holders of fishing licenses shall take their licenses with them 


whenever they visit the fishing grounds and show them, on demand, to 
any Government officer.

(a) Within 400 fathoms of any other trap, stakes or net for 
which a license is in force, except with the express 
permission of the Conservator ; 

(b) In any channel habitually used by any steam-ship; pro-

11. (4) No in-shore shallow-water fish-trap shall be in more than 
3 fathoms at low-water spring-tides, or shall exceed 200 yards in 
length. 


(ii) No vut-shore or deep-water fish-trap shall be in more than 
5 fathoms at low-water spring-tides, or shall exceed 600 yards in 
length. 


12. Every out-shore or deep-water fish-trap for which a license is 
in force shall, unless expressly exempted by the Conservator, show at 
night a white light which shall be not less than 3 feet above the surface 
of the water at high tide. 


13. (i) Holders of licenses for fish-traps which are confined to one 
site shall, as soon as the framework is set up, erect and maintain 
thereon a board, conspicuously plaved and facing seawards, showing 
the number fixed by the Conservator. 

(ii) Such number shall be painted in black figures, each 1 foot 
long, on a white board 3 feet long by 2 feet wide, elevated at least 6 
feet. above high-water mark. 


14. Subject to the provisions of rule 9, persons to whom fishing 
licenses have been issued in one district to fish with movable fish-traps 
or with nets may also fish therewith in other districts. 

15. No line of unbaited hooks shall be set— 

(a) Within half a mile of any fixed fish-trap ; 
(6) Across the mouth of any river or tidal channel ;

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1. The Resident lays on the table and explains to the Council a draft 
Enactment to enable the High Commissioner to appoint Commissioners 
to enquire into and report on matters referred to them by the High 
Commissioner. This is passed as “The Commissions of Enquiry Enact- 
ment,” becoming No. 13 of 1907. 


2. An Enactment to amend “The Labour Knactment, 1904, No. 1 
(General),” is introduced by the Resident and passed, becoming No. 1+ of 
1907. 


3. An Enactment to amend “The Labour Enactment, 1904, No 3 
(Chinese Agricultural), Amendment Enactinent, 1904,” is explained by the 
Resident to the Council, and passed as No. 15 of 1907. 


4, Anapplication by Messrs. Robert William Heads, Mining Engineer, 
and James Duncan MacArthur, Consulting Engineer, both of Langsuan, 
in the Kingdom of Siam, for a grant of “exclusive privileges in respect 
of their invention for “A new or improved Ore-dressing Machine” is con- 
sidered. Mr. Osborne points out that the process for which patent rights 
are claimed is not entirely unknown in Perak, and, after some discussion, it 
is decided that the specification be referred to a Committee, consisting of 
Mr. Osborne and Towkays Chung Thye Phin, Leong Fee and Foo Choo 
Choon, for further investigation. 


5. With reference to the Council Meeting of the 3rd July, 1907, 
at which Ahmad bin Taib, Penghulu, Gopeng, was promoted to be Penghulu, 
Bruas, the Resident announces that Alma'l does not wish to go to Bruas, 
and that his transfer to the Mines Department has now been arranged. 
In these circumstances Raja Basah bin Raja Alang Mahmud, Penghulu, 
Jebong, is appointed Penghulu, Bruas (Class I[), on the initial salary of 
$480 per annun ; 3 while Muhammad Drus, Assistant Penghulu, Plang (Pulau 
Kamiri Mukim), is promoted to be Penghulu, Jebong (Class Tlf), with salary 
at the rate of $360 a year. (Ie is already in receipt of $300 per annum 
and 10 per cent. allowance). The selection of a suitable Assistant Peng- 
hulu for Plang is left to the Secretary to Resident, who keeps the list of 
applicants. 


6. A petition is read from the principal Muhammadan inhabitants of 
Batu Gajah, asking for assistance towards building a new and suitable 
Mosque, estimated to cost $3 3,900. Towards this sum only $400 have so far 
been collected. ‘The Council decides that dollar for dollar may be given by 
Government up to a maximum of $1,500, but that the proposed plan is too

As regards statement (c), from which it appears that there is a 
decrease of 2,382.65 pikuls in the export of tin and tin ore compared to 
the corresponding period of last year, Mr.Osborne gives it as his opinion 
that the coolics do not work so hard as they used to do, and also that tin is 
harder to win nowadays. Towkay Foo Choo Choon confirms this opinion, 
and says that it is necessary to go much deeper to find tin now than 
formerly, quoting his own mine at Sungei Besi as an example. 

As regards statement (a), Mr. Osborne and Towkays Foo Choo Choon 
and Chung Thye Phin again urge the question of the establishment of an 
Agricultural Bank. TTowkay Chung Thye Phin points out that it would be 
an immense boon to miners, and condemns the present state of affairs under 
which the large sums of money made by Chetties go out of the country, 
practically nothing being spent by them in helping to open up Perak. 
‘Towkay Foo Choo Choon urges that town property at Ipoh or Kampar 
would be safe security for Government up to 60 per cent. of the sum 
loaned. 


The Council is unanimously in favour of such an Institution, and Mr. 
Osborne considers that, if Government gave $2,000,000, it would be quite 
sufficient an amount with which to start an Agricultural Bank. 


9%, The Resident suggests the advisability of holding a Mining Show 
at Ipoh sometime next year. The Council expresses approval of this, and 
Mr. Osborne remarks that it would be very interestirg, but that long notice 
should be given, so that all necessary arrangements can be properly made 
hy a representative Committee.

It is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 


follows : 
Short title, 1. (i) This Enactment may be cited as “The Krian Irrigation 
Shdconiruc. Enactment Amendment Enactment, 1907,” and shall come into force 
tion, on the publication thereof in the Gazette. 


(ii) This Enactment shall be read and construed as one with “The 
Krian Irrigation Enactment, 1905,” hereinafter referred to as ‘“ the 
principal Enactment,” and any copy of the principal Enactment 
printed after the commencement of this Enactment may be printed 
with the amendments made by this Euactment. 


2. Sections 5 and 6 of the principal Enactment are deleted and 
the following sections, to be numbered 5 and 6, respectively, are 
substituted therefor :

6. A water-rate imposed under the last preceding section shall

(a) In the ease of lands used for cultivation of rice, no rate

gathered: upon the first day of January following the

The Council meets at 11.50 a.m, 

1. An Enactment to amend “The Krian Irrigation Enactment, 1905,” 


is explained by the Resident to the Council and passed, becoming No. 16 of 
1907. 
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2. A draft amendment to the Appraisers Enactment is laid on the 
table. The Resident reminds the Members that the Appraisers Enactment 
has not yet become law in Perak, as great exception was taken to it at the 
Council Meeting of the 18th January, 1907. The Malay Members state 
that the amendment is satisfactory, but do not wish it to apply to peasant 
holdings, as the present system is far more equitable. This being the 
case, the Secretary to Resident undertakes to address the Resident-General 
again upon the subject. 


3. The Resident reads the record of the proceedings before the Court 
of Appeal in the matter of an appeal by one Govinden, who, on the 27th 
May, 1907, was convicted before the Judicial Commissioner, Perak, sitting 
with two Assessors, of the offence of murder, and was sentenced to death ; 
a sentence confirmed by the State Council on the 15th June last. The 
Court of Appeal dismissed the appeal, but considered that, in view of 
certain facts, the clemency of His Highness the Sultan in Council might 
properly be exercised in the case, and the death sentence be commuted 
to one of rigorous imprisonment. It is decided, after much discussion and 
after voting, to commute the death sentence to one of imprisonment for life. 


4. The Resident reads the notes of evidence taken in a case in which 
one Durahman was convicted of murder at Lenggong, and sentenced to death 
by the Judicial Commissioner, Perak, sitting with two Assessors, on the 
16th July, 1907, with a recommendation to mercy. It is ordered by His 
Highness the Sultan in Council that the death sentence be commuted to one 
of rigorous imprisonment for fifteen years. 


5. The following changes among Assistant Penghulus are sanctioned : 
(w) Alang Mamat bin Wahab, Assistant Penghulu, Ulu Bernam, 
to exchange with Indut bin Ngah Hamid, Assistant 
Penghulu, Batang Padang ; 
(4) Muhammad Asrudin bin Ahmad 'lasir, Assistant Penghulu, 
Bandar, to exchange with Samsudin bin Muhammad 
Sharif, Assistant Penghulu, Telok Bahru. 


6. The Resident reads a report received from the District Officer, Larut 
and Krian, regarding the conduct of Haji Mat Yasin, Assistant Penghulu, 
Kuala Kurau, in connection with the sale by auction of a piece of town land 
at Kuala Kurau in December Jast. After some discussion, it is decided that 
both Haji Mat Yasin and Pandak Brahim, the Penghulu, be warned, and 
that Haji Mat Yasin’s salary be reduced from $291, with the 10 per cent. 
allowance, to $240 per annum, without it, as from this date. 


7. A-report by Mr. Laidlaw, Assistant District Officer, Lower Perak, 
on the subject of water-wheels for the Perak River is considered, and the 
sum of $200 for the erection of wheels approved as an experiment. 


8. The application of Dr. Edith Boomgardt, to be allowed to convert 
to Mining Town Leases 746 and 1,099, comprising 4 acres, 1 rood, and 7 
perches, and a portion of Lease 756, about one and a half acres, all within 
Taipmg Township, is discussed. Applicant is given permission to mine 
these lands on payment of $500 premium. Mining to be finished in two 
years: any extension to be subject to reference to Council. Land to be 
levelled up and handed over to Government after it is mined, except a 
depth of 120 feet road frontage. No overburden to be stacked on State 
Jand or land other than the property of the mine-owner. Mining to be 
conducted in such a manner as to cause as little annoyance as is reasonably 
possible to the Hospital. Sceurity up to $5,000 for fulfilment of these 
conditions, to be accepted in the shape of an approved cheque or bond.

10. A petition from the Batu Gajah Tin Mining Company, addressed 
to His Highness the Sultan, regarding the conversion into mining of their 
agricultural titles in the mukim of Sungei Trap, Kinta, is considered, and 
the Datoh Sri Adika Raja and the Clerk of Council are requested to visit 
the lands and make further enquiry. 


11. The Resident announces that the District Officer, Kuala Kangsar, 
has asked whether there should be a limit to the number of Malay applicants 
for a particular picce of mining land, quoting a case in which seven Malays 
have put in a joint application for 30 acres at Senggang. The Kuala 
Kangsar authorities hint that these men would be much better employed in 
their bendangs, but this, in the opinion of the Resident, is going too far. 
He quotes Sir Hugh Low and Sir F. Swettenham, both ef whom were in 
favour of giving mining land to Malays, on the grounds that it is their 
country, and that it is wrong to refuse them and at the same time to allow 
Chinese and Indians the chance of growing rich over tin. If a Malay 
makes money at mining, he spends it in the country, and should, therefore, 
be encouraged. ‘he Council agrees that Malays should in no wise be 
prohibited from ow ning mining land, while, as regards a limit to the number 
of joint applicants (and some limit is, in the juterests of the Land Office, 
very desirable), it is decided that only two names should appear in the 
application registered by the Land Office, an outside agreement of any shares 
being drawn up and duly stamped, and a copy kept in the Land Otiice. 


12. With reference to the recent death, in Kinta, of Che Kulup 
Muhammad, who drew a pension of $1,980 per annum from the Perak 
Government, the Datoh Sri Adika Raja points out that he was the son 
of Che Midah, who assisted Government in many ways formerly, and gave 
up to Sir Hugh “ow the site of the present Kuala Kangsar Residency. He 
suggests that the pension drawn by Che Kulup Muhammad should be 
divided among his family, which consists of two sons and three daughters. 
All are in good circumstances, but it would be a graceful act to allow 
“each to draw a pension of $20 per mensem. His Highness the Sultan 
concurs with this expression of opinion, but thinks 315 “each per mensem 
sufficient, thus halving the original pension. This is unanimously agreed to. 


13. The question as to whether the pension of 866 per annum to 
Syed Mansur’s children, granted only during the lifetime of Che Kulup 
Muhammad, should now lapse, i is deferred, pending enquiry as to the origin 
of their claim to a pension from Government. 


14. A petition from the Committee of the Clerks’ Library, Taiping, to 
His Highness the Sultan in Council is read, pointing out the utility of the 
institution, and asking for assistance. The ‘Members of Council respond to 
this appeal by personally subscribing to the funds of the Library. 
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15. The question of a successor to Syed Abdullah, who has recently 
resigned the post of Chief Kathi, is introduced. The Secretary to Resident 
proposes that Haji Abdul Karim, Assistant Kathi, Kuala Kangsar, be 
promoted to be Chief Kathi, following precedent, and that Raja Muhammad 
Hanafiah, Assistant Kathi, Parit, be made Assistant Kathi, Kuala Kangsar. 
His Highness the Sultan approves these appointments. The Datoh Sri 
Adika Raja remarks that hitherto it has been customary for all the Kathis 
to gather round the Sultan for instractions, and to abide by his wishes and 
advice. Departure from this rule has led to the present trouble. He 
considers that explicit instructions for the guidance of Kathis should be 

‘issued, just as Magistrates have books for their guidance. His Highness the 
Sultan says that the Kuasa for the new Chief Kathi will be considered in 
Council at the next meeting, and that the Tungku Mentri and Raja Chulan 
should be specially consulted. 


16. The Secretary to Resident brings up the question of the Lahat 
rebate, due to the heirs of the late Datoh Panglima Kinta, and suggests that 
the Datoh Sri Adika Raja and himself should work out the exact figures 
from the records in the Secretariat. The Council decides that the rebate 
be payable up to the date on which the other moiety ceased to be drawn by 
the French Mining Company at Lahat, but not after that date. 


17. The Resident announces that it is desirable to appoint another 
Member of Council, as there is a vacancy among the Malay Members, 
Raja Ngah Abubakar is unanimously selected for the position. 


The Council adjourns at 4.30 p.m. sine die.

“THE POST OFFICE ENACTMENT, 1905.” 


Reres made by the Resident-General, on the 21st day of 
September, 1907. 


In exercise of the powers vested in him by “The Post 
Office Enactment, 1905,” the Resident-General here- 
by makes the following Rules and Orders : 


All orders hitherto made under the said Enactment and all rules, 
regulations and orders made under the ‘“ Post Ottice Order in Council? 
1895,” are hereby rescinded in so far as they concern any matter 
regulated by the following rules and orders. 


INTRODUCTORY. 


1. In these Rules and Orders “ the Enactment ” means “The Post 
Office Enactment, 1905,” and words defined by the Enactment have 
the meanings thereby assigned to them. 


“ Coin” includes coin of all kinds, whether current in the Federated 
Malay States or not. 


“ Paper money” includes : 


(2) Bank notes of all kinds, whether current in the Federated 
Malay States or not;

PART II. 
MAIN CONDITIONS OF TRANSMISSION BY PosT OF 
POSTAL ARTICLES, 
(A) Generar. 


4, Coin, bullion, precious stones, jewellery or other precious articles 
shall not be sent in ordinary or registered letters or parcels. Articles 
liable to customs duty shall not be sent except by parcel post. 
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5. No article, other than a parcel or insured letter, which is 
iwarked on its outside with any declaration as to the value of the 
contents shall be sent by pust. 


(B) Postcarps. 

6. Single and reply cards of private manufacture, with or without 
adhesive postage stamps aflixed thereto in payment of postage, may 
Le transmitted by post as postcards provided that, as regards size, they 
are not more than 5} by 3} inches or less than 4 by 2} inches, and 
that, as regards substance of paper. they are in conformity with the 
postcards issued by the Postal Departmeut. 


7. (Gi) The name and address of the addressee as well as any 
instructions relative to the postal service such as “ registered,” 
must appear on the address side, the right hand half cf which at least 
is reserved for these indications. ‘The sender may use the back of the 
card and the left band half of the address side subject to the restrie- 
tions in the following paragraph : 


(ii) Nothing shall be affixed or attached to a postcard except— 


(a) On the address side stamps in prepayment of postage or 
registration fee, if any ; 


(>) A guumed label (not exceeding in size 2 inches in length 
and { of an inch in width) bearing the name and address 
of the person to whom the card is sent ; 


(c) On the back or left hand half of the address side a similar 
label bearing the name and address of the sender of the 
card; and 


(d) On the back or left hand half of the address side engravings, 
illustrations, drawings and photographs on very thin 
paper and completely adherent to the card. ‘ 


(iii) A posteard shall not be folded, cut or otherwise altered, 
except that the impressed postage stamp (if any) may he perforated 
with initials, nor shall it be enclosed in a cover of any kind. 


(iv) Reply, paid cards must bear the words “Carte postale avec 
réponse pay’e” on the address side and the reply halves must bear 
the words “ C.rte postale réponse.” The sae of a reply card may 
indicate his name and address on the front of the reply card cither in 
writing or by means of an address label not exceeding: 2 2 inches in 
length : and } of an inch in width. 


(v) Reply halves are available for transmission to the country of | 


origin and to that country alone, provided that they were in the ‘first 
instance received attached to the other half. If addressed to other 
countries they are treated as unpaid postcards. 


(vi) Ordinary international postcards of another country posted in 
the Federated Malay States are treated as unpaid postcards. 


& A pesteard in respect of which any of the conditions imposed 
hy rules 6 and 7 (i), (ii), (iii). (iv), (v) and (vi) shall be infringed 
shall be treated as a letter unless it is cligible for transmission as a 
printed j-aper, 
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(C) Prinrep Papers. 
9. Part at least of the post: 


xe on printed papers shall be prepaid. 


10. No packet of printed papers shall exceed ¢ Ibs., in weight, nor 
measure more than 18 inches in Iength by 1 foot in width or depth, 
unless it be in the form of a roll, iv which case the limit of size will 
be 30 inches in length and 4 inches in diameter. 


11. (i) The following shall be considered as printed papers: news- 
papers and periodical works, books stitched or bound, pamphlets, 
sheets of music, visiting cards, address cards, proofs of printing 
with or without the manuscripts relating thereto, papers impressed 
with points or with characters in relief for the use of the blind, en- 
gravings, photographs and albums containing photographs, pictures, 
drawings, plans, maps, catalogues, prospectuses, announcements and 
notices of various kinds printed or of which copies have been obtained 
upon paper, parchment or cardboard by means of printing, engraving, 
lithography, autography or any other mechanical process easy to 
recognise, except the copying press and the typewriter. 

Qi) To printed papers are assimilated reproductions of a manu- 
script or typewritten original when they are obtained by a mechanical 
process of polygraphy (chromoyraphy, ete.) : but in order to pass at. 
the reduced postage, these reproductions shall be brought to the post, 
office counter and shall number at least twenty copies, precisely iden- 
tical. 


(iii) Stamps for prepayment, whether obliterated or not, and all 
printed articles constituting the sign of a monetary value, are ex- 
eluded from transmission at the reduced rate of postage. 


(iv) Printed papers of which the text has been modified after 
printing, either by hand, or by means of a mechanical process, or 
bears any marks whatever capable of constituting a conventional 
language, shall not be sent at the reduced rate. 


12. By way of exception to the last preceding rule, it is allowed — 


(a) To indicate on the outside of the article the name, com- 
mercial style and address of the sender ; 

(b) To add in manuscript, on printed visiting cards, Xmas and 

x New Year's cards, the address of the sender, his title, as 
well as good wishes, congratulitions, thanks, condolences 
or other formulas of courtesy, expressed in five words at 
most or by means of conventional initials (p.p.c., ete.) ; 

(«) To indicate or alter in a printed paper, in manuscript or hy 
a mechanical process, the date of despatch, the signature 
or the commercial style and the profession, as well as 
the address, of the sender and of the addressve ; 

(2) To enclose the “copy” with corrected proofs, and to make 
in those proofs alterations and additions which relate to 
aceuracy, form and printing. In case of want of space 
these additions may be made on separate sheets ; 

(e) To correct errors in printing in printed documents other 
than proofs ; 

(f) To erase certain parts of a printed text ; 
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(y) To make prominent by means of maiks acd to underline 
words and passages of the text to which it is desired to 
draw attention ; 

(4) To insert or correct in manuscript or by a mechanical pro- 
cess figures in prices current, tenders for advertisements, 
stock and share lists, trade circulars and prospectuses, 
as well as the traveller’s name and the date and place of 
his intended visit, in traveller’s announcements ; 


(‘) To indicate in manuscript, in advices of the departures and 
arrivals of ships, the dates of these departures and 
arrivals, as well as the names of the ships ; 


j) To indicate in manuscript, in advices of the despatch of 
J 1 IF 
goods, the date of those despatches ; 


(k) To indicate in cards of invitations and notices of meetings 
the name of the person invited, the date, the object, and 
the place of the gathering ; 

(J) To add a dedication on books, sheets of music, newspapers, 
photographs and engravings, as well as to enclose the 
relative invoice ; 

(m) In forms of order or subscription fur library works, books, 
newspapers, engravings and pieces of music, to indicate 
in manuscript the works required or offered, and to erase 
or underline the whole or part of the printed com- 
munications ; 

n) To paint fashion plates, maps, and the like;

(9) To add in manuseript. or by a mechanical process, to 
cuttings from newspapers and periodical publications 
the title, date, number and address of the publication 
from which the article is extracted. 


13. Subject only to the exceptions expressly specified in rule 12 no 
additions in manuscript, or by means of a mechanical process, which 
would deprive a printed paper of its general character and give it that 
of @ personal communication are allowed. 


14, Printed papers shall be either placed in wrappers, upon rollers, 
letween boards, in cases open at both sides or at both ends, or in un- 
closed envelopes, or simply folded in such a manner as not to conceal 
the nature of the packet, or tied with a string easy to unfasten. 


15. Address cards, and all printed matter of the furm and substance 
of an unfolded card, may be forwarded without wrapper, envelope, 
fastening or fold. 


16. Cards bearing the inscription “ Posteard” will be transmitted 
at the rate prescribed for printed papers, provided they comply with the 
conditions laid duwn for printed papers. If they do not fulfil these 
conditions they are considered and treated as “ Postcards.” 


17. Blank paper, notepaper or envelopes (with or without printed 
address) and other articles of stationery, will not be transmitted at the 
rate prescribed for printed papers, 
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18. (i) Packets of printed papers either 
(a) Wholly unpaid, or 


(b) Containing letters or manuscript nutes having the character 
of a personal communication, or 


(c) Not made up in such a manner as to admit of easy exami- 
nation of the contents, or 


(d) Exceeding the prescribed limits of size or weight, 
shall not be forwarded if addressed to places beyond the Federated 
Malay States and the Straits Settlements. 

(ii) In the case of packets of printed papers addressed to places in 
the Federated Malay States or the Straits Settlements, those wholly 
unpaid, but otherwise in conformity with these rules, may be sent 
forward and shall be charged with double the prepaid rate of postage 
for printed papers ; those containing letters or manuscript notes having 
the character of a personal communication, or not made up in such a 
manner as to admit of easy examination of their contents, will be sent 
forward as letters and shall be charged with double the deficiency at 
the rates of postage prescribed for letters; those exceeding the pre- 
scribed limits of size or weight shall not be forwarded. 


(D) CommerciaL Papess. 


19. Part at least of the postage on commercial papers shall be 
prepaid. 


20. The following shall be considered as commercial papers: all 
papers and documents, whether writings or drawings, produced wholly 
or partly by hand, not having the character of personal correspondence, 
such as open letters and postcards of old date which have already 
served their primary object, papers of legal procedure, deeds of all 
kinds drawn up by public functionaries, way bills or bills of lading, 
invoices, the various documents of insurance companies, copies of or 
extracts from Acts under private signature, written on stamped or 
unstamped paper, musical scores or sheets of music in manuscript, 
the manuscripts of works or of newspapers forwarded separatety, 
pupils’ exercises in original or with corrections, but without any 
comment on the work, ete. 


21. Commercial papers are subject, so far as regards form and 
conditions of transinission, to the rules prescribed for printed papers. 


(E) Parrerns orn Sampies or Mercnanpise. 
22. A packet of patterns or samples which is posted wholly unpaid 
or which ig not in accordance with the rules prescribed for such 
packets shall not be forwarded. 


23. A pattern or sample packet may not exceed 12 inches in length, 
8 inches in width, and 4 inches in depth; unless it be in the form of a 
roll, in which case the limit of size is 12 inches in length and 6 inches 
in diameter. The limit of weight is 12 ounces. 


24. A pattern or sample packet may contain bond fide trade 
patterns or samples of merchandise not having any saleable value, 
together with, or without, any matter which may be sent as a printed 
paper packet. There shall be no writing in or upon such a packet, 


except the name and address of the sender, the name and address 
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of the person for whom it is intended, a trade mark, numbers, prices, 
and indications as to the weight, size or quantity to be disposed of, 
These particulars shall be given not on loose pieces of paper, but on 
small labels attached to the samples or the bags containing them. 


25. Single keys, fresh cut-flowers, objects of natural history, dried 
er preserved animals and plants, geological specimens and other 
similar objects, tubes of serum and pathological objects rendered 
imnocuous by the method of preparation and packing shall be trans- 
missible by post at the rates of postage prescribed for pattern or sample 
packets, provided that they are not sent for a commercial purpose, and 
that. they are packed in the manner prescribed for pattern or sample 
packets generally. 


26. (i) A pattern or sample packet shall be posted without a cover, 
or with a cover open at both ends, or in an unfastened envelope or 
other cover which can easily be removed so as to admit of a ready 
examination of the contents. 


(ii) Samples of seeds and the like which cannot be sent in unfastened 
or removable envelopes may he sent enclosed in boxes or bags, provided 
that they are fastened in such a way that they can be easily opened. 

(iil) Articles of glass shall be seenrely packed in boxes of metal 
or wood, in such a manner as to prevent all risk of injury to the mails 
or to the officers of the Postal Department. 


(iv) Liquids, vils and fatty substances easily liquefied shall be 
enclosed in glass bottles hermetically sealed. Each bottle shall be 
placed in a wooden box adequately furnished with sawdust, cotton or 
some spongy material in sufficient quantity to absorb the liquid in case 
the bottle be broken. ‘The box itself shall be enclosed in a case of 
metal, or of wood with a screw top, or of strong and thick leather. 

(v) Fatty substances which are not easily liquefied, such as oint- 
ments, soft soap, resin and the like shall be enclosed in an inner cover 
such as a box, a bag of linen or parchment, or the like, which shall 


"itself he placed in an outer box of metul or of wood or of strong and 
. thick leather. 


(vi) Dry colouring powders shall be placed in bags of leather, 
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rubber dressed linen or thick and strong oiled paper, and dry powders, - 


not dyes, in boxes of metal, wood or cardboard. These bags or boxes 
shall be themselves enclosed in bags of linen or parchment. 

(vii) Live bees shall be enclosed in boxes so constructed us to avoid 
all danger and to allow the contents to be ascertained. 


(F) Parces. 

27. A parcel addressed to any place in the Federated Malay States, 
the Straits Settlements, Johore, or Sarawak shall not exceed- 3: feet 
6 inches in length and the length and girth combined shall not exceed 
6 feet. 

28. A parcel shall not contain any written communication in the 
nature of a letter or having the character of a personal communication 
nor any enclosure intended for delivery to a person other than the 
addressee of the parcel itself. 


29. A parcel shall not exceed 11 Ibs. in weight and shall not be of 
a kind which, owing to size, shape, manner of packiug or any other 
eanse, cannot be carried hy post without serious inconvenience or risk, 
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30. Gi) A parcel shall be packed in a reasonably strong cise, 
wrapper or cover, fastened in a manner calculated to preserve the 
contents from loss or damage in the post, to prevent any tamper 
therewith, and to protect other postal articles trom being damaged in 
any way thereby. 


Gi) Liquids and substances which liquefy easily shall be enclosed 
in a double receptacle, Between the inner receptacle, which shall be a 
bottle, flask, pot, box or the like, and the outer receptacle, which shall 
be a box of metal or of strong wood, some space shall be lett all round 
and this shall be filled with sawdust, bran ur other absorbent material. 


(iii) Live bees shall be enclosed in suitable cases and so packed as 
to prevent all risk of injury from them to other postal articles in 
eourse of transmission by post or to officers of the Postal Department. 


31. The postage on a parcel shall be fully prepaid by means of 
postage stamps affixed to the parcel by the sender or his messenger. 


32. Every parcel intended for transmission by post shall be pre- 
sented at the counter of a post offive and shall he accompanied by a 
declaration of its contents (in a form prescribed by the Director) bear- 
ing the address to which the parcel is to be sent, a declaration of 
its contents and value, and the signature and address of the sender. 


33. Every parcel addressed to a place in the Federated Maly 
States, the Straits Settlements. Johore, or Sarawak shall be registered, 


(GQ) Re-prrecTion oF PostaL ARTICLES. 


34, A postal article, other than a parcel, re-directed to any place 
in the Federated Malay States, the Straits Settlements or Johore by an 
officer of the Postal Department or by an agent of the addressee shall 
be transmitted by post. free of charge in respect of such further trane- 
mission : 


Provided that - 
(a) Tn the case of an unregistered article re-directed by an ayent 
of the addressee, the article has not been opened and has 
been re-posted not later than the day after delivery. 


(b) In the case of a registered article re-directed by an agent of 
the addressee, the article has not been opened and has 
been returned to the postman at the place of delivery 
with the receipt unsigned. 


35. A postal article re-posted after having been opened, or re-poste] 
later than the day after delivery, shall be treated as a postal article 
posted for the first time and charged with postage accordingly. A 
registered article of which delivery has been taken shall not be re-posted 
except. in accordance with the general conditions prescribed for the 
posting of registered articles. 

36. A postal article re-directed to a place beyond the Federated 
Malay States, the Straits Settlements and Johore to which the rate of 
postage from the office of origin is higher than that paid in the first 
instance is chargeable with the difference. 


37. Re-directed parcels shall be charged with fresh pustages 
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(H) Treatment oF PostaL ARTICLES FROM ABRUAD BEARING 
FICTITIOUS OK PREVIOUSLY USED Sramps. 

88. Where a postal article has been received by post from any 
place beyond the Federated Malay States bearing a fictitious postage 
stamp or purporting to be pre mid with any postage stamp which has 
been previously used to prepay any other postal article or other duty, 
and the addressee of such article has failed to attend, by himself or his 
ayent, at the post office of delivery within the time specified in. the 
notice sent to him in that behalf. or, having so attended, has refused 
to make known the name and address of the sender or to re-deliver 
the postal article or such portion thereof as may be required under 
section 32 of the Enactment, and, in consequence of such failure or 
refusal, the postal article has not heen delivered to the addressee or his 
uyent, the postal article shall be disposed of in the following manner : 


The officer in charge of the post office at which the postal article 
has been received for delivery shall state in writing the action taken 
by him under the provisions of section 32 of the Enactment, and the 
fact of such failure or refusal as aforesaid on the part of the addressee 
agent, and shall forward the statement, together with the postal 
article, to the Director. 


The Director shall in due course transmit the statement, together 
with the postal article, to the postal aduinistration from which the 
article was received.

45. (i) The sender of a registered article addressed to any place in 
the Federated Malay States, Johore or any country belonging to the 
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Universal Postal Union shall be entitled to obtain an acknowledyment 
of its delivery by paying at the time of posting the article, a fee, in 
addition to the postage and registration fees, ot eight cents. 


Gi) When the sender of a registered article addressed to any place 
in the Federated Malay States, Johore or any country belonging to the 
Universal Postal Union has not paid the fee for an acknowledgment of 
its delivery and desires to have an enquiry made by the post. office 
regarding the disposal of the article, he shall he entitled to this service 
on payment of the same fee as that chargeable for an acknowledgment 
of delivery.

50. In the case of the loss of a registered article and except in 
cases beyond control the Director may pay to the sender or, at the 
sender's request, to the addressee compensation not exceeding twenty 
dollars. 


Provided that no question of compensation shall be entertained for 
loss of or damage to anything contained in a registered article if the 
article itself be delivered, or for any expense arising directly or 
indirectly from delay in transmission. 

51. Every claim for compensation shall be made immediately the 
loss of a registered article is discovered and at latest within one yer 
from the date of posting. 


PART IV. 
INSURANCE OF POSTAL ARTICLES. 
52. Registere:1 letters and reyistered parcels for transmission by 
post to places in the Federated Malay States and Straits Settlements 
may be insured up to a value of 8500 at such post offices as may 
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be authorised by the Director to accept articles for iusurence, provided 
that in no case shall any letter or parcel be insured for an amount. 
exceeding the real value of the contents of such letter or parcel. 

53. In addition to the postage, the following further fees. which 
include the fee for registration, shall be charged for insurance.

54. All fees on insured articles—namely, postage, reyistration fees 
and insurance fees—shall be prepaid. Prepayment shall be made by 
means of postage stamps affixed to the articles by the sender or his 
messenger The stamps shall not be folded over the sides of the 
envelope so as to cover the edge, and when more stamps than one are 
used they shall be affixed with spaces between them. 


55. Articles intended for insurance shall be presented at the counter 
of'a post: office. 


56. Insured articles shall not be addressed to initials or in pencil, 


57. No postcard or packet of printed papers or commercial papers 
or pattern or sumple packet shall be insured. 


58. Insured letters shall not contain coin, precious stones, jewellery 
or anything made of gold or silver, or any article liable to customs 
duty in the country of destination. 


59. Every letter tendered for insurance shall be enclosed in a 
strong cover, which shall be securely fastened and sealed with fine 
wax, in such a way that it cannot be opened without vither breaking 
the seals or leaving obvious traces of violation. Envelopes with black 
or coloured borders shall not be used. Seals shall he pliced over each 
flap or seam of the cover of a letter: and if the letter he tied round 
with string or tape, the ends of such string or tape shall be sealed 
together. 


60, Every insured parcel shall be packed carefully and substanf 
tially, with due regard to the nature of the contents and the length o- 
the Journey, and shall be sealed with lead or wax in such a way that it 
cannot be opened without either breaking the seals or leaving obvious 
traces of violation. 


61. Parcels containing precious stones, jewellery or any articles of 
gold or silver shall be enclosed in strong boxes or cases, which shall be 
sewn up, or otherwise fastened in wrappers of linen, canvas, strony 
paper or other substantial material. Seals shall be placed along the 
edges of each joint or loose flap at points not more than 3 inches 
apart. The address of such parcels shall be written in ink on their 
actual covering. 


62. No parcel containing coin or bullion exceeding $50 in value, 
except coin obviously intended for purposes of ornament, shall be sent 
by parcel post. 
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63, All the seals on an insured article shall be of the same kind of 
wax and shall: bear distinct impression of the same device. The device 
shall not be that of a current coin nor merely a series of straight, 
curved or crossed lines. 


64, The amount for which a postal article is insured shall be 
written by the sender both in words and figures at the top of the 
address side of the cover. 

65. When an insured article is re-directed or is returned to the 
oftice of origin, a fresh insurance fee shall be charged and such fee 
shall be recoverable as if it were postage due under the Enactment. 


66. No compensation shall be paid in respect of any letter or parcel 
containing a prohibited article or any letter or parcel which has been 
delivered without external traces of injury and accepted without 
remark Ly the addressee, nor shall compensation be paid as a matter 
of course when loss arises from tempest, shipwreck, earthquake, war 
or other cause beyond control. 


67. No compensation either for loss or damage shall be given in 
respect of — 

(a) A letter or parcel containing any article which may not, 
under the rules in force for the time being, be lawfully 
sent by the post by which it is in fact sent ; 

(b) A letter containing any coin ; 

(¢) A letter containing any paper money, unless it be enclosed 
ina registered letter envelope provided by the Director, 
and unles 

(1) In the case of a letter containing any bank note, 
the name of the bank of issue and the number, 
amount, and date of the note be supplied tu the 
Director when required ; 

(2) In the case of a letter containing any postal order, 
the amount and number of the order be sup- 
plied to the Director when required ; 

(3) In the case of a letter containing any bill of 
exchange, bond, coupon or other order or autho- 
rity for the payment of money or security for 
money, particulars sufficient for the identifica- 
tion of the document be supplied to the Diree- 
tor when required ; 

(d) An article the contents of which are likely to become 
offensive through natural decay during the time occupied 
in its transmissicn ; 

(e) An article containing opium. 


68, No compensation shall be given in respect of damage to— 

(a) A letter or parcel containing any article of an exceptionally 
fragile character or any article which from its nature 
cannot with reasonable safety be sent by post ; 

(b) A letter or parcel containing a perishable article, where the 
damage arises from natural decay and the letter or parcel 
is delivered withont undue delay ; 

(c) A letter or parcel which is not marked “fragile with 
care.” 
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In all such cases compensation shall be given only for the loss of the 
letter or parcel or of any article contained therein. 


69. The Director may in every case either of loss or damage, if he 
thinks fit, reinstate the contents of a letter or parcel instead of giving 
pecuniary compensation. 


70. When compensation has been paid for the loss of a postal 
article or its contents, the Postal Department shall be entitled to 
retain and dispose of such postal article or its contents, should it or 
they be subsequently recovered and the compensation paid not be 
refunded on demand being made. 


71. In no case shall compensation be given for injury or damage 


consequent upon the loss, damage or delay of a letter, packet or parcel 
or of any article contained therein. 


72. In extraordinary circumstances, the Director may, on giving 
immediate public notice, temporarily suspend the insurance system 
either wholly or partially. 


73. Any insurance effected with the Postal Department contrary to 
these rules shall be invalid. 


74, (i) Every application for compensation shall be addressed to the 
Director or to his deputy and in the case of articles transmitted, or 
intended for transmission, to or received from any post office in the 
Federated Malay States or the Straits Settlements, no claim for com- 
pensation shall be entertained unless made within one month from the 
date on which the article was posted or within 48 hours of the time of 
its delivery. 


(ii) In the case of letters or parcels addressed to places beyond the 
Federated Malay States or the Straits Settlements, no claim for com- 
pensation shall be entertained unless made within one year from the 
date on which the article was posted.

VERAL ROLES, 
(A) Re-peLivery ro THE SENDER OF PosTaL ARTICLES 
IN COURSE OF TRANSMISSION BY Post. 


75. Letters, postutrds, printed papers, commercial papers, sample 
packets and parcels posted in the State and addressed to places in the 
Federated Malay States and registered letters and parcels addressed 
to places outside the Federated Malay States, and not yet despatched 
from the State may be re-delivered to the sender when in course of 
transmission by post, without reference to the consent of the addressee, 
subject to the following conditions, namely : 


(a) No such postal article shall be re-delivered to the sender 
except by order of : 
(1) The Superintendent of Posts and Telegraphs ; or 
(2) The Director of Posts and Telegraphs ; or 
(3) The Resident ; or 
(4) The Resident-General ;

(b) A fee of one dollar shall be paid in respect of each postal 
article the re-delivery of which to the sender is applied 


(c) Application for re-delivery of a postal article to the sender 
shall be in writing and may be presented to any of the 
authorities mentioned in clause (a) of this rule either 
direct. or through any officer in charge of a post office ; 

(D No such application shall be received except from the sender 
of the postal article or from some person authorised in 
that behalf by the sender in writing ; 

(e) Every such application shall be accompanied by a written 
statement (which may be enclosed in a sealed cover) of 
the reasons why re-delivery is sought. Such sealed cover 
shall not he opened except by the authority to which the 
application is presented, or, where such authority is the 
Resident or the Resident-General, by the Secretary to 
the Resident or by the Federal Secretary, as the case 
may be: 

(f) Upon receiving such application and statement, together 
with the prescribed fee, the officer in charge of the post 
office shall immediately send the same to the Superin- 
tendent ; 

(yg) If the postal article of which re-delivery is sought is in his 
possession, the officer in charge of the post office shall, 
instead of forwarding it to the addr . keep it in 
deposit, and send the application to the said authority ; 


(h) If the postal article is not in his possession, the said officer 
shall require the officer in charge of the post. office of 
address in the ease of a postal article addressed to is 
place in the Federated Malay States, and of the office of 
exchange in the case of a registered postal articl+ 
addressed toa place outside the Federated Malay States, 
to abstain from delivering it to the addressee or from 
sending it to its address, and to keep it in deposit. 
The requisition to such other officer may be sent by 
telegraph, but all expenses attending its transmission 
shall be borne by the applicant ; 

(i) Any of the authorities mentioned in clause (a4) of this rule 
may, on receiving the application for re-delivery, order 
re-delivery of the postal article to the applicant upon 
being satisfied that the applicant is the sender thereof 
and that sufficient reasons have been given for the re- 
delivery, otherwise the postal article shall be sent at once 
to its address ; 


(j) A letter or posteard in course of transmission by post shall 
not be re-delivered to anyone but the sender, or some 
person authorised in that behalf by the sender in writ 


(B) Certiricares oF Postine. 


76. A certificate of posting may he obtained in respect of any 
postal article for which a receipt is uot given by the Postal Depart- 
ment subject to the following conditions : 
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(«) The certificate of posting written in ink shall be presented 
to an officer on duty at the post office along with the 
article to be posted during the hours fixed for the post- 
ing of such articles ; 

(b) The certificate shall contain an exact copy of the address on 
the article to which it relates, and shall have a one cent 
postage stamp affixed thereto ; 

(c) The officer on duty shall compare the address of the article 
with the certificate, and if it be correct, shall obliterate 
the postage stamp and impress the date stamp upon the 
certificate. The certitivate shall then be initialed by 
the officer on duty and returned to the person who 
presented it. 


(CG) Derenrion 1n THE Post Orrice or Packets oF PrinTED 
Papers, ComMeRcIAL Papers, SAMPLE PACKETS AND PARCELS. 
77. Packets of printed papers, commercial papers, sample packets 

and parcels shall not be detained at the post office at which they were 
posted for a perivd exceeding one day beyond the despatch by which 
they would ordinarily be forwarded, provided that there is another 
despatch within that time. 


78. The delivery of such packets shall not be delayed beyond the 
delivery next following that by which they would ordinarily be 
delivered. 


79. Subject to the provisions of rule 78, parcels shall be delivered 
at such times and by such dehveries as the Director may direct. 
Provided that nothing in these rwes shall prevent any further deten- 
tion that may be necessary for examination or enquiries, 


(D) Derention anp DisposaL or UNpbELIVERED 
Postar ARTICLES. 
(A) AT THE POST OFFICE OF ADDRESS. 

80. An undelivered postal article. the addressee of which cannut be 
found, shall ordinarily remain in the post office to which it was 
addressed for a period of three weeks from the date on which it reached 
such post office. 

Provided that : 

(v) An undelivered postal article. on which the words * Puste 
Restante.” “To await arrival.” or similar instructions, 
are written shall remain in the post office to which it 
was addressed— 

(1) For a period of three months from the date on 
which it reached the post office, in the case of 
articles from places outside the Federated Malay 
States; 

(2) Fora period of one month in other cases ; 


(1) Au undelivered postal article shall ordinarily not remain in 
a post office to which it has been re-directed after it has 
been ascertained that the addressee cannot be found. 


sl. An undelivered postal article of which the addressee has 
refused to take delivery shall not be detained in the post office to 
which it was addressed. 
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(3) 1N THE OFFICE OF THE DIRECTOR. 

82. Packets containing printed papers obviously without value, 
such as trade circulars and price lists, which cannot be disposed of 
under section 4] of the Enactment may be furthwith sold as waste 
paper or destroyed. 


83. Postcards which cannot be disposed of under section 41 of the 
Enactment shall be detained for a period of one month, on the expira- 
tion of which they may be destroyed by being burnt. 


84. Book-packets, other than the packets mentioned in rule 82 
newspapers and pattern or sample packets, which cannot be disposed 
of under section 41 of the Enactment shall be detained for a period of 
three months, on the expiration of which they may be sold or 
destroyed. Magazines, periodicals and newspapers may, at the option 
of the Director, be used for any public purpose. 


85. Subject to the provisions of section 42, proviso (b), of the 
Enactment, parcels which cannot be disposed of under section 41 
shall be detained for a period of three months, on the expiration 
of which the contents, if of no saleable value, may be destroyed. 


86. Pareels returned to the sender under section 41 of the Enact- 
ment shall be subject to a fresh charge for postage. 


87. Letters which cannot be disposed of under section 41 of the 
Enactment shall be detained for a period of six months, on the 
expiration of which they shall be destroyed by being burnt. 


88. Nothing in these rules shall prevent the immediate destruction 
of any postal article in exercise of the powers conferred by section 29, 
sub-section (iii), of the Enactment. 


(E) Manner or Prepayment oF Postacr on PosTan 
ARTICLES. 

89. Prepayment of postage on a postal article shall be by affixing 
thereto a proper stump or stamps provided for the purpose in ac- 
cordance with orders of the Resident-General made under section 22 of 
the Enactment. 


90. The postage on a postal article shall not be deemed to be 
prepaid by means of a proper stamp— 

(#) If the stamp is a stamp which has not been provided for 
use as a postage stamp under section 22 of the Enact- 
ment; or 

(b) If the stamp has been obliterated, defaced, torn, ent or 
otherwise rendered imperfect ; or 

(c) If the stamp has upon it any word, letter, figure, or design 
printed or impressed upon it otherwise than by the 
authority of the Government before posting ; or 

(a) If the stamp has been ent or otherwise separated from an 
embossed envelope or from a posteard or wrapper; or 

(ve) If the stamp is printed on a registration envelope and that 
envelope is used for the transmission of unregistered 
correspondence ; 

provided that nothing in this rule shall prevent the perforation 
of postage stamps with initials traced in minute holes. 
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(F) Price or Sramps. 
91, Adhesive postage stamps shall be sold at prices eyual to the 
value denoted thereon. 


92. Stamped postcards shall be sold at prices equal to the value 
denoted on the stamp or stamps which they bear. 


93. Stamped registration envelopes shall be seld at the following 
price :

Small size bearing 10 cents stamp ean | i 
Large size te aren P ” 


(G) Licensev Stamp VENvors. 

94, The Director may. if he thinks fit, appoint by license persuns 
other than officers of the Postal Department to be vendors of postage 
stumps, 

95. A person so appointed may obtain from the nearest post office, 
by purchase, F.M.S. postcards or postage stamps of the denominations 
1 cent, 3 cents, 4 cents, 5 cents, 8 cents and 10 cents. 


96, A discount of 2 per cent. shall be allowed on such purchases, 
provided that the total amount of any single purchase be not less than 
five dollars and that the licensed vendor presents his license together 
with a signed indent. 

97. A licensed vendor while in possession of a stock of postage 
stamps or postcards shall not refuse, without reasonable excuse, to sell 
postage stamps or postcards to anyone requiring them, provided that 
the proper price of the stamps or postcards required is tendered in 
lawful currency. 

98. The license shall be issued free of charge. 


99, All postage stamps and postcards in the possession of a person 
licensed under these rules shall be at all times open to inspection by the 
Director or his deputy, or by an officer deputed in writing by the 
Director or his deputy. 


(H) Lare Lerrers anp Lare Lerrer Fees. 

100, Letters posted after the hour fixed for the closing of a mail 
will not be forwarded by that mail unless an additional fee be paid in 
respect thereof. Such letters are herein referred to as “ late letters,” 
and the said additional fee is termed the “late letter fee.” 


101. The late letter fee shall not be less than one cent nor more 
than five cents for each letter. 


102. The Director shall notify at each post office in what cases and 
within what hours late letters may be posted and the late letter fee to 
be paid. 

103, The postage and late letter fee shall be fully prepaid by 
means of postage stamps. 


(I) Wrsvow Detivery Tickets anp Private Boxes. 
104. (i) The fee for a window delivery ticket or private box shall 
he £3. for a pericd commencing before the Ist July in any year and 
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ending on the 31st December following, and 31.50 for a period com- 
mencing on or after the lst July, and ending on the 31st December 
following. 


(ii) Window delivery tickets shall be presented at the counter of a 
post office only within the hours fixed by the Director for each office. 


(J) Mat Norices. 

105. Mail notices may be issued to the public at such post offices 
as the Director may direct. The fee shall be $6 for a period commen- 
cing before the Ist July in any year and ending on the 31st December 
following, and $3 for any period commencing on or after the Ist July 
and ending on the 31st December following. 


‘(K) Poste Resranre. 
106. Articles for residents shall not be addressed to a Poste 
Restante, and no person shall use a Poste Restante for more than 


_ three consecutive months. 


107. Articles addressed to initials or to fictitious names, or to a 
Christian name without a surname shall not be taken in at a Poste 
Restante, but shall be at once sent to the office of the Director for 
disposal. 


108. Persons applying for Poste Restante articles may be required 
to furnish all particulars necessary to prevent imistakes and to ensure 
the delivery of the articles to the persons to whom they properly 


belong. 
PART VI. 
MONEY ORDERS, 
I.—-Istanp Monry Orpvers. 
(Money Orders issued and payable in the Federated Malay States.) 
(A) ORDINARY INLAND MONEY ORDERS. 
109, No single money order shall be issued for an amount exceeding 


- $100 or including a fraction of a cent. 


110. Commission shall be charged on inland money orders at the 


‘rate of one cent per dollar or fraction of a dollar, with a minimum 


commission of five cents. 


111. The Director may at any time suspend the issue of money 
orders upon any particular post office or post offices. 


112. The remitter of a money order shall fill in in ink, on a money 
order form prescribed by the Director, such particulars as the Director 
may require. Such particulars shall be written in English. 


113. The money order form duly filled in, together with the 
amount of the money order and commission, may be presented at the 


- post office only during the hours fixed by the Director for money 


order business. 


114, A receipt shall be given to the remitter for the amount paid 
by him on account of the money order and commission. 
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115. The remitter of a money order shall be entitled to obtain, 
free of charge, an acknowledgment of the payment of the amount 
of the order signed by the payee. 


116. Payment of a money order shall be made to the payee named 
therein on signature of the money order and acknowledgment by such 
payee or by a person duly authorised in writing by such payee to sign 
the same on his behalf. 

The signature shall be written in ink or indelible pencil in the 
space provided for the purpose. 

117. If the remitter or payee of a money order cannot write, his 
mark shall be obtained and shall be verified in such manner as the 
Director may direct. 

118. A money order shall be re-directed to the payee on his writ- 
ten request free of charge, provided that the new office of payment is 
in the Federated Malay States. 

119. The remitter of a money order which has not. been paid may 
require that the address of the payee be altered, or that the order be 
made payable at a post office in the Federated Malay States other 
than that at which it was originaliy made payable. ‘The required change 
shall be made without additional charge on the remitter’s applying in 
writing to the post office at which the order was issued and producing 
the receipt granted for the original order. 

120. 'The remitter of a money order which has not been paid may 
require that the amount be paid to some person o‘her than the payee 
named in the order. The required change shall be made on the 
renitter’s applying in writing to the post: office at which the order 
was issued and producing the receipt granted for the original order, 
and paying a commission equal to that paid when the order was first 
issued. 

121. The remitter of a money order which has not been paid 
may stop payment thereof and require that the money he repaid 
to bimself. This shall be done without additional charge on the 
remitter’s applying in writing to the post office at which the 
order was issued, and producing the receipt and giving full par- 
ticulars of the payce’s address as entered in the order, provided that 
the Postal Department shall not be responsible for any failure to step 
payment of a money order in compliance with the remitter’s request. 


122. If the payee of a money order cannot be found, or refuses to 
take payment, the amount of the order shall be returned at once to 
the remitter free of charge. The commission shall in no case be 
refunded. 

123. If payment of a money order to the payee cannot be effeeted 
and the amount cannot be repaid to the remitter owing to the latter 
not being found, the order shall be void, and its value credited to 
Government. But if the payee or remitter subsequently applies for 
payment the amount of the void order shall he paid to him on a 
fresh money order issued by the Accountant uf Posts and Telegraphs, 
provided that application be made before the expiration of one year 
from the date of issue of the original order. If the order be made 
payable in a country outside the Federated Malay States a fresh eom- 
mission shall be deducted from the amount of the order at the rate 
applicable to orders issued in the Federated Mulay States on the 
country of payment. 
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(B) TELEGRAPHIC INLAND MONLY ORDERS. 
124. No single telegraphic money order shall be issued for an 
amount exceeling $100 or including any fraction of a dollar. 


125. The following fees (which include the cost of the telegram) 
shall be charged for the issue of telegraphic money orders :

126. The Director may at any time suspend the issue of tele. 
yraphic money orders upon any post office or post offices. 


127. The remitter of a telegraphic money order shall fill in in ink, 
on a money order form prescribed by the Director, such particulars as 
the Director may require. Such particulars shall be written in Eng- 
lish. 


128. The money order form duly filled in, together with the 
amount of the telegraphic money order and fees, 1 De ented at 
the post office only during the hours fixed by the Director for tele- 
graphic money order business. 


129. A receipt shall be given to the remitter showing the total 
wnount paid by him and the hour at which the telegraphic moncy 
order was presented by him. 


130. The remitter of a telegraphic money order shall be entitled 
to obtain free of charge, by post, an acknowledgment of the payment 
of the amount of the order signed by the payee. 


131. Payment of a telegraphic money order shall ordinarily be 
made, as soun as practicable after receipt of the telegraphic advice by 
the office of payment, to the payee named by the remitter on signature 
of a receipt for the amount paid and of an acknowledzment by such 
payee or by a person duly authorised in writing by such payee to 
sign the same on his behalf. The signature shall be written in ink 
or indelible pencil in the space provided for the purpose. 


132. If the remitter or payee of a telegraphie money order cannot 
write, his mark shall be obtainel and shall be verified in such manner 
as the Director may direct. 


133. If the payee of a telegraphic money order has removed from 
the place at which the order was originally payable, and has left 
written instructions with the post office for the re-direetion of articles 
to his address, the telegraphic money order shall be re-directed to him 
hy post without extra charge on receipt of the postal confirmation of 
the telegraphie money order, provided the new office of payment is in 
the Federated Mulay States. 


134. The remitter of a telegraphic money order which has not 
been paid may require that the address of the payee shall be altered 
or that the order be male payable at a post o‘tic2 in the Felerated 
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Malay States other than that at which it was originally made payable. 
The required alteration shall be made in the ordinary course of post, 
without additional charge, on the remitter’s applying in writing to the 
pest office at which the money order was issued and producing the 
receipt granted for the original order. 


185. The remitter of a telegraphic money order which has not 
been paid may require that the amount he paid to some person other 
tban the payee named in the order: The required change shall be 
made in the ordinary course of post, on the remitter’s applying in 
writing to the post office at which the urder was issued, and producing 
the receipt granted for the original order and paying a commission 
equal to that chargeable on an ordinary money order for the same 
amount. If the change be required to be made by telegram, the 
remitter shall pay the cost thereof at the ordinary rates for telegrams. 


136. The remitter of a telegraphic money order which has not 
heen paid may stop payment thereof and require that the money be 
repaid to himself. ‘This shall be done in the ordinary course of post 
withuut additional charge on the remitter’s applying in writing to the 
post office at which the order was issued and giving full particulars of 
the payee’s address as entered in the order. If payment be required 
to be stopped by telegram, the remitter shall pay the cost thereof at 
the ordinary rates for telegrams. Provided that the Postal Depart- 
ment shall not be responsible for any failure to stop payment of a 
money order in compliance with the remitter's request. 


137. If the payee of a telegraphic money order cannot be found, 
or refuses to take payment, reference will be made to the office of 
issue, and the telegraphic money order, if still undeliverable, will then 
he re-issued by post, without further charge, for repayment to the 
remitter. The fees shall in no case be refunded. 


138. If payment of a telegraphic money order to the payee cannot 
he effected and the amount cannot be repaid to the remitter owing to 


the latter not being found, the order shall be void and its value- 


credited to Government. But if the payce or remitter subsequently 
applics for payment, the amount of the void order shall be paid to 
hin on a fresh money order issued by the Accountant of Posts and 
‘Lelegraphs, provided that application be made before the expiration of 
one year from the date of issue of the original order. 


II.—Forrten Money Orpers. 


(Money Orders issued in, but payable outside the Federated Malay States, 
and vice versa.) 


139. (i) Foreign money orders shall be of three kinds, namely : 
(a) Money orders expressed in dollars 
() ” ” rupees 
(e) » a sterling 
(ii) The Director shall from time to time notify in the F.M.S. 
Postal Guide the countries and places with which muney orders of 


each kind may be exchanged and the amount for which a single 
money order on those places may be issued. 
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140. The amount of a foreign money order expressed in a currency 
other than dollar currency shall be paid to the Postal Department in 
dollar currency at such rate of exchange as the Director shall from 
time to time direct. 


141. (i) The commission on moncy orders issued on the Straits 
Settlements and Johore shall be at the same rates as those for the time 
heing chargeable on inland money orders. 


(ii) The commission on other foreign money orders shall be at 
the rate of 2 cents for each dollar or part of a dollar paid for the order, 
with a minimum commission of 10 ceuts. 


(iii) When a foreign money order is remitted through the agency 
of an intermediate post office as notified by the Director in the F.M.S. 
Postal Guide a reduction will be made by the intermediate post. office 
from the amount payable to the payee at the rates shown in the 
Postal Guide. 


142, The remitter of a furcign money order from any post office 
shall be entitled to obtain from the office of exchange, free of charge, 
an intimation that the money order has been communicated to the 
country of payment. 


143. A receipt shall be given to the remitter of a foreign money 
order for the amount paid by him on account of the money order and 
comunission. 


144. If the remitter of a foreign mouev order applies in writing 
to the post office of exchange for fureign moncy orders that the coun- 
try of payment be requested to alter the address of the payee in the 
money order or to stop payment. of the order, and produces the receipt. 
for the amount paid on account of such money order and pays a second 
commission at the rate of 1 cent per dollar with a minimum of 10. 
cents and a maximum of 5U cents, the oftive of exchange shall 
address a request in that behalf to the country of payment and shall 
communicate to the remitter the result thereof, and if payment of 
the said money order is stopped the amount of the order shall be 
refunded to the remitter but the commission paid thereon shall not 
be refunded. 


145. If the remitter of a foreign money order applies in writing to 
any post office which is an office of exchange for foreign money orders 
that the country of payment be requested to pay the amount of such 


_ money order to some person other than the payee named in the order, 


and produces the receipt for the amount paid on account of such 
money order, and pays a fee equal to the commission which would be 
chargeable on an inland money order for the amount of the said 
foreign money order, but in no case less than 10 cents, the office of 
exchange shall address a request in that behalf to the country of 
payment.

Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows: 


1. This Enactment may be cited as “The Tamil Inmigration short title and 
Fund Enactment, 1907,” and shall come into operation within such fae 
area or areas, and at such date or dates, respectively, as shall be fixed 
by the Resident with the approval of the Resident-General. 


2. In this Enactment each of the following terms shall have the Interpretation 
meaning assigned to it by this section unless there be something 
inconsistent with such meaning in the subject or context : 


“Tamil labourer” means an Asiatic native of the Madras Presi- Tawi! lubourer. 

dency of British India of the age of fourteen years and upwards, who 
is employe:l in uny of the kinds of labour specified in the schedule to 
this Enactment or in any other kind of labour which may be declared 
by the Resident-General to be subject to the provisions of this Enact- 
ment, and for the purpose of this Enactment every Asiatic of Indian 
descent shall be deemed to be a native of the Madras Presidency until 
the contrary is proved. 


“Employer” means any person, including the Government, who Bmployer. 


shall employ any Tamil labourers and shall in his absence include his 
agent or manager or other person in charge of the work on which such 
labourers are employed and a person who pays for work done by 
Tamil labourers by contract or by the piece to some person other 
than the labourers shall be deemed to be the employer of the labourers 
doing the work unless he shall prove to the satisfaction of the Super- 
intendent that payment in respect of such work has been made to such 
other person and shall supply the correct name and address of such 
other person and if called upon to do so shall produce such other 
person to the S:itperintendent.

3. It shall be lawful for the High Commissioner to constitute a 
Comuittee to be called the Immigration Committee and to define its 
duties and to appoint such persons as he may think fit to be members 
of such Committee and to add members to or remove members from 
such Committee. 


4. Every employer shall comply with the following conditions: 


(a) He shall keep and write up to date or cause to be kept 
and written up to date books in the English language 
showing the names of all Tamil labourers employed 
by him or working on his place of employment, the 
days on which they have worked and the amounts paid 
or payable to them as wages. Such books shall at all 
reasonable times be open to the inspection of the Superin- 
tendent or any officer specially deputed by him for the 
purpose ; 


(b) He shall within one calendar month after the end of each 
quarter of the year send to the Superintendent a return 
showing the number of Tamil labourers whose names 
are entered in his register during the preceding quarter 
of the year, the total amount paid in waves, and the total 
number of days’ work done by all Tamil labourers 
employed by him or working on his place of employment 
during the preceding quarter of the year. Such return 
shall be ac companied by a certific ate signed by the 
employer that it is a correct. summary of the entries in 
his register during the preceding quarter of the year; 


(c) He shall within twenty-one days after the posting to him 
or to his place of employment of a notice stating the 
wmount at which he has been assessed for the last 
preceding quarter under section 5 of this Enactment 
pay to the Superintendent the amount mentioned in 
such notice. Such amount shall be a debt due to the 
State and if not paid within such twenty-one days shall 
hear interest at the rate of eight per cent. per annum. 
Auy notice signed by the Superintendent shall be con- 
elusive evidence that the amount stated therein is due 
by the employer unless it shall be rectified by the 
Superintendent or unless the employer shall within 
fourteen days after the receipt of any notice appeal to 
the Immigration Committee when the Immigration 
Committee shall consider the matter and their decision 
shall be final.

Such rate shall not exceed $1.25 in respect of each labourer. 


(i) The Superintendent shall forward to each employer a notice 
stating the amount at which he has been assessed in respect of the last 
preceding quarter. Such amount shall be reckoned by multiplying 
the average number of days’ work done by ‘Tamil labourers employed 
by him or working on his place of employment during the preceding 
quarter of the year hy the rate notiticd under the last sub-section. 


(iii) The average nwmber of d work done by ‘Tamil labourers 
employed by any employer or working at his place of employment. 
shall be the total number of days’ work done by ‘Tamil labourers 
employed by him or working at his place of employment during the 
preceding quarter of the year divided by the number of working days 
comprised in such preceding quarter. 


(iv) The umber of working days comprised in any quarter of a 
year shall be fixed by the Immigration Committee. 


(v) The Immigration Committee may make rules determining 
what constitutes a day’s work and such rules shall be published in the 
Gazeite. 


6. All moneys paid by employers to the Superintendent shall be tmnigration 
paid into a fund to be known as “The Immigration Fund” and shall [4 
be disbursed for the following purposes only : 

(a) For or towards the payment of free passages for Tamil 
labourers and their families from the Madras Presideucy 
to the Federated Malay States or the Colony or Johore.

Servants’ Benefit Fund,” hereinafter referred to as “ the Fund.” 


2. The Fund shall consist of all amounts recovered by way of penalty 
from officials employed on the Government railways for breach of by-laws 
made under section 72 of “The Railways Enactment, 1903,” and of such 
other amounts as may from time to time be placed by the Government or 


otherwise to credit of the Fund. 


3. The Fund shall be deposited in the Government Savings Bank at 
Kuala Lumpur in the name of the General Manager of the F.M.S. Government 
Railways. 


4, The Fund may be utilised for the purpose of assisting the widow, 
wife or family of any Government railway official killed or injured whilst 
performing his duty as such railway official, or of assisting auy Government 
railway otticial who inay be incapacitated from the performance of his duty 
as such railway official, or widow or family in case of such official’s death ; 
and such assistance may, if and so far as the state of the Fund admit thereof, 
take the form of a monthly allowance or gratuity. 
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5. There may also be made from the Fund any payments which, in 
the opinion of the Committee having the control thereof, are in the interests 
of railway servants and may fairly be charged against the Fund, such as 
payments on account of prizes for the best-kept stations and the like. 


6. The control of the Fund, with power to make payments therefrom 
at discretion, shall be vested in a Committee of four persons—that is to say, 
the General Manager, the Chief Accountant and Auditor, a Divisional 
Engineer to be selected by the General Manager, and the Traffic Manager.

The Council meets at 11 a.m. 


1. The Tamil Immigration Fund Enactment is explained by the 
Resident and passed by Council, on the understanding that His Excellency 
the High Commissioner does not regard it as a final settlement of the 
question. It is numbered 17 of 1907. 


2. An Enactment to amend the “ Jinrikisha nactinent, 1900,” i 
passed, becoming No. 18 of 1907. 


3. An Enactment to repeal and re-enact with amendments “The 
Prisons Enaztment, 1904,” is passed, becoming No. 19 of 1907. 


4.. An Enactment to prohibit the payment of labourers’ wages on the 
truck system, cited as “‘The Truck Enactment,” is explained by the 
Resident, and its provisions stated in detail to Council. ‘owkays Chung 
Thye Phin and Foo Choo Choon object to the Enactment, on the ground 
that the majority of mining coolies are working on the chabut system. 
Mr. Osborne supports their contention, and considers that the chabut system 
must be accepted. It is based on a contract, the terms of which are fully 
set out between the partics. If it had not been for this system, many of 
the richest mines would never have been discovered, nor would there have 
been enough capital to open up new places. Moreover chabut coolies do 
the best prospecting, since they are interested in the venture. It is 
eventually decided to refer the draft Knactment to a Committee, consisting 
of Mr. Osborne and ‘Towkays Chung Thye Phin and Foo Choo Choon, with 
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a view to their considering the question and submitting a report at the next 
Meeting of Council, the Resident emphasising the fact that some of the 
existing evils must be removed. 


5. In reply to a question by the Resident, Mr. Osborne and the Chinese 
members state that, in their opinion, the Mineral Ores Knactment serves a 
good purpose. The subject of Inspectors is discussed, and it is recommended 
that two Chinese Inspectors be appointed, with salary of $100 per month. 
They should furnish good security, and there should be no Overseers on 
small pay.

7. The Resident reads the report of the Datoh Sri Adika Raja and 
Clerk of Council, who were instructed at the Council Meeting of the 20th 
August, 1907, to enquire into the application of the Batu Gaja Tin Mining 
Company, Limited, for the conversion of their agricultural lands into mining. 
After some discussion, it is resolved that conversion be allowed at a 
premium of $25 an acre. 


8. The question of placing some restriction on carts carrying timber 
through the streets of Ipoh is raised, and it is advised that, after the end of 
the present year, there must be a uniform pattern of cart or lorry. 


9. Mr. Osborne, on behalf of the Committee appointed by Council on 
the 24th July, 1907, to investigate the application of Messrs. Heads and 
MacArthur for a grant of exclusive privileges in connection with their 
invention of “ A New or Improved Ore-dressing Machine,” reports that the 
Committee have considered the petition, and agree that the combination 
claimed in the invention is novel. A grant of exclusive privileges for 14 
years is therefore approved. His Highness the Sultan expresses his 
thanks to the Committee for the trouble they have taken in the matter. 


10. A contribution of $150 towards the cost of erecting a new Mosque 
at Utan Melintang, in the Lower Perak District, is recommended. 


11. Council considers an application from the inhabitants of Bruas 
for Government assistance in the building of a Mosque at Bluker Sambang. 
It is decided that this application must stand over for the present. 


12. he application of Haji Abdul Rafar bin Ngah Ahmad for the 
post of Assistant Kathi, Parit, is deferred pending further enquiry. 


13. The Seerctary to Resident reads the draft of a revised Kathi’s 
Kuasa, prepared by him with the advice of His Highness the Sultan. This 
is agreed to. The Sultan undertakes to communicate with the Rulers of 
the other States. 
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14. With reference to a question raised at the Council Meeting of the 
20th August, 1907, the Resident explains that the pension of $66 per 
annum to the children of Syed Mansur was expressly granted only during 
the lifetime of their great-uncle Che Kulup Muhammad. Owing to the 
recent death of Che Knlup Muhammad, the pension ipso facto lapses. 


15. The history and circumstances of one Che Puteh Halimah, who 
asks for assistance, are related by the Resident, and the Secretary to 
Resident is requested to enquire further into the case. 


16. The Resident points out that, now the Krian Irrigation Scheme is 
in full working order, something must be done about the butas iv. the padi- 
fields. The people are very slow in making them, and, as a rule, when 
completed, they are not sufficiently strong to retain the water. Raja 
Chulan promises to see what he can do by advice to the Malays after the 
present padi season. 


17. The Secretary to Resident reads the report of a Commission of 
Enquiry recently appointed in the case of Wan Mat Nasir, Penghulu, Bukit 
Gantang. ‘The finding of the Commission is, on the whole, in favour of the 
Penghulu, but it is resolved that he be severely reprimanded. 


18. Raja Ngah Jafar, Assistant Penghulu, Kampar, is granted an 
allowance of $10 a month, while acting as Penghulu for the period between 
the departure of Raja Ngah Abubakar to Lenggong and the arrival of 
Raja Johor, the new Penghulu. 


19. It is decided that Muhammad Jawi, Penghulu, Pulan Kamiri, be 
permitted to continue to reside at Kuala Plns, instead of taking up his 
residence at Sungei Siput. 


20. The application of Ahmad Tasir, Penghulu, Telok Anson, for 
three months’ leave of absence is approved. 


21, The retirement on pension of Muhammad bin Aman, Penghulu, 
Tanjong Piandang, on the grounds of old age and inefficiency, is approved. 
Mir Ahmad, Assistant Penghulu, Lenggong, is selected to succeed him, 
while the post of Assistant Penghulu, Lenggong, is given to Muhammad 
Lamhok, School eacher at Bota. 


22. The grant of three months’ leave of absence to Towkay Leong 
Fee, to enable him to proceed to China, is confirmed by Council. 


23. The general question of Malay Settlement Officers is discussed. 
The Resident states that His Excelleacy the High Commissioner is in 
favour of Settlement Officers being Malays, and that he himself agrees, 
except in Kinta, where Europeans are necessary for the mining work. 


The point then arises whether they should be selected from the Malay 
College at Kuala Kangsar, or from the ranks of the Penghulus. Raja 
Chulan remarks that a knowledge of English is essential for settlement 
work, and eventually it is agreed that they should be chosen from among 
the most promising boys at the Malay College. It is also decided that they 
start on a salary of $50 a month during the probationary period of six 
montlis, and that, if continued in the appointment, they may then draw the 
initial salary allowed by the Scheme.

An Enactment to amend the “Jinrikisha Knactment, 
1900.” 


E. W. Bircu, Ast October, 1907. ] 
British Resident, 


Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows : 


1. (i) This Enactment may be cited as “The Jinrikisha Enact- 
ment, 1900, Amendment Enactment, 1907.” and shall come into force 
on the Ist day of January, 1908. 


(ii) This Enactment shall be read and construed as one with the 
« Jinrikisha Enactment, 1900,” hereinafter referred to as “the principal 
Enactment,” and any copy of the principal Enactiment printed after the 
commencement of this Enactment may be printed with the additions, 
omissions, substitutions and amendments made and required by this 
Enactment. 


2. Section 35 (ii) of the principal Enactment is amended by the 
insertion of the words “or cause to be prosecuted” immediately after 
the word “ prosecute.” 


3. The following sub-section, to be numbered (iii), is added to 
section 36 of the principal Enactment: 


Gii) Any licensed jinrikisha found in the possession of any 
puller, who, by reason of disease, infirmity or deformity, is physically 
unfit, in the opinion of the Reyistrar, to act as a puller, may he im- 
pounded and detained by the Registrar, who may, after notice to the 
owner, suspend the license of such jinrikisha for a period not exceeding 
one month. 


4. Section 37 of the principal Enactment is amended as follows ! 
Sub-sections (ii), (iii), (iv) and (v) are repealed ; and the following sub- 
sections, to be numbered (ii), (iii), (iv), (v) and (vi), are substituted 
therefor : 

(ii) Any police officer or any Sanitary Board officer duly author- 
ised in that behalf and wearing an official badge to indicate his 
character may arrest without warrant any jinrikisha puller committing 
in his sight any offence mentioned in sub-section (i), or who, on the 
complaint of any person, he has reason to believe has committed any 
such offence within twelve hours of such complaint. 


(iii) Every puller so arrested shall be taken with all convenient 
speed to a police station (or to the office of the Registrar of Jinrikishas), 
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xo that he may be charged with and tried of his offence and detained 
in custody until such trial. 


(iv) Every puller convicted of any such offence shall be liable to a 
fine not exceeding fifty dollars or to imprisonment of either description 
not exceeding three months, or both. The amount of any such fine 
may be deducted by the Registrar from any sum of money deposited 
by the owner under section 15 and shall be paid into and form part of 
the Municipal fund. 


(v) When any puller is arrested under this section, the jinrikisha 
of which he is the puller may be tuken to the office of the Registrar or 
to a jinrikisha station and detained, pending the hearing of the charge 
against the puller. 


(vi) In addition to, or in lieu of, imposing a fine or imprisonment 
a Magistrate may suspend the license of the jinrikisha for any period 
not exceeding one month; and in that case shall cause a notice of such 
suspension to be served on the owner personally or at the registered 
address of the owner, calling on him to surrender his license and 
jinrikisha, which he shall thereupon be bound to do. 


5. The following section, to be numbered 49a, is added immediately 
after section 49 of the principal Enactment : 


49a. (i) Every charge of an offence committed by an owner or by 
a puller against the provisions of this Enactment or of any by-law 
made thereunder may be heard and determined in a summary manner 
either by the Court of a Magistrate in the exercise of its criminal 
jurisdiction or at the office of the Registrar of Jinrikishas by the 
Registrar, provided that the Registrar shall have been appointed to be 
a Magistrate in accordance with the provisions of the law for the time 
being relating to the appointments of Magistrates. 


(ii) For the purpose of the exercise of the jurisdiction hereby 
conferred the Registrar shall have and exercise all the powers of the 
Court of a Magistrate in the exercise of its criminal jurisdiction.

An Enactment to repeal and re-enact with amendments 
“The Prisons Enactment, 1904.”

British Resident. 


Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows : 


1. (i) This Enactment may be cited as “The Prisons Enactment, ghort title. 
1907,” and: shall come into force upon the publication thereof in the commencement 
Gazette. and repeal, 


(ii) Upon the coming into force of this Enactment, the Enactment 
specitied in the schedule shall be repealed to the extent mentioned in 
the third column thereof. 


(iii) All rules, notifications and appointments made under the 
provisions of the Enactment hereby repealed shall, so far as they are 
consistent with the provisions of this Enactment, be deemed to have 
heen made under this Enactment. 


2. It shall be lawful for the Resident to appoint such and so many Appointment 
prisons as may be necessary for the custody of persons undergoing ° prisons. 
sentence of law for criminal offences, and of persons committed for 
trial or remanded for further examination, and of persons confined on 
civil process, and to define by notification in the Gazette which prisons 
shall be used for the custody of particular classes of prisoners. 


3. ‘The prisons in each administrative district of the State shall be District super 
under the care and control of an officer to be appointed by the Resident intendents. 
to be styled District Superintendent of Prisons. In districts for 
which no Superintendent has been appointed the District Officer may 
exercise all the powers and discharge all the duties conferred and im- 
posed on a District Superintendent by this Enactment or any rules 
made thereunder. 


4, It shall be lawful for the Resident, with the approval of the Ispector and 
Resident-General, to appoint an Inspector of Prisons for the whole voles. 
State, and to appoint such number of Gaolers as may be necessary for 
the control and management of the prisons throughout the State. 


5. It shall be lawful for the Resident, with the approval of the warders and 
Resident-General, to fix from time to time the number of Warders and other bord 
other subordinate officers that may appear to him necessary for each ™” s 
prison, and such Warders and other subordinate officers shall be 
appointed and may be promoted by the Inspector of Prisons, with the 
approval of the Resident, and may be reduced or dismissed with the 
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like approval. Any of the officers in this section referred to may be 
suspended from the performance of duty by the Inspector of Prisons, 
pending reference to the Resident; and all such officers may be 
employed in any part of the State and may, with the approval of the 
Resident-General, be transferred to similar service in any other of the 
Federated Malay States. 


6. All Warders and other subordinate offivers not engaged or re- 
engaged for a term of years, or who shall remain on without special 
engazyement at the end of such term, shall be held to be under 
engagement to the Government to serve in the prisons staff from 
month to month, every such engagement after the first month’s service 
being held to commence on the first and to be determinable on the 
last day of each successive month; and no such Warder or other

Punishment of 8. Any Gaoler, and any Warder or other subordinate officer, 
Gnolers, and Offending against any of the provisions of this Enactment or of any 


subordinates by rule made thereunder may, if it shall appear that the offence is one 

Magistrate, which cannot be properly dealt with by the District Superintendent, 
be charged before a Magistrate, and if convicted of the offence the 
Magistrate may sentence him to pay a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, or to imprisonment of either description fora period not exceed- 
ing three months, or to both. Any Gaoler, and any Warder or other 
subordinate officer, who shall threaten or insult a superior officer 
within the precincts of the prison, or when such superior officer shall 
be on duty, or when such threat or insult shall relate to or be 
consequent on the discharge of duty by the officer so threatened or 
insulted, shall be liable on conviction to a fine not exceeding five hundred 
dollars, or to imprisonment of either description for a period not 
exceeding one year. Any person convicted under this section shall be 
forthwith dismissed from the prison staff, and shall forfeit all arrears 
of pay. 


Rules. 9. (i) It shall he lawful for the Resident from time to time, with 
the approval of the Resident-General, to make rules, not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Enactment, to prescribe the powers and 
duties of Visiting Justices and prison officers ; and to provide for the 
management aud internal discipline of prisons; and for securing 
records of the personal identity of prisoners whether by photography 
or otherwise, with the time or times at which and the manner in which 
such photographs or other records are to be taken and the persons, if 
any, in addition to those provided for in this Enactment, to whom 
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such photographs or other records are to be sent; and for the employ- 
ment, diet, classification and separation of prisoners; and as to the 
kind of labour to be exacted at the different stages of their imprison- 
ment, with the manner and place of exacting the sume ; and as to the 
remission of sentences to be allowed to prisoners who duly comply 
with the rules to which they are subjected, and the conditions on 
which such remissions are to be made. 


(ii) When in any such rules provision is male for sentencing 
prisoners to corporal punishment such provision shall in no case apply 
to females and the total number of strokes to be inflicted under any 
such sentence shall not exceed twenty-four in the case of adult males 
and twelve in the case of juvenile male offenders and no prisoner shall 
be liable to more than one such sentence in respect of the act or acts 
or omission or omissions in respect of which he shall have been 
sentenced as aforesaid; nor shall any sentence of corporal punishment 
be passed except after enquiry on oath. > 


(ii) All rules made under this section shall be published in the 
Gazette and shall thereupon have the force of law. 

(iv) Every person acting in contravention of any such rule for 
the breach of which no penalty is otherwise expressly provided shall, 
on conviction, be liable to fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


10. All pay whieh shall be forfeited by, and fines inflicted on, “ Prison Vixo 
members of the prisons staff by virtue of the powers contained in this aol Regent 
Enactment shall be paid into a fund to be called the ~ Prison Fine 
and Reward Fund,” which Fund shall be applied to the purpose of 
rewarding prison officers for extra or special services and to the pro- 
euring of any comforts, conveniences or advantages for the staff 
generally which may not be chargeable on the Treasury, and shail be 
administered subject to the prison rules. 


11. The Resident may appoint in each administrative district a Visiting 
Board, to be called “The Board of Visiting Justices,” of which al! Jutees. 
Magistrates shall be ez-ofjicio members, who shall from time to time, 
and as often as may be required by the Resident, visit the several 
prisons in the district, and shall see that the same are kept in proper 
order and that the rules for the management. and discipline of the 
prisoners are duly enforced, and shall’ report thereon, ax may be 
required by the Resident. 'The Chairman of every Board shall be 
nominated by the Resident. The Board shall meet ordinarily twice in 
each year, and at such other times as the Chairman may eall the 
members together.

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whom he may find, after due investigation, to have been guilty of any 
of the following offences : 


(1) Disobedience to the rules of the prison ; 
(2) Assaults by one prisoner on another ; 


(3) Profane cursing, or swearing, or using indecent, violent, 
threatening or insulting language ; 


(4) Indecent or disorderly behaviour ; 


(5) Idleness, or negligence at work, or wilful damage to or 
mismanagement of it ; 


(6) Defacing or injuring the walls, furniture or other property 
of the prison ; 


(7) Malingering. 


Provided that punishment on a diet of bread and water or rice and 
water shall in no case be awarded for any longer continuous period than 
three consecutive days, and provided further that a Superintendent 
shall not be empowered to award in any case corporal punishment 
exceeding twelve strokes with a rattan. 


13. If any prisoner be guilty of a repeated offence against the 
rules of the prison, or of any offence for the due punishment of which 
the District Superintendent of Prisons may deem the powers vested in 
him insufticient, the District Superintendent shall forthwith report the 
matter to the Visiting Justices, who shall investigate the charge, and 
it shall be luwful fur such Justice or Justices to punish any prisoner, 
whom after due enquiry upon oath he or they may find guilty of such 
offence, with confinement in a punishment cell for any term not 
exceeding thirty days, upon such diet as he or they may think fit, and 
hy such other penalties as may be prescribed by rule under section 9. 
Provided that punishment on a diet of bread and water or rice and 
water shall in no case be awarded for any longer continuous period 
than three consecutive days, and provided further that Visiting Justices 
shall not be empowered to award in any case corporal punishment 
exceeding twenty-four strokes with a rattan. 


14. Every Judge or Magistrate having jurisdiction in the place 
where any prison is situated may, whenever he thinks fit, enter into 
such prison and examine the condition thereof and of the prisoners 
therein, and he may enter any observations which he may think fit to 
make with reference to the condition of the prison or prisoners in a 
visitors’ book, to be kept for that purpose by the District Superin- 
tendent of Prisons, which book shall be duly produced to the Visiting 
Justices at their next ensuing visit. 


15. (i) The Resident may at any time by order under his hand 
and seal remove all or any prisoners confined in any prison to another 
prison within the State, and it shall not be necessary in such order to 
designate any prisoner by name but it shall be suilicient to describe 
such prisoners by reference to their nationality or sentence or by some 
other like general description. 


(ii) Whenever a prisoner undergoing a sentence of imprisonment 
appears to the Resident to be of unsound mind the Resident may, by 
order under his hand and seal setting forth the grounds of belief that

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such prisoner is of unsound mind, direct his removal to any Lunatic 
Asylum or other fit place of safe custody within the State, there to be 
kept and treated as the Resident shall direct until the expiration of 
the term of imprisonment ordered by the sentence or if it shall be 
certified by a medical officer that it is necessary for the safety of the 
prisoner or of others that he should be detained under medical care 
and treatment, then until he shall be discharged according to law; 
and when it appears to the Resident that such prisoner has become of 
sound mind the Resident shall, by order under his hand and seal, 
return him to the prison whence he was removed if his term of impri- 
sonment has not expired but if such term has expired shall direct him

21. Every person remanded to any prison by any Magistrate 
charged with any offence shall be delivered to the Gaoler of such 
prison as the Resident may appoint for the custody of such persons, 
together with the warrant of commitment, and such Gaoler shall 
detain such person according to the terms of such warrant, and shall 
deliver such person to such Magistrate, or discharge such persen, at 
the time named in and according to the terms of such warrant. 


22. Every person arrested in pursuance of any warrant or order of 
any Court in the State having civil jurisdiction shall be brought with- 
out delay before the Court by which, or by a Judge or Magistrate of 
which, the warrant or order was issued or made, and if such Court or 
a Judge or Magistrate thereof is not then sitting such person shall be 
delivered, for intermediate custody, to the Gaolor of such prison as the 
Resident may appoint for the custody of such persons, and shall be 
brought by him before the said Court or a Judge or Magistrate thereof 
at its next sitting in order that such person may be dealt with accord- 
ing to law. 


23. Whenever the presence of any person confined in a prison is 
required in any Court of civil or criminal jurisdiction, it sball be law-

in such manner as the Resident may, with the approval of the Resident-

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thereto a description of the prisoner, including the sex, age or apparent 
age, bodily appearance, height, and any distinctive marks appearing 
on the person, together with the name or names by which the prisoner 
is or is believed to have been known and any other available informa- 
tion as to the personal identity of such prisoner, and shall thereafter 
forthwith— 


(a) record in his own office one copy of such photograph aud 
description ; 
(6) forward, in the case of a prisoner convicted of a crime, one 
copy of such finger impressions and description, and, in 
. the case of a prisoner against whom an order of banish- 
ment has been made, two copies of such photograph, 
finger impressions and description to the Registrar of 
Criminals. 
He shall authenticate with his signature every copy of such photograph, 
finger impressions and description so recorded or forwarded. 


(iii) The Registrar of Criminals shall, upon the receipt of the 
copies forwarded to him under the provisions of sub-section (ii), and 
upon the receipt of similar copies from the officer in charge of a register 
of criminals or of a prison in any such other place as may have been 
directed under the provisions of sub-section (i) to be included within 
the scope of the register hereby prescribed, forthwith register and 
record the same. 


(iv) Every such photograph, finger impression and description, 
if duly produced from proper custody and authenticated as aforesaid, 
and every certificate of previous conviction purporting to have been 
compiled from particulars furnished to the Registrar of Criminals 
under the provisions of this section, if authenticated by the signature 
of the Registrar of Criminals, shall he admissible in evidence in any 
Court of the State and shall be sufficient proof of the facts thereon 
stated and appearing unless and until the same shall be disproved. 

(v) In this section the expression “crime” means any offence 
punishable with rigorous imprisonment for not less than two years, 
and includes cases in which the punishment of death has been com- 
muted to rigorous imprisonment, and also any other offences which 
the Resident, with the approval of the Resident-General, may, by 
notification in the Gazette, declare to be included therein for the 
purposes of this section.

following By-laws under the said Enactment : 


BY-LAWS FOR THE PUBLIC SLAUGHTER-HOUSE, IPOH. 
GENERAL. 

1. Every public slaughter-house shall be under the management of 
an officer of the Sanitary Board, who shall be called a Superintendent, 
and the term “ The Superintendent,” when hereinafter used, shall mean 
the Superintendent or Deputy Superintendent of any public slaughter- 
house. 

2. Animals brought for slaughter must be presented at the gate 
assigned to their class and at no other, and must be brought at such 
hours as may, from time to time, be fixed and announced by placard 
posted in some conspicuous place upon each slaughter-house. 


8. Animals brought at other than the appointed hours may be 
refused admittance, or, if admitted, may be detained for inspection till 
the following day. 


4, No animal shall be admitted unless it bears or has attached to 
it aome distinguishing mark by which it can be identified. 


5, Animals on being admitted shall be confined in the pen assigned 
to them and no other, and shall not be removed therefrom except by 
the order of the Superintendent. 


6. Animals suspected by the Superintendent. of being diseased may 
be detained for observation, removed to a separate pen and dealt with 
as the Superintendent may direct. Any owner dissatisfied with the 
decision may appeal to the Health Officer, whose decision shall be 
final. 

7. The owner of any animal detained in a pen shall be bound on the 
order of the Superintendent to provide such avimal with food, water 
and bedding, whatever the cause of detention may be. 

8. No animal that has been admitted for slaughter shall be removed 
from the slaughter-house alive. 


9. No animal shall be taken from the pen and introduced into the 
killing-room, until and unless it has been marked by the Superin- 
tendent, with a mark to show that it has been passed as fit for 
slaughter. 


10. As far as possible, animals shall be killed in the order of their 
admission, provided such order can be adhered to without causing 
stoppage or delay. 


11. No animal shall be removed from the pen and taken into the 
killing-room, unless the owner, or at least one person to represent him, 
be present to claim the carcase. 

12. The carcases of all animals dying of disease shall be destroyed 
or otherwise dealt with as the Board may deem advisable. 


13. No person shall inject water into any carcase. 


14. Carcases or portions of carcases condemned by the Superin- 
tendent as unfit for human food shall be destroyed or otherwise dealt 
with as the Board may deem advisable. Any owner dissatisfied with 


the decision of the Superintendent may appeal to the Health Officer, 
whose decision shall be final.

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15. No person shall remove or mutilate any portion of a carcase, 
or substitute for any portion of a carcase a portion of another, so as to 
make it appear that such carcase was not affected with disease. A 
carease of which any portion is missing at the time of inspection shall 
be dealt with us if the whole had been diseased and unfit for human 
food. 

16. No carcase or any part thereof shall be removed from the 
slaughter-house, unless and until the Superintendent or other officer 
or servant authorised by him shall have marked it with the Sanitary 
Board stamp. 

17. All dead meat shall be removed from the slaughter-house by 
the gate appointed for its kind and by no other. No dead meat shall 
be carried from one department of the slaughter-house to another. 


18. Every person admitted to the slaughter-house shall be bound 
to obey the directions of the Superintendent, and in the event of his 
failing or delaying to obey any such direction, the Superintendent 
may immediately have him removed from the premises. 


19. No person shall mutilate any carcase or make any disturbance 
or fight or quarrel, or use insulting, abusive or obscene language in 
the slaughter-house. Any person transgressing this by-law shall be 
removed from the slaughter-house. 


20. No person affected with leprosy, sores, or any other skin 
disease shall be admitted to the slaughter-house premises.

which he works shall be reckoned as twenty-five days’ work, and if 
such a labourer works for less than a calendar month the work 
perfornicd on every day on which he is so employed shall be reckoned 
as five-sixths of a day’s work.

1. Except in the case of a building erected or maintained by the Control of 
Government, no person shall erect or commence to erect any building Beard over 
upon any land within a Sanitary Board area except in accordance with 
the directions and subject to the written approval and control of the 
Board; and no person shall re-erect, add to or alter any building 
already being upon such land except in accordance with such directions 
and subject to such approval and control. 


2. (i) Every person intending to erect, re-erect, add to or alter any Notice to he 
building other than a Government building shall give notice in given: plans, 
writing of his intention to the Board, stating in such notice the use to 
which it is intended that the building shall be put, and shall, unless 
the Board with the authority of the Resident shall dispense with 
drawings, deposit at the office of the Board drawings in duplicate show- 
ing a plan of each floor longitudinal and cross sections and an eleva- 
tion of the front and of any side that may abut on a street. These 
drawings shall show the levels at which the foundations and lower 
floors are proposed to be laid with reference to the street and public 
drains, the dimensions of all walls, pillars, beams and wood-work, and 
the nature of the materials to be used, and every person shall obey all 
written directions given by the Board, either prohibiting the erection, 
re-erection or alteration of buildings, or in respect of all or any of the 
matters following-—namely, 


(a) Space to be left about the building to secure free circulation 
of air and to facilitate scavenging ; 


(}) Ventilation, lighting and drainage ; 
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(c) Security against fire, and in the case of places of public 
resort or entertainment, including places for religious 
worship, the means of egress in case of fire or accident ; 

(d) Level and width of foundation level of lowest floor and 
stability of structure ; 

(e) The line of frontage with neighbouring buildings if the 
building abuts on or is within fifty feet of a public street ; 

(f) The front elevation where the building abuts on or is 
within fifty feet of a public street ; 

(yg) The nature and quality of the materials to be used ; 

(A) The position and supply of sufficient latrine accommodation 
and facilities for cleaning. 

(i) The construction and level of an arcade or pavement for 
the use of foot passengers along that part of the build- 
ing which abuts on a street ; 

(j) The prevention of dampness in houses intended for human 
habitation ; 

(k) The setting back or setting forward of buildings to the 
regular line of the street as defined in by-law 13. 


(ii) Every person who, having given notice under clause (i) of this 
by-law or under this clause, shall not have commenced the works 
within one year from the date of the approval of the works by the 
Board, or having commenced the works has suspended the same for 
a period exceeding six months, shall before he commences or resumes 
the work give to the Board notice in writing of his intention, and 
when required by the Board shall deposit new drawings in duplicate 
showing the particulars specified in clause (i) of this by-law.

such other manner as may be approved by the Board. The plans 
must pear the name and full address of the architect or draftsman 
and must also be signed by the person for whom they have been 
preparéd. When such plans have been approved and passed by the 
Board one copy signed by the Chairman will be returned to the 
person submitting the same, and shall be kept by the builder on the 
site of the building to which it relates during the construction or 
alteration of such building, and shall be produced whenever so 
required by an inspecting officer during working hours.

59. No person shall convey any timber or other material in any Carrying of long 
cart or lorry along any street without properly securing the same '™er ete 
from trailing upon or otherwise damaging the street or becoming 
dangerous to traffic; and when the load exceeds in length sixteen feet 
it shall not be conveyed along any street otherwise than in a lorry. 
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60. No person shall place any line, cord or pole across any street, 
or hang or place any clothes on any line, cord or pole so placed, 
except with the permission of the Board in writing or by the order of 
the Government. 


61. The owner or oecupier of any land on which there may be 
from time to time any wall, gate-posts or gate abutting on any street 
within town limits, shall cause the same to be kept in a good state of 
repair and to be properly lime-washed or painted at least once a year, 
and in the event of any failure by such owner or occupier to keep the 
same in good repair or to lime-wash or paint the same as aforesaid in 
the manner and within the time prescribed in a notice in writing from 
the Board, the Board may cause the same to be put in a good state of 
repair or to be lime-washed or painted, and may recover the cost there- 
of from the owner or occupier. 


62. All carts carrying stone, bricks or other loose materials shall 
be properly closed at the front, back and sides in order that such 
materials may not fall on any street. 


63. No person shall carry a corpse through any street tinless it be 
decently covered and concealed from public view. 


64, No person shall take down, alter, remove or otherwise interfere 
with any fencing, bar, chain or lights placed or fixed across or in any 
street for purposes of public safety while such street is under repair or 
while works are being carried on upon it by the Board. 


65. Except in so far as may be authorised by license under 
section 3 of the “Small Offences Enactinent, 1898,” no theatrical or 
musical or other exhibition or entertainment open to the public shall 
be carried on in any street or publie place, or within any public 
enclosure, or upon any private open space within town limits, except 
under license from the Board; every such license shall extend over 
such period as the Board may approve and a sum not exceeding one 
dollar per diem shall be charged therefor. 


66. No person shall bathe at any public hydrant or standpipe nor 
wash clothes or other articles thereat nor waste the water therefrom. 


Namine Streets anp Numserine Houses. 


67. (i) The Board shall from time to time cause to be affixed to or 
painted on a conspicuous part of each house, building, wall or place at 
or near each end corner or entrance of every street the name by which 
such street is to be known. 


Gi) Whoever destroys, pulls down, defaces, covers or conceals any 
such name, or affixes or paints any name different from that affixed or 
painted by order of the Board, shall be liable to a penalty not exceed- 
ing ten dollars for each offence. ; 


68. (i) The Board may from time to time cause to be affixed on a 
conspicuous part of any house or building a plate indicating the 
position of the nearest fire-hydrant, and may place fire alarms, electric 
or otherwise, at convenient places in the streets. 

(ii) Whoever destroys, pulls down, defaces, covers or eonceals any 
such plate, or pulls down, injures or conceals any such fire alarm, shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding ten dollars for each offence. 
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69. (i) The Board may from time to time fix a number in a Numbersen 
conspicuous place on the outer side of any house or building or at the "> 
entrance of the enclosure thereof fronting the street. 

(ii) Whoever destroys, pulls down, defaces, covers or conceals any 
such number shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding ten dollars for 
each offence. 

(iti) It shall be the duty of the owner and occupier of such house 
or building to protect such number, and the expense of replacing or 
refixing any such mumber which has been destroyed, pulled down or 
defaced, covered or concealed, shall be paid by the occupier, or if the 
house or building be unoccupied by the owner, and shall be recoverable 
as provided in section 46 of the Sanitary Boards Enactment, 1907. 


Tue Contro, anp Supervision oF Drains. 


7U. All drains and culverts alongside or under any street, whether Control of 
such drains and culverts have been constructed by the Board or not, Banter 
and public drains constructed through private properties, shall be under culverts.

71. The Board may make main and other public drains under or Power of Beal 
alongside streets or through private properties, and may provide tke dr 
suitable outlet drains, and may construct proper apparatus for flushing 
them, and may otherwise make such provision as the Board may con- 
sider necessary for the effectual drainaye of the town. 


72. No person shall within or without the Sanitary Board area prainsnot to be 
build or maintain any dam or other construction so as to obstruct the obsteted, ere. 
flow of water into or out of any drain, sewer or culvert under the 
control of the Board, nor by any means alter the level of any water 
so as to reduce its flow as aforesaid, nor construct any steps, bridge or 
platform over any public drain within the Sanitary Board area without 
the consent of the Board in writing. 


73. Except as provided by by-laws 31 and 74 no persou shall with- sanction ot 
out the written consent of the Board make or cause to be made any Barduecmsry 
drain into any public sewer or drain or into any canal or stream under 
the control of the Board, and the Board may cause any such drain 
constructed without such written consent as aforesaid to be demolished, 
altered, re-made or otherwise dealt with as it may think fit at the 
expense of the person making such drain. 


74, The floors of all kitchens and bath rooms and all surfaces Kitchen tlo»s- 
immediately adjacent to any well or tap shali be paved and rendered 41 lowe 
in cement or other impervious material, and every house shall have 
suitable communicating drains as required by by-law 30 to lead away 
and discharge into a public drain all waste water; the owner of any 
house as to which the provisions of this by-law are not complied with 


shall be deemed to have committed a breach of the same. 


75. Every owner or occupier of a house constructed prior to the Computsery 
coming into force of these by-laws shall within one month from the ¢justruction of 
receipt of a notice from the Board requiring him to do so construct 
such drain or drains as may be necessary to comply with the require- 
ments of by-law 31. 


76. Every owner or occupier shall maintain in good order and Upkeep of | 
repair and shall cleanse all private drains and cement floors on his Pte dsm: 
premises and land. 
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Tue Controut anv SvuPERVISION OF LaTRINES, CESSPOOLS, 
: WELLS AND WATER-TANKS. 


Usingitlsoey ee 77. Every owner or occupier of a house shall, within one month 
const ructio ; “. ay oy ; 
tates” trom the receipt of a notice from the Board requiring him to do so, 


cause to be erected on his premises a latrine in accordance with the 
plan and instructions of the Board and so placed as to be easily 
reached from a back lane where one exists. 


78. The Board may by notice require the owner or person having 
. control of any latrine to alter, repair or remove it if considered to be 
defective, or to cleanse, whitewash or otherwise disinfect it at any 
time. 


79. In the event of any owner or occupier failing to erect on his 
premises within one month from the date of service of the notice 
requiring him to do so a latrine in accordance with the requirements 
thereof, or to alter, repair or remove any latrine already existing, the 
Board may erect, alter, repair or remove such latrine at the expense of 
the owner or occupier. 


Night soil 80. Every latrine constructed within town limits shall be furnished 

re with buckets, so many in number and of such design and material as 
the Board may approve, and these shall be placed close under the seat 
of the latrine, and shall stand on a cement floor in such manner that 
they may be easily removed and cleansed. 


Orsspeals. 81. No cesspool shall be constructed within the Sanitary Board 
area without the permission in writing of the Board, and the Board 
may close any existing cesspool. 


Wolts, 82. No person shall construct any well within the Sanitary 
Board area without the consent of the Board, and the Board may 
order any well to be repaired, cleansed or closed temporarily or 
permanently. The owner or person having control of any well shall if 
so required by the Board cause the mouth thereof to be rendered in 
cement concrete or other impervious material and to be surrounded by 
a wall. 


THe ConrroL anp SuPERVISION OF STABLES AND CaTTLE SHEDS 
AND Praces ror Kreepine SHEEP, Goats, Swine anv Poutrry. 


83. No person shall use any place within the Sanitary Board area 
ee. as a stable for horses kept for hire, or as a cattle shed, sheep or goat 
attle sheds, pen, pig-sty or poultry house used for trade purposes, unless he hold a 
bienties ete Jicense in that behalf from the Board, which may grant or withhold 
such licenses at its discretion: every such license shall be renewable 
annually and shall state the locality and the number of horses, cattle, 
sheep, goats, pigs or poultry, as the case may be, that may be kept 
under it. No fee shall be charged for any such license. 


Stables, ete., to 84. The owner or tenant of any stable, cattle shed, sheep or goat 
be kept clean. 
pen, pig-sty or poultry house shall keep such premises in repair, and 
shall cause them to be kept at all times thoroughly clean and to be 
whitewashed whenever required by the Board. 
Dimensions of 85. Every stable used for horses or cattle shall, if provided with a 
satiesind flat roof, be not less than twelve feet in height, or if provided with a 
pent roof shall be not less than eight feet in height, at the wall plate ; 
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and the space allotted therein to each cow, bullock or buffalo shall not 
be less than five and a half feet wide, and the space allotted to each 
horse shall not be less than seven feet wide. 


86. The floor of every stable, cattle shed, sheep or goat pen, pig-sty 
or poultry house shall be raised at least eight inches above the sur- 
rounding ground level, shall be paved with cement concrete or other 
impervious material having a slope of not less than 1 in 60, and shall 
directly communicate by an independent drain to be constructed as 
the Board may direct with a covered cemented catch-pit, the contents 
of which shall be removed daily at the expense of the owners or 
tenants of the premises. In case of default the Board may cause 
such catch-pit to be cleaned at the cost of the owner or tenant.

88. (i) No fresh meat intended for sale for human food shall be 
kept in any place or places within the Sanitary Board area except 
such as may be licensed by the Board, or provided for that purpose in 
any slaughter house or public market: provided that any person 
agyrieved by any decision of the Board under this by-law may appeal 
to the Resident whose decisiun shall be final. 


(ii) Licenses under this by-law may be issued free of charge.

91. No person shall hawk any fresh meat or any food-stuffs what- 
svever about any street unless he hold a license in that behalf from 
the Board and wear on his left arm such badge as the Board may order.

92. Public markets shall be open from 4 a.m. to 7 p.m. 


93. No article other than poultry, fish and food of a perishable 
nature shall be sold in any market. 
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94, No trade or handicraft or dealing in opium or spirits shall be 
carried on in any market. 


95. No person shall cause an obstruction in any market or in any 
roadways or approaches thereof. 


96. No person shall expose for sale in any market any unwhole- 
some article of food. 


97. The Board may confine the sale of certain articles or things 
to certain parts or certain stalls of a market. 


98. No person shall hawk, sell or expose for sale any fresh meat. 
fresh fish, poultry, fresh vegetables or fruit within fifty yards of a 
public market. 


99. No person shall exhibit any articles for sale on the pathways 
or over any drain within a market and no board, box, basket or other 
article shall be left in, upon or across any such drain or pathway. 


100. No person shall make or use any fire for cooking or any other 
purpose within a market except in places provided or sanctioned for 
such purpose by the Board. 


101. The market keeper shall register the name of each  stall- 
holder in a book to be kept for the purpose. 


102. Except with the permission of the Board no person shall 
remain in a market between 9 p.m. and 4 a.m. 


103. No person shall sit, stand or lie on any stall. 


104. The occupant of each stall or cooking place shall keep the 
same clean and in good order, and on one day in every week to be 
fixed by the Board stall-holders shall remove all their goods from 
their stalls and shall cleanse their stalls thoroughly. 


105. Every dealer in fresh fish and meat shall thoroughly wash’ 


aud cleanse his stall block, stall board and all fittings and utensils 
belonging thereto at least once every day. 


106. No person shall deposit any refuse in a market elsewhere 
than in dust-bins provided for that purpose, and no stall-holder shall 
keep any empty case or basket within a market for more than twenty- 
four hours. 


107. No person shall erect any sunshade or make any alterations or 
additions to any stall without the consent of the Board. 


108. The arrangement of water-taps aud_ services in every market 
shall be under the control of the Board, and the licensee or lessee of 
any market shall be responsible that no excessive waste of water takes 
place. 


109. No person shall hawk goods about the precincts of a market. 


110. No person shall in a market beg or apply for alms or expose 
or exhibit any sores, wounds, bodily ailments or deformity. Officers of 
the Board are required to expel such persons from markets, nor shall 
mre person so afflicted or any leper engaye or assist in any business 
therein. 
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111. No person shall commit a nuisance within the precincts of a Nuisinee. 
market. 


112. No person shall prevent any member of the Board or any Powers ot 
officer appointed by the Board from entering or inspecting any part '™*Y"c"o™ 
of any market premises at any time. 


113. The Board may expel from any market any person who has Expulsion of 
been convicted of contravening any by-law relating to public markets, “"""""™ 
and may prevent any such person from further carrying on any 
business in such market or occupying any stall therein. 


114. In the event of a market being leased the lessee shall Respenvitiny 
take all reasonable measures to secure the observance of all by-laws “'""" 
relating to the regulation of markets. He shall employ a sufficient 
number of persons to wash and keep the market clean to the satisfaction 
of the Board, and shall be responsible for all damage to or loss of any . 
property of the Board in the market.

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“THE PRISONS ENACTMENT, 1907.” 
AMENDMENT OF RULES. 

Unper section 9 of “ The Prisons Enactment, 1907,” the 
Resident, with the approval of the Resident-General, 
hereby amends the Rules made under “ The Prisons 
Enactment, 1904,” on the 25th day of October, 
1904, and published in the Gazette on the 4th day 
of November, 1904, as follows: 


Rules 85, 87 and 88 are rescinded and the following are substituted 
therefor, respectively : 


85. For any of the offences enumerated in rule 84 the District 
Superintendent may order a prisoner to be punished by any one or 
more of the following punishments : 


(1) Close confinement in a punishment cell on a diet of rice 
and water or bread and water for a period not exceeding 
in all seven days, provided that if the period of confine- 
ment exceeds three days the prisoner shall receive the 
ordinary diet of his grade on the fourth day ; 


(2) Crank, 12 Ibs. pressure, 16,000 revolutions, for a period not 
exceeding seven days ; 


(3) Reduction in grade or postponement of promotion: to or 
from the lower grade for a period not exceeding one 
month; to or from the middle grade for a period not 
exceeding three months ; 


(4) Forfeiture of remission of sentence for a period not exceed- 
ing twenty days (deprivation of 120 marks at one time) ; 


(5) In the case of short-sentence prisoners sentenced to upwards 
of six months, penal diet for a period not exceeding 
fourteen days ; 


(6) Separate confinement, with daily task, on penal diet fora 
: period not exceeding twenty-one days ; 


(7) Separate confinement, with daily task, on ordinary and 
penal diets on alternate days, for a period not exceeding 
forty-two days. : 


87. If any male prisoner is guilty of any offence specified in rule 84, 
or of any act of gross insubordination or misconduct requiring to be 
suppressed by extraordinary means, it shall be lawful for the Visiting 
Justices, after taking evidence on oath, to punish the offender: 


(1) By close confinement in a punishment cell for a period not 
exceeding thirty days on such diet as they may think fit, 
provided that if the peried of confinement is for more 
than three days on a diet other than that of the prisoner’s 
grade, the prisoner shall receive the ordinary diet of his 
grade on every fourth day ;

(2) By separate confinement, with daily task, for a period not 
exceeding three months ; 


(3) By reduction in grade or postponement of promotion for 
a period not exceeding three months ; 


(4) By forfeiture of remission of sentence for a period not 
exceeding ninety days. 


88. (i) Corporal punishment shall be inflicted upon male prisoners 
only, and shall not be resorted to except on very rare occasions, and 
for the following offences : 


(a) Mutiny, or acts of gross violence, or repeated insults to 
officers or fellow-prisoners ; 


(b) Wilful destruction of prison property ; 
(¢) Other extraordinary acts of insubordination ; 
(d) Persistent refusal to labour. 


Tt shall be lawful for the District Superintendent, after enquiry 
upon cath, and when the order of a Visiting Justice cannot easily be 
obtained, to inflict corporal punishment, not exceeding twelve strokes 
with a rattan in the case of adults and six with a light rattan in the 
case of juveniles. 


On order of one or more Visiting Justices, after enquiry upon 
oath, corporal punishment may be inflicted not exceeding twenty-four 
strokes with a rattan in the case of adults and twelve with a light 
rattan in the case of juveniles. 


A return of all floggings sanctioned by the District Superinten- 
dent or Visiting Justice or Justices shall be submitted to the Resident 
and Inspector of Prisons monthly. 


(ii) At the infliction of every sentence of corporal punishment the 
District Superintendent and the Medical Officer shall be present. The 
Medical Officer shall give such directions for preventing injury to 
health as he may deem necessary, and the Gaoler shall carry such 
directions into effect. Corporal punishment shall not, except by special 
order in case of emergency, be inflicted within twenty-four hours of 
the sentence being awarded, nor shall it be inflicted by instalments.

Ly exercise of the powers vested in him by section 5 of 
“The Telegraphs Hnactment, 1905,” the Resident- 
General hereby makes the following Rules, to come 
into operation on the Ist day of January, 1908. 

All rules and orders heretofore made under any Enactment, Order 
jn Council, or Regulation relating to Telegraphs shall be rescinded 
as from the date above mentioned in so far as they relate to any 
matter regulated by the following rules. 

1, Telegraph Offices are distinguished as follows : 
A. Postal Telegraph Offices : 
B. Railway Telegraph Oflices. 


2. Bustxess Hovurs.-—Telegrams ave accepted at all Postal 
Telegraph Offices during the hours they are open for lusiness as shown 
on the notices exhibited outside the oltices. 


Railway Telegraph Offices accept telegrams during the hours they 
are open for ailway business, but always “subject to the necessities of 
ruilway tratiic.

3. Innanp Trirarams are those which are sent to or received 
from places within the Malayan Telegraph System —that is the system

No private telegram or series of telegrams containing more than 
five hundred words can be sent at any ove time | y any individual or 
firm, and no subsequent telegram by the same individual or firm till 
after the lapse of three hours unless the telegraph lines be free of all 
other traffic. 


37. Stanature.—The true signature and address of the sender 
(which is not charged for or transmitted) must always be written at 
the foot of the telegram. The sender of a private telegram is bound 
to prove his identity, if requested to do so by the office of origin. 


GOVERNMENT TELEGRAMS. 


38. Devinizion.—A Government telegram is a telegram on the 
business of the Government signed by an officer authorised to frank 
telegrams. 


Principles to be observed— 


(a) Only those telegrams which relate exclusively to public 
business may be transmitted free of charge ; 

(b) Applications for leave and replies thereto are not to be 
considered as Government telegrams ; 

(c) Government telegrams are not to be sent when there is time 
to communicate by post ; 

(a) The sender of a Government telegram may obtain priority 
of transmission by inserting the word “ Urgent” imme- 
diutely before the address. Messages should only be 
classed “ Urgent” (1) in cases of real emergency ; (2) in 
cases where the despatching officer knows that the line 
is blocked, and considers his message sufficiently impor- 
tant to take precedence of ordinary traft 

(e) Government telegrams should be expressed in as tew words 
as are consistent with clearly conveying the intended 
mneauing, and mere auxiliary or connective words, which 
can obviously be filled in by the receiver, should be 
omilted : 

(f) No Government telegram. except us provided in  sub- 
sections (4) and (i), can be accepted for transmission 
free of charge, unless it is closed with the official title 
and authenticated with the signature of an officer antho- 
ised to frank Government tele: ecrams.* 


* A list of officera authorised to frank Government telegrams over the 
Malayan Telegraph System is supplied to every Telegraph Office in the Straits 
ments and dernted adlaluy States. A list of officers cntitled to frank 
ums over the lines belonging to the Government of the Straits Settlements 
rlicd Lo offices in the Straits settlements; and a list of officers authorised 
telegroms over tho Hues belonging to the Federated Malay States to 
offices in the Kederated Malay States. 
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(g) In cases of emergency a telegraph official may, at his 
discretion, accept and transmit Government messages 
free, though not authenticated as required above. In 
such cases he will at once report the circumstances and 
will note them at the foot of the telegrain ; 

(h) A reply to a Government telegram may be sent free of 
charge by the receiver of the telegram, and the right 
to return the reply as a Government telegram is recog- 
nised on production of the original telegram ; 

(i) Police telegramns shall be franked by chops which shall 
be accepted as equivalent to franks. ‘he Police Officer 
authorising despatch shall initial the telegram in token 
of correctness in case of reference becoming necessary 
afterwards, but not as a guide to the Telegraph Clerk, 
who shall accept at once any Police telegram bearing a 
chop. 


39. Government telegrams when they are written in secret 
language (code or figure or letter cipher) will be repeated by the 
receiving office as is done with collated telegrams, 


40. Porternace.—Any porterage due on Government telegrams 
must be prepaid by the sender, 


SERVICE TELEGRAMS, 

41. Service telegrams are divided into service telegrams properly 
so-called, and service advices ‘The former cClassitigation includes 
telegrams on the scrvice of the Post and Telegraph Departinent which 
are sent free to or from any Telegraph Office. 


42, Paid service advices are service telezrams exchanged between 
Telegraph Offices under rules 43 and 44. 


PAID SERVICE ADVICES, 


48. ‘Ihe sender or addressee of any telegram already tre 
mitted or in course of transmission may, within the period of pre: 
vation of the messuges—i.e., ight months—-and after they have proved. 
if necessary, their right and their identity, cause enquiry to be made 
or instructions to be given respecting such telegram by telegraph. 
They may also, in order to make or obtain corrections, cause a tele- 
gram, which they have sent or received, to be repeated, entirely or in 
part, by the office of destination, or by the office of origin or any 
intermediate office. Tn all such cases they must deposit the following 
amounts : 


(a) The cést of the telegram making the request ; 
(b) The cost of « telegram for ths reply, if a reply by telegraph 
is wanted. 


44, Rectifying, completing or encelling telegrams, and all 
other communications relating to a telegram already despatched or in 
course of transmission, when they are addressed to a Telesraph Oilice, 
must be exehanged exclusively between the offices under the form 
of paid service advices at the cust of the sender or the addressee 
making the demand. 
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45. The charges for service advices necessitated through errors 
of service are refunded under rules 124 and 128. 


46. When the words of which the repetition is requested are 
written in a doubtful manner, the office of origin adds to the repeti- 
tion a note “ Writing doubtful.” In this case no refund can be made. 


47. The various communications referred to above may be made 


by post through the agency of the Telegraph Office of origin or destin- 


ation. They are sent under registered cover at the cost of the person 
who makes the request, wud who should, in addition, pay the cost of a 


reply by post when he demands one. 


COUNTING OF WORDS. 

48. Waar is Counrep.---All that the sender writes upon the 
fur, to be transmitted to his correspondent, is charged for, and con- 
sequently included in the number of words. However, signs of 
punctuation, apostrophes and hyphens are only transmitted if the 
sender pays for them as isolated figures or letters. In the absence of 
any request. of the sender it is assumed that he does not wish them to 
he transmitted. When signs of punctuation, instead of being used 
singly, are repeated one after the other, they are charged for as groups 
of figures (sce also rule 36). 


49, Preampin.—The name of the office of orizin, the date and 
time of receipt of the telegram from the sender, the instructions as to 
the route, and the words numbers or signs, which constitute the pre- 
wnble and are alled by the Telegraph Office for official purposes, are 
not charge} for: such of these particulars as reach the office of destin- 
ation appear on the addressve’s copy. 

50. The sender may insert the particulars referred to in rule 49, 
wholly or in part, in the text of his telegram, but in that case they 
will be charged for. 

51. The following are each counted as one word : 

(1) In the address- 


(«) The name of the Telegraph Office of destination 
when written as given in the list of Telegraph 
Offices in the Postal Guide, 

(L) Tnitial letters standing for pre-names, Christian 
nunes, titles, ete. ‘The joining together of such 
letters into groups is inadmissibl;

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52. Puarn Lanovace.---In telegrams of which the text is written 
entirely in plain language each ordinary word and each authorised 
compound are counted. respectively, at the rate of one word for each 15 
characters according to the Morse alphabet, plus one word for the 
excess, if any. 


53. In plain language telegrains, registered addresses, whether 
used as the address or in place of the sender’s name or occurring 
in the text, are always treated as words in plain languaye and counted 
at the rate of 15 characters to the word. 


54. Cone Lancuace.—In the text of a telegram in code langu- 
age the maximum length of a word is fixed at ten characters. 


55. Mixep Terecrams.—Words in plain language, inserted in 
the text of a telegram, composed of words in plain language and 
code are each counted at the rate uf ten letters to a word. 


Note.—This rule applies also to proper names (including rezietered ad- 


dresses). 


56. If the mixed telegram contains in addition cipher language, 
the passages in cipher are counted according to the stipulations of 
rule 60. 


57. If the mixed telegram is composed only of passages in plain 
language and passages in cipher language, the passages in plain 
language are counted according to the stipulations of rule 42, and the 
passages in cipher language according to those of rule 60, 


58. The address or sender’s name in telegrams of which the 
text is written, wholly or partly, in code language is charged according 
to the stipulations of rules 51 and 42. 


59. Use or Apostrories anp Hypuens.--Words separated by 
an apostrophe or joined by a hyphen are counted as so many separate 
words.

60, Fieures anp Lerrer CrpHer anb Commercitat Marks.— 
Groups of figures or of letters are counted as one word for each five 
figures or five letters which they contain. Plus one word for any 
excess. The letters “fob” (free on board), “cif” (cost insurance 
freight}, “caf” (cofit assurance fret), “svp” (s'il vous plait), or any 
other analogous expression in general use, up to five letters, are 
accepted as one word cach if written together. If written separately 
as * F. 0. B.,” “C. 1. F..” and “CG. A. F.,” ete., they are counted ax 
three words each. * 


61. Siens usep with Ficures or Lerrers.— Full stops, 
commas, dashes and bars of division are each counted as a figure or 
letter in the group in which they occur. This also applies to letters 
added to form ordinal numbers, as well as to letters added to figures 
to designate the numbers of houses in the address. 


62. Combinations or alterations of words contrary to the usage 
of the language are not admitted. 


Nevertheless, the names of towns and countries, surnanes belong- 
ing to one person, the names of places, squares. boulevards. streets and 
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other kinds of public places, the names of vessels, integral and frac- 
tional numbers and fractions written in words, and compound words 
admitted as such in Enylish or French, and which can, if a question 
arises, be justified by reference to a dictionary, may be respectively 
written as single words without either eS or nisphee (see 
rule 59). 


Notg.—Names of Chinese are counted at the rate of one word for cach 
fifteen letters.

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65. The transmission of telegrams will take place in the follow- 
ing order: 
First.—Uryent Government telegrams ; 
Second.—Service telegrams ; 
Third.—Uryent private telegrams ; 
Fourth.—Ordinary, Government, private and press telegrams, 


PAYMENT OF CHARGES, 

66. Cuarces, How Parp.—All charges must be prepaid, except 
those for supplementary services or special conveyance beyond the 
Telegraph Olive of destination, which may be collected from the 
addressee. 

Charges must be prepaid as follows : 

Tf handed in— 
(a) At Postal Telegraph Offices in postage stamps ; 
(}) At Railway Telegraph Offices in cash. 


67. Arrixtnc Stamps.—Stamps must be affixed on the spaces 
left blank for the purpose on the telegram form and the sender should 
see that the stamps are defaced with the office-stamp which bears the 
name of the office and the date. 


68, Damacep Sramps.—Stamps which are in any way defaced, 
discoloured or damaged are not accepted. 


69. Receipts are given for all telegrams handed in at Railway 
Telegraph Offices. Receipts will also be given free of charge for 
telegrams handed in at Postal Telegraph Offices, provided that the 
sender fills up the receipt form at the foot of the telegraph form which 
will then be dated, stamped and initialled by the counter clerk. 


70. Recovery of Bearing anp OTner CHARGES FRoM AD- 
DRESSEE.—In every case where charges have to be collected on delivery 
the telegram is only handed to the addressee upon payment of the 
amount due. 


71. Undercharges made in error, and charges and expenses not 
recovered from the addressee in consequence of his refusal to pay 
them, or the impossibility of finding him, must be made good by the 
sender. 


72. Overcharges made in error are returned to those entitled to 
them on application. 


INTERRUPTION OF TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION, 

73. When in the course of transmission of a telegram an inter- 
ruption takes place in the regular telegraphic communications, the 
office beyond which the interruption has taken place at once sends the 
telegram by an alternative telegraph route or, failing that, by post, 
registered if possible. 


74. As soon ay communication is re-established, the telegram is 
transmitted afresh by telegraph, unless its receipt has been previously

acknowledged, or unless, on account of an exceptional accumulation of 
traflic, this retransmission would be clearly injurious to the general 
service. 


CANCELLATION, 


75. If the sender of a telegram wishes to cancel it before trans- 
mission has begun, he can do so, and the charges less a fee of 8 
cents will be returmed. Provided that, if the telegram has been 
stamped and the stamps have been obliterated, the charges shall be 
refunded only on application being made to the Accountant, Posts 
and 'Telegraphs, Kuala Limpur (for telegrams handed in at an office in 
the Federated Malay States), or to the Superintendent of Telegraphs, 
Penang (for telegrams handed in at an office in the Straits Settlements), 
within two months. If the telegram is in course of transmission or has 
already been despatched, it can be cancelled only by a paid service 
advice addressed under rule 43 to the terminal office. If. in addition, 
the sender wishes to be informed by telegraph in what manner his 
request has been acted upoun, he must deposit the cost of the return 
telegram, otherwise he is informed by post. If the telegram has been 
delivered to the addressee, the latter is informed of its cancellation. 
unless the service advice contains instructions to the contrary. 


DELIVERY AT DESTINATION, 

76, AccorpinG To ADDRESS AND Orper.-- Telegrams are accord- 
ing to their addresses either delivered at the residence of the addres- 
sees or kept till called for. They are in all cases delivered at or sent 
to their destination in order of receipt and. priority. 


77. Free Denivery Liirs.—Telegrams are delivered free of 
charge within two miles of a Postal Telegraph Office. Beyond this 
free delivery limit telegrams are sent by post without charge, or by 
such other means as the sender may arrange for. 


78. Railway Telegraph Offices do not undertake the delivery of 
private telegrams to the addressee except at a station. Planters and 
others may, however, at their own risk and expense, make arrange- 
ments with Station Masters for the delivery of their telegrams by 
persons other than Railway Servants. 


79, Persons TO wHom TELEGRAMS MAY BE DELIVERED.—A 
telegram taken to the addressee’s place of residence may be delivered 
either to the addressee or to any adult member of his family, or to any 
of his employ¢s, ledgers or guests, or tu the porter of the hotel or 
house, unless the addressee has named in writing a special person, or 
the sender has requested by writing on the form in the space marked 
“Class and instructions,” the special instruction = MP =, that the 
telegram may be delivered only into the hands of the addressee him- 
self. In this case the office of destination writes the request in full 
upon the envelope and gives the necessary instructions to the 
messenger, 


80. Opry Denivery.—The sender may also request that the 
telegram may be delivered open by writing on the form the special 
instruction = RO =. This request is reproduced on the copy handed 
to the addressee, which is delivered without an envelope, simply folded. 
with the address written on the back, c 
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8]. ‘TenecraMs To BE Kier tint CALLED For.--If a telegram 
be addr 1+ Poste restante.” it will be at once posted to or deli- 


vered at the Post Ottice, where as regards delivery and period of 
preservation, it will he subject to the same rules as postal correspon- 
dence. If addressed * Telegraph restant,” it will be kept at) the 
Telegraph Office with the receipt ready to be signed by the addressee 
on his application for the telegram, 


For telegrams ou which a charge has to be collected, addressed 
Poste restante” or ¢'Lelegraph restant.” and which have not been 
claimed by the addressee, the service advice of non-delivery is sent by 
ordinary paid letter at the expiration of the period for retaining such 
correspondence.

receipt given for the original telegram, 


Unpeniveren Tergerams.—When a telegram cannot be 
delivered, the office of destination sends a service telegram to that 
effect and the sender is informed except m the case of— 


(#) Telegrams addressed to await arrival, poste restunte, 
telegraph restant, ¢-o Post (or Telegraph) Office ; 


ib) Telegrams to places bevond the free delivery radius which 
have been duly posted and are subsequently returned as 
undelivered by the Post Office which posted them. 


B When m consequence of an inexact or insufficient address or 
of the addressee’s absence or refusal, bearing ch: Ss have not been 
paid at destination, the amount of these charges is mentioned in the 
service telegram and the sender is bound to make them yood. 


36. Tf the messenyver finds no one at the aldress given who will 
consent to receive a telegram for the addressee, the delivery receipt is 
left at the addy given and the telegram is brought back to the 
office to be delivered to the addressee upon his application. 


87. The form of receipt sent out with every telegram must. he 
sigued by the sender or his representative and all charges paid before 
the telegram is delivered by the messenger, 


a8 Usxctaimeo Trvecrams. —Telegrams unelamed or un- 
delivered ae not kept after six weeks by the otlice of destination, 


39, Re-pirecrep TeLecrams.—At the request of the addressee 
made in writing at a Telegraph Office. telegrams addressed to him at 
that office will be re-directed to any office in the Malay raph 
System. The charge for such re-direction will be that for a frosh 
telegram, and may be prepaid by the addressee or recovered from him 
on delivery of the telegram. 
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90. Directions apout Dettvery.—All directions, which persons 
leave at Telegraph Offices regarding the delivery or re-trausmission of 
telegrams, should be renewed at intervals of at least six months. 


SPECIAL TELEGRAMS. 
A.—Prepaip REpLiEs. 

91. The sender of a private telegram may prepay a reply. The 
words “ Reply paid,” or = RP =, must be written before the address 
and paid for; the sender must state the number of words he has 
prepaid, for instance, “Reply paid twenty,” or = RP 20 =, the first 
instruction counting as three and the latter as one word. 


92, The sender may also prepay an urgent reply to his telegram ; 
in this case he must write before the address the instruction “Reply 
paid urgent,” or = RPD =, and pay the corresponding amount. 


93. The amount prepaid by the sender may be used in payment 
of a telegram by the receiver during a period of 42 clear days. 
Should such reply or other telegram contain more words than have 
been prepaid, the excess must be paid for by the sender of the reply. 


94. If the addressee of the original telegram cannot be found, 
the amount deposited for the reply will be refunded to the sender. 


95. If the receiver does not make use of the amount prepaid, he 
may, within a period of three months, return the voucher delivered 
with the original telegram and request that the money be refunded to 
the sender. 


If the reply be sent and contain a less number of words than 
have been prepaid, the difference will be returned to the sender, on 
application to the Accountant, Posts and Telegraphs, Kuala Lumpur 
(for telegrams handed in at an office in the Federated Malay States), 
or to the Superintendent of Telegraphs, Penang (for telegrams handed 
in at an office in the Straits Settlements), provided that the amount 
to be refunded is at least 20 cents. 


B.—Couratep (ork Repearep) TELEGRAM. 


96. The sender may have his telegram repeated from station to 
station on payment of an additional charge of one quarter the tariff 
rate. The words “ Repetition paid,” or the abbreviated signal = TC =, 
must be written before the address and paid for. 


C.— ACKNOWLEDGMENT oF REceEIPT. 


97. The sender may request that the date and time at which his 
telegram is delivered to the addressee be notified to him by telegraph 
or by post. 


98 The words “ Acknowledyment paid,” or the abbreviated 
signal = PC =, or if an urgent acknowledgment by telegraph is 
required = PCD =, or if by post = PCP =, must be written before the 
address of the telegram and paid for. The cost of an acknowledg- 
ment of receipt by telegraph is equal to that of a telegraph of 10 
words; for acknowledgment by post the charge is 13 cents, the 
acknowledgment being sent by registered post. 
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In the case of non-delivery, the acknowledgment of receipt is 
preceded by the service telegram provided for in rule 84. The 
acknowledgment of receipt is detained for six weeks, or is trans- 
initted after the delivery of the telegram if that becomes possible. 
At the expiration of this period, if the telegram has not: been delivered, 
the charge for the acknowledgment of receipt is refunded to the 
sender under rule 124, if he has not already applied for such refund. 


D.—Muttie_e Telegrams. 
99, Telegrams may be addressed — 
(a) To several persons in the same place ; 
(b) To one person at several addresses in the same place ; 


if the words * * Addresses,” or = TM * =, the former counting as two 
and the latter as one word, be written before the address, the name 
of the office of destination only appears ouce at the end of the address. 


100, Telegrams addressed to several persons, or to the same 
person in localities where delivery is to be effected by different. offices, 
are charged for as so many separate telegrams. 


101. A telegram addressed to several persons in the same place, 
or to one person at several addresses in the same place, with or with- 
out further despatch by post, is charged as a single telegram; but a 
copying fee of 20 cents per 100 words or fraction thereof is charged 
for each destination after the first. 


In calculating the charge for the telegram all the names and 
addresses are included in the nunher of chargeable words. 


102. Unless the sender requests to the contrary, each copy of 
the telegram will bear only its own address. 


If it is required that all the addresses should be communicated 
to each addressee, then the sender must write before the addresses 
the instruction “ Communicate all addresses,” these three words being 
charged for. 


E.—TeELeckamMs FoR Places WHERE THERE ARE NO 
TeLecrarH OFFICEs. 


103. Telegrams addressed to places where there are no Telegraph 
Offices, or to addresses beyond the free delivery limit, may be delivered 
at destination according to the request of the sender either by post or 
by special messenger. 


104. The address of telegrams to be conveyed beyond the free 
delivery limits must be preceded by the indication denoting the method 
of transport to be employed, whether post or special messenger. The 
naine of the Telegraph Office from which the telegram is to be sent on 
should be stated last. For example-- 


Post (or express) Ah Fat, Miner, Parit, Siputeh. 


105. The special instructions are charged for, but they may be 
written in the abbreviated form shown in rule 8 (d) when they are 
each charged for as one word. 


* Nore.—Insert the number of addresses—ew., “TM4.” 
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106. If the sender has not prepaid the charges for delivery by 
special messenger, the delivery office will not be responsible for non- 
delivery, should it be considered for any reason that the addressee 
cannot be relied on to pay the charges due. Should the addressee 
refuse to accept the telegram or tu pay the charges due, the sender is 
liable for the charges. 


107. When the sender desires to prepay the cost of transport, 
and if he can himself indicate the amount to be collected under this 
head by the Telegraph Office of origin, the telegram must bear the 
special instruction (charged for) = KP =. If the sum deposited is 
found to be insufticient, the difference is claimed from the addressee, 
but, if it exceeds the actual cost. the difference is not refunded. 


108. A sender who does not know the amount of the transport 
charges can relieve the addressee from any payment either by paying 
the charge for a telegram of five words to the same destination or by 
paying a fee of 8 cents. He deposits as security an amount fixed by 
the oflice of origin with a view to eventual settlement. The telegram 
then hears one of the instructions “ Express paid telegraph,” = XPT 
=, or “ Express paid letter,” = XPP=. The instruction is written 
before the address and charged for. 


109. The office which receives a telegram with the instruction 
“Express paid telegraph,” = XPT =, notifies to the office of origin 
by paid service advice, the charge to be collected for porterage. This 
advice takes the following form: “ST Taiping from Penang, 40 
(number of paid service advice), 5 (number of words), 434 (number 
of the telegram), 16 (date of the telegram shown only by the date of 
the month), Express dofars 2.50.” This information is given by 
prepaid ordinary letter when the supplementary instruction is 
“ Express paid letter,” = XPP =. On receipt of these particulars the 
office of origin effects a settlement. 


110. Emprnoymenr or Post.—Tvlegrams to be sent by post are 
subject to the following supplementary charges: 


(a) Telegrams to be delivered within the limits of the country 
of destination : A fixed charge of 10 cents is payable in 
the case of those ouly which bear the paid instruction 
“ Registered post,” = PR =; 

(b) Telegram to be re-forwarded to a country other than that 
of telegraphic destination: The charge to be collected is 
8 cents or 18 cents according to whether the address 
contains the paid instructions “ Post,” or “ Registered 
post,” = PR=. F 

J11. The Telegraph Office of destination is entitled to employ 
the post : 


(a) In the absence of directions in the telegram as to the 
means of delivery to be employed ; 

(b) Whenever there is an unpaid claim against the addressee 
for porterage on a previous telegram which he has 
refused tu pay ; 

(c) When such has been the request expressly made by the 
sender or addressee ; 

(7) When it has no more rapid means at disposal.

113. The rate for press telegrams is ] cent per word with a 
mininuun charge of 10 cents. 

A press telegram must. he written in plain English, seas to he 
intelligible to the transmitting offices, and must contain nething of 
concealed meaning either in code language or cipher, 

t+. Ttamust contain only intelligence whieh is clearly intended 
for publication in the strict sense of the term. 


Apr telegram must not contain any passive, advertisement or 
communication baving the ce correspondence, nor 
any advertisement or communication the insertion of which is made in 
consideration of payment. 


5. Tt must be addressed to a newspaper and shall be daly 
published or satisfactory reasons be given for uon-publication, in the 


absence of which full rates will be chargeuble. 
116, Whenever demanded a copy of every newspaper in which 
a press telegram is published must be furnished to the Telegraph 


Office from which that press telegram was delivered, 


WZ. Telezrams, the charges for which are to be collected on 
delivery (RTP), may be accepted, provided the sender presents some 
power from the addressee authorising to send such telegrams. In the 
event of refusal to pay by the addressee the office accepting the telegram 
for transmission is responsible for payment and may recover trom 
the sender. 


RECORDS. 


Periov or Preservatron.--The originals and copies of 
sare kept for three days only in Postal Telegraph Offices, 
after which time they are sent to the Central Othice,* where they 
are preserved for eight months from the first day of the month follow- 
ing that in which the telegram was deposited, and then destroyed, 


W19.) Srerecy.—-The originals or copies of telegrams can only be 
communicated to the sender or to the addressee after proof of identity, 
or to the authorised representative of either of them. 


120. Coprrs.—-The sender or the addressee of a telegram, or the 
authorised representative of either, has a right tu be furnished with a 
certified copy of the original telegram, or of the copy delivered at 
destination, on application, within eight months, to the proper ofticer.t 


* The Accountant’s Office, General Post Office, Kuda Lumpur, for telegrams 
handed in at an ottice in the Federated 3 y Statessand che Telegraph Ott 
Penang, for telegrams handed in at an oftice in the Straits Serrlemenis. 

+ The Accountant, General Post Office, Kuala Lumpur, as regards telegrams 
handed in at Post Offices in the Federated Malay States, and the Superintendent 
of Telegaaphs, Penang, as regards telegrams banded in at ofices in the Straits 
Setdements, 
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121. A fixed charge of 16 cents is made for every copy” 
furnished in conformity with rule 120, if the telegram does not exceed 
100 words. Over 100 words, this charge is increased by 16 cents for 
each 100 or fraction of 100 words. 


122. Exrenpep Preservation.--On the ground of pending or 
contemplated judicial proceedings, application may be made by an 
interested party to the proper officer (see rule 120, Note) for the 
preservation of specified telegrams exchanged between other persons. 
Such application must be made within the period of preservation, and 
such telegrams will then be preserved for a period of four months 
beyond the ordinary date for destruction; at the expiration of the 
further period, they will, in default of a renewed application, be 
destroved. It must be understood that the duty of the Telegraph 
Department in the matter is confined to making the search and pre- 
serving the telegrams, if found. No information as to the result of 
the search will be furnished, and any telegram answering the de- 
scription given, which may be found, will be produced only on the 
order of a competent Court of Law or other competent Authority. 

123. Fees ror SearRcuina ror TeLEGRAMs.—Should the parti- 
culars furnished be insufficient to enable the Central Office at once to 
trace the telegrams applied for under either rule 120 or rule 122, the 
cost of searching for them must be deposited by the applicant. A fee 
of 50 cents is charged for searching through the telegrams of any 
Telegraph Office for one day ; thus, if it be required to examine the 
telegrams of two Telegraph Offices over a period of five days, the 
searching fee will be five dollars. 


° REFUNDS, 

124. Refunds of the following charges on private telegrams are 
made to those who originally paid them on receipt of an application 
for such refund, or of a complaint against the service: 

(«) The full charge paid for every telegram, which, through the 
fault of the telegraph service, has failed to reach its 
destination : 

(b) The full charge paid for every urgent or ordinary telegram 
which has suffered a notable delay-- that is to say, which 
does not arrive sooner than by post, or which occupies 
more than 24 hours in transit ; 

The full charge paid for every collated telegram, which, 
owing to errrors made in transmission, has failed to 
accomplish its object, unless the errors have been recti- 
fied by paid service advices ; 

Note.—No refund is granted for crrors made in the transmission of 

uncollated telegrams. 

(1) The full amount of every sum prepaid for a reply where 
the addresses has not made use of the voucher, or has re- 
fused it, or, when the voucher has been used, the differ- 
ence if it be not less than 20 cents between the value of 
the voucher and the cost of the reply ; 

(e) The full amount of the sun prepaid for a reply to a tele- 
gram which bas not been delivered. The sender should 
forward with his application for refund the receipt 
granted for the original telegram and the report of 
non-delivery rec cived hy him; 


(¢ 
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(/) The charges pertaining to any special service which has not 
Leen performed ; 

(y) Amounts deposited for paid service advice requesting 
repetition of a supposed incorrect passage and for replies 
thereto, if the repetition does not agree with the first 
transmission, with the reservation, however, that when 
some words have been correctly and some incorrectly 
reproduced in the first telegram, the charge for words in 
the request for repetition and in the reply relating ex- 
clusively to words correctly transmitted originally is not 
refunded, except when they have been repeated in con- 
sequence of their sense being obscured by the mutilated 
words. No refunds will, however, be made when the 
mutilation has been caused by illegible writing on the 
part of the sender, or by the message being sent over a 
telephone ; 

(h) The value of excess stamps affixed by the sender ; 

(i) The value of the stamps affixed to a telegram cancelled 
before transmission, less a fee of 8 cents. 


125. No refund is made for the telegram which has given 
occasion to a request for correction, nor are any refunds made for 
rectifying or completing telegrams exchanged direct between the sender 
and addressee. 


126. No refund is made on account of telegrams necessitated or 
rendered useless by the loss, delay or omission referred to under rule 124 
(a), (b) and (¢), nor beyond the amount indicated in rule 124 for any 
loss, injury or damage, arising or resulting from the non-transmission 
or non-delivery of a telegram, or delay or error in the transmission or 
delivery thereof. 


127. Every application for refimd should be addressed to the 
Accountant, General Post Office, Kuala Lumpur (for telegrams handed 
in at an office in the Federated Malay States), or to the Superin- 
tendent of Telegraphs, Penany (for telegrams handed in at an oftice 
in the Straits Settlements), and must be made within two months of 
the date of the despatch of the telegram. 


128. Applications for refund must be accompanied by decumen- 
tary evidence—namely, 

(a) In case of non-delivery or delay, by a written statement 

from the office of destination or from the addressee ; and, 


(>) In case of alteration or omission, by the copy of the 
telegram delivered to the addressee. 


FOREIGN TELEGRAMS. 


Foreign telegrams are those sent to or received from places 
beyond the Malayan Telegraph System. Such telegrams are subject 
to the regulations laid down by the International Convention. 


The control of the Government over a telegram shall be deemed 
to cease at any point where, in the course of the transit of the telegram, 
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it may be entrusted (and the Government shall have full power so to 
entrust a telegram) for further transmission by post beyond the 
Malayan Telegraph System, or by other conveyance or through any 
system, service or line of telegraph in or beyond the Malayan Tele- 
graph System over which the Government has no control. 


_ The rules for inland telegrams are applicable to foreign telegrams, 
subject to the exceptions contained in these rules. 


1. Each of the contracting Governments reserves to itself the 
right to suspend the service of International Telegraphy for an in- 
definite period, if it deem necessary, either generally, or upon certain 
lines and for certain classes of correspondence. 


WRITING AND ACCEPTANCE OF PRIVATE TELEGRAMS. 
2. Trexr.—In some countries the use of secret language is prohi- 
bited. A list of these countries is supplied to every Telegraph Office. 


3. Chinese, Tamil and other Indian languages are not available 
for foreign telegrams in plain language. 


4. Specian Instructions anp CONVENTIONAL ABBREVIA- 
‘rions.—The following special instructions and couventional abbrevia- 
tions are admitted in foreign telegrams : 


=FS = Telegram to follow addressce ; 
=J = To be delivered during the day only. 


5. Appress.—-The name of the Telegraph Office of destination 
should be written in the form in which it appears in the first column of 
the International List of Telegraph Offices and, when so written, it is 
in all cases, whatever the number of words or letters it contains, 
charged as one word only. 


6. When the name of the office of destination has not yet been 
published in the official list, the name of the country of destination or 
of the territorial subdivision of the country is compulsory. This rule 
applies to the office of origin also. 


7. The last word in the address should, as a rule, be the name 
of the Telegraph Office of destination. This name can be followed 
only by that of the country or of the territorial subdivision or by both 
of these. In the latter case the name of the territorial subdivision 
should follow immediately after that of the Telegraph Office of desti- 
nation. 


8. Tevecrary Orrices In THE NEIGHBOURHOOD OF Lonpox.— 
In telegrams addressed to Telegraph Offices in the neighbourhood of 
London, the names of which appear in the official list of offices, it is 
not necessary to add the word London in the address. Telegrams for 
places in London itself, the names of which do not appear in the 
official list. of offices, cannot be accepted, unless addressed London as 
the name of the terminal office. 


9. Insurricient AppreEss.—Telegrams, the address of which 
does not satisfy the conditions laid down in rules 5 and 7, are not 
accepted, In other cases of insufficient address, the telegram is 
accepted at the sender’s risk. 
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GOVERNMENT TE 
10. The rules relating to the franking of inland telegrams on 
Government Service do not apply to foreig telegrams, which must be 
paid for. Telegrams to be sent at the reduced Government rates 
must be signed by a duly authorised officer. 


COUNTING GF WORDS. 

11. Countine sy OFFIcE oF Oricin DectsivE.—The counting 
of words by the office of origin is decisive. When, however, a tele- 
yram contains combinations or alterations of words, contrary to the 
usave of the language of the country of destination, the office of 
destination is empowered to recover from the addressee the amount 
of the undercharge. In this case the telegram is not delivered to the 
auldressee until he has paid the undercharge. If the addressee should 
decline to pay, a service telegram is sent to the office of origin, 
explaining the cause of non-delivery and mentioning the amount of 
the undercharge due. Should the sender duly notified of the reason 
for non-delivery agree to pay the undercharge, a service telegram is 
sent to the office of destination, which then delivers the telegram. 


CHARGE, 

12. The charge for a foreign telegram is 3 cents a word in 
addition to the charges published by the Eastern Extension Telegraph 
Company. These charges have the franc as a monetary unit and are 
fixed quarterly. They may be ascertained on application at a Postal 
Telegraph Office. 


PRECEDENCE, 
13. The transmission of foreign telegrams will take place in the 
following order : 
Firat.—State (or Government telegrams) ; 
Second.—Service telegrams ; 


Third.—Private telegrams. 


ROUTE. 


14. If the sender wishes to prescribe the route, he should write 
the necessary direction on the telegram. Indications as to route are 
transmitted free. 


15. When the sender has prescribed the route to he followed, 
the Telegraph Offices concerned are bound to carry out his wishes, 
unless the route named be interrupted, or transmission by it seems 
likely to involve serious delay, in which case the sender cannot raise 
any objection to the employment of another route. 


16. If the sender specifies no route, the telegram is sent by the 
best working route, for which sufficient charges have been received. 


17. When the sender requests that his telegram be transmitted] 
by telegraph to a particular office which he specifies, and thence by 
post to destination, the office must carry out his instructions. 


Oo 
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INTERRUPTION OF TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION, 


18. If it is found that a foreign telegram cannot be sent to its 
destination owing to interruption of the specified route taking place 
after the telegram was accepted, the sender will be communicated with 
and asked to pay the additional charges if he wishes his telegram 
diverted to a more expensive route. 


CANCELLATION. 


19. Arter Transsission.—The paid service advice referred to 
in rule 75 relating to inland telegrams is, in the case of foreign 
telegrams transmitted, so far as is practicable in succession to the 
difterent offices to which the original telegram was transmitted until 
it overtakes the latter. If the telegram has been delivered to the 
addressee, the latter is informed of its cancellation unless the service 
wdvice contains instructions to the contrary. If the sender has also 
paid for a reply by telegraph, the office which cancels the telegram, or 
which delivers the notice of its cancellation, advises the office of origin 
of the fact. If no reply has been paid for, this information is com- 
municated to the office of origin by an unpaid letter. If the telegram 
is cancelled before having reached the office of destination, the charges 
for the original telegram, for the service advice of cancellation, and 
for any reply prepaid to such advice in respect of the distance not 
trave after deducting the postal charge, if any, will be refunded on 
application. 


DELIVERY AT DESTINATION. 


20, Foreign telegrams bearing the special instruction “Jour,” 
or = J =, are not delivered during the night. 


CRGENT TELEGRAMS. 


21. The charge for an urgent foreign telegram is three times 
the charge for an ordinary telegram of the same length between the 


same points, and such telegrams take precedence over other private 
telegrams. 


22. Urgent telegrams are not accepted by Cape Colony, Great 
Britain or India, and are accepted in transit only by Switzerland. 
Urgent telegrams can be accepted for transmission through Great 
Britain or India, but during their transmission over the wires of those 
States they will take rank with ordinary telegrams. 


PREPAID REPLIES, 


23. If the reply sent contains a less number of words than have 
Leen prepaid, the difference will be returned to the sender, if applied 
for within five months, upon the authority of the office which delivered 
the original telegram : provided that the amount to be refunded is at 
least equal to a franc. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENT OF RECEIPY. 


24. The cost of an acknowledgment of receipt of a foreign tele- 
gram by telegraph is equal to that of a telegram of five words, for 
acknowledgment by post the charge is 16 cents. From countries

that admit urgeut telegrams, priority of transmission and delivery, may 
be obtained for an acknowledgment of receipt upon payment of five 
words at triple rate to the same destination as the original message 
and writing before the address the instructions = PCD =. 


TELEGRAMS TO FOLLOW, 


25. Foreign telegrams can be directed to several addresses “To 
follow,” for instance, ‘ FS =, John Brown, Hotel de Rome, Berlin, 
ou Romer Frankfurt Main.” The sender pays the charge to the first 
destination, the cost of further transmission is collected on delivery of 
the telegram. The words “ Faire suivre,” or the conventional sign 
= FS =, must be inserted before the address, for which the rate of 
two words is charged in the former and of one word in the latter case. 


26. Replies to telegrams “To follow” and acknowledgments of 
receipt to them can be obtained, provided the senders undertake to pay 
any extra charges that may be due if the telegrams are sent beyond 
the country of destination. 


27. No foreign telegrams arriving in the Straits Settlements or 
the Federated Malay States can be re-addressed to any place not served 
by the Malayan Telegraph System. 


MULTIPLE TELEGRAMS. 


28. Multiple telegrams for places in North America are not 
accepted. 


TELEGKAMS TO PLACES BEYOND THE INTERNATIONAL SYSTEM. 
29. Telegrams to be sent by post to a country other than that of 


terminal telegraph station are subject to a fee of & cents, those for- 
warded by registered letter to a fee of 18 cents. 


REFUNDS. 
30. The rules regarding refunds in connection with foreign 
telegrams are as follows : 


Refunds are made in the following cases— 


(a) The full cost of every telegram which has failed to reach 
its destination through the fault of the telegraph service ; 

(6) The full cost of every telegram stopped in transmission 
owing to interruption of the route, if cancelled at the 
request of the sender ; 

(c) The full cost of every telegrain delayed more than 72 hours 
in the case vf private or 36 hours in the case of State 
or urgent telegrams. The period of closing of offices, 
when it is the cause of delay, and the time occupied in 
delivery by special messenger are not counted in caleu- 
lating the delay ; 

(d) The full cost of every collated telegram in secret language 
or of every telegram in plain language which has mani- 
festly been unable to fulfil its object in consequence of 
errors made in transmission, unless the errors have been 
rectified by paid service advice ; 
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(e) The supplementary charges for special services not rendered ; 

(Jf) The fall cost of every telegraphic or pustal paid service 
advice, the vending ef which has heen necessitated by 

i service error : 

(g) The amount deposited for a reply when the addressee has 
not been able to make use of the voucher, or has refused 
it, provided the voucher is returned to the office which 
issued it within three months from the date of issue: 

(4) The charge in respect of the telegraph section not traversed 
by the telegram when, owing to interruption of a tele- 
eraph route, the telegram has been forwarded to its 
destination by postal or other means. The expense of 
replacing the original telegraphic route by any other 
means of transport is, however, deducted from the 
amount to be refunded ; 


(7) The cost, when it amounts to a franc or more, of the word 
or words omitted in transmission of a telegram, unless 
corrected by paid service advice ; 

(j) Amounts deposited for paid service advices, requesting 
repetition of a supposed incorrect passage and for 
replies thereto, if the repetition does not agree with the 
first transmission, with the reservation, however, that, 
when some words have been correctly and some in- 
correctly reproduced in the first telegram, the charge for 
words in the request for repetition and in the reply 
relating exclusively to words correctly transmitted ori- 
yinally is not refunded, except when they have been 
repeated in consequence of their sense being obscured 
by the mutilated words. No refund will, however, be 
made when the mutilation has been caused by illegible 
writing on the part of the sender, or by the messaye 
being sent over a telephone; 


(k) The excess, if any, in the value of a voucher for a telegra- 
phic reply, over the actual cost of the telegram paid for 
hy means of the voucher, if such excess amounts to 1 
franc ; 


(J) The charge for every telegram stopped under rule 4 
(inland telegrams) ; 


(m) The proportion of charge due for a cancelled telegram. 


31. In the cases provided for in paragraphs (a), (6), (¢), (d), 
(ec), (A), (i) and (7), the refund only apples to the charge of the 
original telegrams (if lost, cancelled, delayed or mutilated), including 
any supplementary charges not used, and not to telegrams necessitated 
or rendered useless by the non-delivery, delay or mutilation of the 
original telegrain. 

Tn case of a partial refund on account of a multiple telegram, the 
total charge received is divided by the number of copies, the quotient. 
represents the amount of refund for each copy, the telegram itself 
counting as one copy. When errors of the telegraphic servive have 
heen corrected by paid service advices, reimbursement applies ouly to 
the charves for such service advic No refund is made in respect 
of telegrams to which such advices relate.

32. No reimbursement is made for rectifying telegrams, which, 
instead of being exchanged from office to office as paid service advices, 
have been exchanged direct. between sender and addressee. 


33. Every claim for refund should be made under penalty of 
rejection within five months from the date of deposit of the telegram. 
When a telegram, the cost of which is refundable, has been transmitted 
by countries not conforming to the International Rules, a total refund 
is only made when such countries forego their respective shares of the 
charges. 


34. Every claim must be made to the origival sending admini- 
stration and be accompanied by documentary evidence—i.e., a written 
statement from the terminal office or addressee—if the telegram has 
been delayed or has not been delivered: the copy delivered to the 
wldressee, if the question is one of alteration or omission. 


35. The claim may, however, be presented by the addressee to 
the office of destination which decides whether it should deal with it, 
or whether it must be forwarded to the sending administration.

3. Recruiters’ licenses giving a general authority to recruit labour 
for the Straits Settlements, Federated Malay States, or Johore can be 
obtained only from the Emigration Agent in Madras. 


4, Every kangany license shall show the wages payable to coolies 
to be recruited and the maximum amount recoverable from each cooly 
for expenses incurred on his behalf previous to his arrival at the place 
of employment. 


5. The Superintendent of Immigrants may refuse to issue kangany 
licenses and may cancel licenses previously issued for an employer— 
(«) Who has been convicted of an offence against the pro- 
visions of “'The Indian Immigration Enactment, 1904,” 
or “The Tamil Immigration l'und Enactment, 1907 ;” 
(b) Against whom or against whose place of employment any 
order or notification has been made under sections 53, 
55, 64.

The Secretary to Resident reads the record of the proceedings before 
the Court of Appeal in the matter of an appeal by one Lai Choon, who, on 
the 10th October, 1907, was convicted before the Judicial Commissioner, 
Perak, sitting with Assessors, of the offence of murder, and was sentenced 
to death. The Court of Appeal dismissed the appeal, but considered that 
there were sufficient reasons to warrant the commutation by His Highness 
the Sultan in Council of the death sentence to one of rigorous imprisonment. 
After discussion, it is decided to commute the death sentence to one of 
rigorous imprisonment for life. 

2. The Secretary to Resident reports that there is a vacancy for 
a Malay Settlement Officer, and that there are three candidates from the 
Malay College at Kuala Kangsar: Raja Salim, Muhammad Hashim and 
Pawang Teh. Raja Salim is eventually selected for recommendation. 

3. A list of those entitled in Perak to free passes on the Railway for 
1908 is read and agreed to. 

4. The Secretary to Resident enquires whether there is any objection 
to a Malay, who has become a Haji, remaining a member of the Police 
Force. The Sultan considers that it is not absolutely incumbent upon him 
to leave the Force, but that, on the whole, it is desirable that he should 
be employed in some more suitable branch of the Government Service.

Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows: 


PART I. 


PRELIMINARY. 


1. (i) This Enactment may be cited as “The Forest Enactinent, Short title and 
1907,” and shall come into force upon the publication thereof in the Wn" ’”

(b) The seller's or depositor’s name and address and the 
number of his license, 

(c) The nature and quantity of forest produce purchased or 
received for storing, 

(d) The price paid (if any) ; 

(iii) Allow at all times the inspection of such books, and of the 
house, store, shop, ship, boat, vessel or place licensed, by any Forest 
officer not below the rank of a Forest Ranger or a Magistrate or any 
police officer not below the rank of Inspector. 


30. The Resident may, with the approval of the Resident-General, 
make such rules, not inconsistent with the provisions of this Enact- 
ment, as he may deem necessary for providing forms of license to be 
used under this part for determining the fees to be paid for such 
licenses and for further securing the effectual control of the sale and 
purchase of any of the kinds of forest produce specified in the second 
schedule hereto, and the prevention of fraud in connection therewith, 


PART V. 
CONTROL OF FOREST PRODUCE IN TRANSIT. 

31. (i) The Resident may, with the approval of the Resident- 
General, make rules to regulate the transit, by land or water, of an 
forest produce, and the floating of timber in the rivers of the State, 
and may direct that any rule made under this section shall not apply 
to any specified class of forest produce or to any specified local area. 


(ii) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power such rules may—- 


(a) Prescribe the routes by which alone forest produce may be 
imported into, exported from or moved within the State ; 
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(b) Prohibit the import, export, collection or moving of forest 
produce without a pass from an officer authorised to 
issue the same, or otherwise than in accordance with the 
conditions of such pass ; 

(c) Provide for the issue, production and return of such passes ;

(e) In the case of timber formed into a raft or fastened to the 
shore, prohibit the loosening or the setting adrift of such 
timber by any person not the owner thereof or not acting 
on behalf of such owner or of the Government ; 

(f) Provide for the stoppage, reporting, examination and mark- 
ing of forest produce in transit ; 

(y) Establish checking stations to which forest produce is to be 
taken by the persons in charge of it for examination or 
for the realisation of money due to the Government in 
respect thereof or in order that a mark may be aflixed 
thereto for the purposes of this Enactment, and prescribe 
the conditions under which forest produce is to be 
brought to, detained at, and removed trom, such check- 
ing stations ; 

(h) Provide for the management and control of such checking 
stations ; 

(2) Prohibit, absolutely or subject to conditions, within specified 
loeal limits, the establishment of sawmills or sawpits, the 
converting, cutting, burning, concealing, or marking of 
timber, the altering or effacing of any property marks or 
classification marks on the same, and the possession of 
marking hammers or other implements used for marking 
timber ; 

(j) Regulate the use of marks for timber and the registration 
of such marks, authorise the refusal or cancellation of 
the registration of such marks, prescribe the time for 
which the registration of such marks is to hold good, 
limit the number of such marks which may be registered 
by any one person, and prescribe fees for such reg 
tion ; 


(i) Provide for the issue of leenses to be in possession of 
marking-hammers and for the levy of fees for such 
licenses ; and 

()) Prescribe the penalties with which the contravention of any 
rule made under this section shall be punishable, but so 
that such penalties shall not exceed those prescribed by 
section 43. 


32. (i) Timber found adrift. Leached, stranded or sunk, or which 
is not in the possession or under the control of any person, shall be 
deemed to be the property of the Government unless and until any 
person establishes his right thereto as provided in this part. 


Gi) Such timber may be collected by any Forest officer or other 
person duly authorised under this Enactment, and may be brought to 
such stations as the Conservator may from time to time notify as 
stations for the reception of unclaimed timber.

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33. (i) Public notice of all timber collected under the last preceding 
section shall, from time to time, as occasion may require, be given by a 
Forest ofticer specially empowered in that behalf under this Enactment. 

(ii) Such notice shall contain a description of the timber and 
shall require any person claiming the same to make his claim to the 
Deputy Conservator within a period not less than one month from the 
date on which such notice is given.

36. No person shall be entitled to recover possession of any timber 
collected as aforesaid until the amount of any reasonable expense 
incurred in collecting, moving, storing and disposing of the timber 
has been paid by him to the Forest officer or other person entitled to 
receive the same. 


37. The Resident may, with the approval of the Resident-General, 
make rules to regulate the following matters—namely, 

(a) The collection and disposal of all timber mentioned in 
section 82 ; 

(b) The manner of publication of public notices under section 33; 

(c) The penalties with which the contravention of any rule 

made under this section shall be punishable, but so that

PART VI. 
PENALTIES AND PROCEDURE,

arrest any person reascnably suspected of having been concerned in

Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows : 


1. (i) This Enactment may be cited as “The Customs Regulations short title, com- 
Enactment, 1907,” and shall come into force on the Ist day of mepcement 
January, 1908. epeal, 


(ii) Upon the coming into force of this Enactment the Enactment 
mentioned in the first schedule shall be repealed to the extent specified 
in the third column of the said schedule. 


2. (i) In this Enactment “Supervisor of Customs” means any Definition. 
officer appointed by notification in the Gazette in such behalf. 


Gi) “Principal Officer of Customs” means the Supervisor of 
Customs, and in his absence from any district and in districts in 
which there is no Supervisor includes the District Officer and 
Assistant District Officer. 

(ili) “Proper Officer of Customs” means any officer of Customs 
acting in the fulfilment of the duties under this Enactment assigned 
to him by the Commissioner of Trade and Customs.

5, Any law or regulation to the contrary notwithstanding the 
Resident may from time to time, by order under his hand to be 
published in the Gagette, fix the amount to be paid as warehouse rent 
on any article deposited by any person in any Customs store or 
warehouse and may make regulations as to the custody and withdrawal 
of any articles so deposited. 


6. It shall be lawful for the proper ofticer of Customs to board any 
vessel arriving at any port in the State and freely to stay on board while 
such vessel shall remain within the limits of such port, and if the master 
of any vessel on board of which any Customs officer is stationed neglect 
or refuse to provide such officer with sufficient room or accommodation 
under the deck for his bed or hammock, he shall be liable on conviction 
to a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. : 


7. The proper officer of Customs shall have free access to every 
part of the vessel, with power to fasten down hatchways or entrances to 
the hold, and to mark any goods before landing and to lock up, seal, 
mark or otherwise secure any goods on board such vessel; and if any 
place, box, or chest on board such vessel be locked and the keys be 
withheld, such officer may open any such place, box, or chest in the best 
manner in his power, and if any goods be found concealed on board 
any such vessel they shall be forfeited ; and if any officer shall place any 
lock, mark, or seal upon any goods on board, and such lock, mark, or 
seal shall be wilfully opened, altered or broken before due delivery of 
such goods, or if any such goods be secretly conveyed away, or if the 
hatchways or entrances after having been fastened down by the officer 
be opened, the master of such vessel shall be liable on conviction to a 
fine not exceeding five hundred dollars.

Appraisers. 


E. W. Bircn, (4th December, 1907.] 
British Resident. 


Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness tle Sultan in Council as 
follows: 


1. (i) This Enactment may be citedas “The Appraisers Enactment, Short title snd 
1997,” and shall come into force upon the publication thereof in jy 
the Guzette. 


2. In this Enactment’ the term “appraiser” includes every person Appraisers, 
who shall value or appraise any estate or land or any immovable pro- 
perty or movable property of whatsoever description or any interest. 
therein, whether in possession, reversion, remainder or contingency, for 
or in expectation of any fee, reward or valuable consideration paid 
or to be paid to him therefor. 

3. Nothing in this Enactment shall apply to the appraisement of Hatanplion of 
any property or of any interest therein when the value of such property Peepriling two 
oes not exceed two thousand dollars and the appraisement is conducted {bused alias 
ly a person authorised in writing by the Secretary to the Resident or 
by a District Officer in such behalf. 


4. (i) The Resident may from time to time by writing under his Licenses. 
hand license fit persons to be appraisers. 
(ii) Such licenses shall be of two kinds—viz., 

(a) Licenses to value or appraise any such property or interest 
as is referred to in section 2, hereinafter referred to as first- 
class licenses ; 

(b) Licenses to value or appraise any such property or interest as 
aforesaid other than any estate, land or immovable pro- 
perty, or any interest therein, when the area of such estate, 
land or immovable property exceeds 100 acres, hereinafter 
referred to as second-class licenses. 


(ii) Every applicant for a license shall state the class and descrip- 
tion of property in respect of which the license is applied for ; 
(iv) In every license there shall he set out the name of the licensee,

Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows :

4. Every registered Medical Practitioner shall be entitled to prac-_ priviter s. 
tise medicine, surgery and midwifery in the State, and to demand, sue 
for and recover in any Court in the State, with full costs of suit, 
reasonable charges for professional aid, advice and visits and the value 
of any medicine or other medical or surgical appliances rendered 
or supplied by him to his patients. 


5. (i) No person shall be entitled to recover in any Court in the pisanitities. 
State any charge for medical or surgical services rendered or for 
medicines pres vibed and supplied within the Colony or Federated 
Malay States, unless he be a registered Medical Practitioner. 


(ii) No person shall be entitled to recover in any Court in the 
State any charge for medical or surgical services rendered or for 
medicines prescribed and supplied outside the Colony or the Federated 
Malay States, unless he is the holder of a British, British-Indian, or 
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British-Colonial degree, diploma, or license specified by an order of 
the Governor of the Colony in Council, as rendering the holder thereof 
entitled to registration under the Ordinance. 


6. No certificate or other document required by law to be signed 
by a duly qualitied Medical Practitioner within the State given after 
the commencement of this Enactment shall be valid unless signed by 
a registered Medical Practitioner. 


7. From and after the coming into force of this Enactment the 
words “legally qualified Medical Practitioner” or “duly qualified 
Medical Practitioner,” or any words importing a person recognised by 
law as a Medical Practitioner or member of the medical profession, 
when used in any Regulation, Order in Council, Enactment or rule 
thereunder with reference to such persons within the State, shall be 
construed to mean a registered Medical Practitioner. 


8. All Medical Officers of His Majesty’s Army and Navy, respec- 
tively, residing in the State while on full pay and all ships’ surgeons 
while in discharge of their duties shall be entitled to the privileges of 
registered Medical Practitioners. 


9. Any person who, after the coming into force of this Enactment, 
wilfully and falsely makes or uses in the State any name, title or 
addition implying a qualification to practise medicine or surgery, or, 
not being a registered Medical Practitioner or exempted from regis- 
tration under section 8 of this Enactment, practises or professes to 
practise or publishes his name as practising medicine or surgery or 
receives any payment as practising medicine or surgery shall be liable, 
on summary conviction before the Court of a Magistrate of the First 
Class, to a penalty not exceeding five hundred dollars a day during the 
continuance of such offence. 


10. Nothing contained in this Enactment shall be construed to 
prohibit or prevent the practise of native systems of therapeutics 
according to Indian, Chinese or other Asiatic method.

An Enactment to amend the law with regard to the 
regulation of the importation, sale and use of 
Deleterious Drugs.

British Resident. 


Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows : 


1. (i) This Enactment may be cited as “The Deleterious Drugs short title, 
Enactment, 1907,” and shall come into force upon the Ist day of (ite 
January, 1908. 


(ii) Upon the coming into operation of this Enactment the Enact- 
ment specified in the first schedule hereto shall be repealed te the 
extent mentioned in the third column thereof. 


2. In this Enactment “ deleterious drug” means— Interpretation, 


(a) Morphine, including morphia and all salts of morphine 
and any alkaloid or salt of an alkaloid of opium and any 
solution thereof ; 


(b) Cocaine, including all salts of cocaine and any solution 
thereof; and 


(c) Any other drug declared by the Resident, with the approval 
of the Resident-General, to be a deleterious drug under 
this Enactment ; 


but does not include patent or proprietary articles containing deleteri- 
ous drugs which shall be exempted by order of the Resident, with the 
approval of the Resident-General, from the operation of this Enact- 
ment. 


“Syringe” means any instrument suitable for hypodermic injection, 


“ Medical practitioner” means a registered medical practitioner as 
defined in “ The Medical Registration Enactment, 1907.” 


“ Licensed medical practitioner” means a medical practitioner who 
is also the holder of a license to prescribe or deal in deleterious drugs 
granted by the State Surgeon under. the provisions of this Enactment. 

“ Chemist and druggist”? means a chemist and druggist holding a 
certificate of competent skill and knowledye granted by the State - 
Surgeon or by such legally constituted pharmaceutical authorities of 
any country as may to the Resident-General seem fitting: provided 
always that no certificate shall be accepted which has been granted to 
the holder without examination by the State Surgeon or by one of 
these authorities, or which he has obtained without first having 
received a systematic training as a chemist and druggist. 

“Licensed chemist and druggist”? means a chemist and druggist 
who is the holder of a license to deal in deleterious drugs granted 
by the State Surgeon under the provisions of this Enactment. 

“Wharf” includes any warehouse or place adjoining a wharf and 
used in connection therewith. 

“Chief Police Officer” means the police officer of highest rank 
next after the Commissioner available four duty at any time in the 
State. 
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3. It shall be lawful for the State Surgeon from time to time on 
application to issue licenses to medical practitioners to prescribe or 
deal in deleterious drugs, and to chemists and druggists to deal in 
deleterious drugs, and from time to time to withdraw any such license. 
Provided that every refusal of the State Surgeon to grant any such 
license and every withdrawal by him of any such license shall be 
subject to the approval of the Resident. 


4. No person shall import any deleterious drug into the State for 
the purpose of landing the same in the State or shall export any dele- 
terious drug from the State to any place in the Federated Malay 
States or the Colony except with the permission in writing of the State 
Surgeon, or in his absence of a Government Medical Officer authorised 
in writing by him and in accordance with the conditions prescribed in 
such permission. 


5. Every person shall be guilty of an offence, and shall be liable 
on conviction before a Magistrate to a fine not exceeding one thousand 
dollars or to imprisonment of either description for any term not 
exceeding six months, or to both such punishments, or for a second or 
subsequent offence to a fine not exceeding two thousand dollars or to 
imprisonment of either description for any term not exceeding twelve 
months, who— 


(a) Imports or attempts to import any deleterious drug into 
the State for the purpose of landing the same in the 
State or exports or attempts to export any deleterious 
drug from the State to any place in the Federated Malay 
States or the Colony without such permission as afore- 
said or in contravention of any of the conditions of such 
permission ; 

(b) Keeps or uses any house or other place for the purpose of 
administering any deleterious drug or knowingly permits 
any house or other place occupied by him or under his 
control to be used for such purpose ; 

(c) Not being a licensed medical practitioner or a licensed 
chemist and druggist or acting under the direction of a 
licensed medical practitioner is found in possession of— 


(1) Any deleterious drugs exceeding in amount twelve 
official doses as laid down by the Resident with 
the approval of the Resident-General ; or 

(2) Any mixture adapted for swallowing or injecting 
which contains more than twelve official doses 
of one deleterious drug or more than in the 
agyregate twelve official doses of two or more 
deleterious drugs ; or 

(3) Any syringe. 


6. Every person not being a licensed medical practitioner or a 
licensed chemist and druggist or acting under the direction of a licensed 
medical practitioner shall be guilty of an offence and shall be liable on 
conviction before a Magistrate to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars or 
to imprisonment of either description for any term not exceeding two 
months, or to both such punishments, or for any second or subsequent 
offence to a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars or to imprisonment 
of either description for any term not exceeding six months, or tu both 
such punishments, who— 


(a) Administers any deleterious drug to any other person ; 
(b) Furnishes any deleterious drug to any other person except 


to a licensed medical practitioner or licensed chemist 
and druggist. 


DEc. 
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7. It shall be lawful for any Mavistrate, or any police officer duly 
authorised by the warrant of any Magistrate, with such assistance as 
may be necessary, to enter and if necessary to break into any place 
which such Mayistrate shall from sworn information or of his own 
knowledge have reasonable grounds to suspect and believe to be a place 
kept or used for the administration of deleterious drugs contrary to 
the provisions of this Enactment, or in which he has reasonable ground 
to believe that any deleterious drug or syringe is concealed or deposited 
in respect of which an offence has been or is being committed, and to 
arrest any person found therein whom he may suspect to have acted 
or to be acting in contravention of this Enactment, and to seize all 
deleterious drugs, syringes and other appliances which may be found 
there and which are capable of being used for the administration of 
deleterious druys, and on conviction of the offender, or in any case if 
the Magistrate shall so order, they shall be forfeited and dealt with 
as the Magistrate may direct. A warrant under this section may be 
in the form in the second schedule hereto. 


8. It shall be lawful for every police officer not below the rank of 
corporal, or for any customs officer authorised in that bebalf by 
wurant under the hand of the Chief Customs Officer of any district in 
which a Chandu Farm or an Opium Importation Farm or an Opium 
Import Duty Farm may have been constituted, to enter and search 
any ship, or any place in any ship, wharf, or islet within the State in 
which he has reasonable cause to suspect that there is any deleterious 
drug imported or exported or intended to be imported or exported 
contrary to the provisions of this Enactment, and in case of obstruction 


-or resistance forcibly to enter any such ship or place and if necessary 


for the purpose of such search to break open any box, chest or package. 


The powers of search given by this section shall also be exercised 
at the request of the farmer of any such farm as in this section is 
referred to or of his duly authorised agent or of the Superintendent of 
Revenue Farms. Provided always that in the event of any search 
made at the request of such farmer or his agent being unsuccessful 
such farmer shall repack or cause to be repacked any goods which 
may have been unpacked during such search and make good any 
damaze he may have caused thereby. In the event of any dispute as 
to the amount of damage to be made yood by the farmer, such amount 
shall be ascertained by two arbitrators, one to be appvinted hy the 
farmer and the other by the person whose property is damaged; but 
if at the expiration of twenty-four hours from the time of such dispute 
first arising such amount shall not have been so ascertained, then and 
in such case such amount shall be ascertained by the Chief Police

shall be final. 


9. Any person found committing or attempting to commit an 
sisting: any person to commit an 
offence, against the provisions of this Enactment may be arrested with- 
out warrant by any police officer or any revenue ofticver appointed under 
«The Revenue Farms Enactment, 1902, Amendment Enactment, 1903,” 
and taken to a police station to be dealt with according to law. And 
any person suspected of having about his person any article as to 
which an offence has been committed may be arrested without 
warrant by any police officer or such revenue officer as aforesaid and 
taken to a police station there to be dealt with according to law. 


10. All deleterious drugs and syringes with respect to which any 
offence has been committed against this Enactment, together with the 
vessels and packages in which such deleterious drug or syringe may be 
found, may be seized by any police officer or such revenue officer as 
aforesaid and may be forfeited by order of a Mayistrate’s Court, and 
upon such forfeiture shall be delivered to the State Surgeon. 
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11, (i) It shall be lawful for the Resident, with the approval of 
the Resident-General, by notification in the Gazette, from time to time 
to make rules— 


(a) Prescribing the books to be kept by licensed chemists and 
druggists relating to the sale and purchase by them of 
deleterious drugs and the entries to be made therein ; 


(b) Providing for periodical returns to be made to the State 
Surgeon by licensed chemists and druggists of the sale 
and purchase of deleterious drugs by them and of the 
stocks of deleterious drugs kept by them. 


(ii) It shall be lawful for the State Surgeon or a Government 
Medical Officer duly authorised by him to inspect at all reasonable. 
times the books kept by any licensed chemist or druggist under this. 
Enactment and the stock of deleterious drugs in his possession. 


(iii) Any person who commits a breach of any rule made by the 
Resident: under this Enactment and any licensed chemist and druggist 
who refuses to permit the State Surgeon or Government Medical 
Ofticer as aforesaid to inspect, or obstructs the State Surgeon or Govern- 
ment. Medical Officer as aid in the inspection of, any books kept 
by him under this Enactment or any stock of deleterious “drugs in his 
possession, shall be guilty of an offence and shall be liable on conviction 
to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 


12. The Court by which any fine is imposed by virtue of this 
Enactment may award any portion not being more than one-half 
thereof to the informer, and upon the application of the Chief Police 
Officer may so award the whole thereof.

THE TELEPHONE RULES, 1907. 


Tx virtue of the powers vested in him by “The Tele- 
evaphs Enactment, 1905,” the Resident-General 
hax made the followi ing miles: 

1. In these rules— 


The word “telephone” means and includes any telegraphic 
transmitting or receiving instrument used or intended to be used at 
any office for the purpose of transmitting or receiving spoken mes- 
sages or communications by means of clectricity. 


The expression “ telephonic messaye’ means a spoken message or 
communication transmitted by telephone. 


The word “ office” means and includes any building or part of a 


building or any place which is telegraphically connected or intended 
«to be connected either permanently or temporarily by a telegraph 
wire or telegraph wires with some other building, part of a building, 
or place (whether such buildings, parts of buildings, or places, 
respectively, be occupied or used by any person solely or jointly with 
any other person), and in which telephones are or are intended to be used 
for the purpose of enabling any person to transmit from and receive 
at such building, part of a building, or place, telephonic messages. 


The word “exchange” means and includes any building tele- 
graphically connected or intended to be so connected with two or more 
offices by telegraph wires and used or intended to be used for the 
purpose of enabling telephonic messages to be transmitted direct 
between such offices by means of, or with the aid of, such wires and by 
appliances placed in the exchange. 


The expression “exchange subscriber” means any person with 
whom the Director, Posts and ‘lelegraphs, has entered into an agree- 
ment for the purpose of enabling such subscriber to communicate with 
other persons through the medium of an exchange. 


The expression “ exchange system” means an exchange or a group 
of exchanges (cither situate within an exchange area specified by the 
Director or grouped together round such centre as may be directed by 
the Director from time to time), together with the lines connecting 
any such exchange with the offices of subscribers or eall offices, or in 
the case of a group of exchanges connecting such exchanges with each 
other. 


The expression “trunk line” means a telegraph wire used for 
telephonic communication and connecting an exchange system with 
another exchange system, together with all posts, ci ables, tubes, or 
other works supporting or containing such wire. 


The expression “ call office” means an oftice open to the public for 
the purpose of the transmission therefrom of telephonic messages over 
an exchange system or over trunk lines. 
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The expression “on an exchange system,” when used in relation to 
an office, ans that such oftive is telegraphically connected with such 
exchange system for the purpose of enabling telephonic messages to be 
transmitted direct between such oflice and other offices similarly con- 
nected with such exchange system, 


The expression “caller” ineans any person attending a call office 
for the purpose of initiating a telephonic conversation. 


The expression “single period” in relation to the use of trunk 
lines and exchange system means a period of three minutes and the 
expression * double period ” means a period of six minutes. 


The word © Director” means the Director, Posts and 
Federated Malay States. 


2. There shall be charged and paid for the use of a trunk line the 
sums stated in the schedule attached to these rules. 


3. (i) Save with the sanction of the Director, all sums payable for 
the use of a trunk line shall be prepaid. 


(i) When application has been made for the use of a trunk line 
for a double period, no part of the fee shall be refunded beeause the 
line is in fact used for less than such period. 


4. (i) There shall be charged and paid for each connection with 
an exchange system— 


S60 per annum if line connecting the exchange subscriber's office 
with the exchange does not exceed two miles in length, and S15 per 
anntun for every mile or part thereof beyond two miles. 


(ii) Where cables or other specially expensive means of com-

8. With regard to the sums to be charged and paid for the use of 
trunk lines or exchange systems where such use is ineffective, the 
following rules shall apply: 

(a) No fee or sum shall be charged or paid for the use of a 
trunk line— 


(1) When it is ascertained at the post office where 
the application for use is made that the trunk 
line cannot be used for the purpose required 
on account of some fault in a telegraphic line 
known to the officers working the line or 
system ; 


(2) When it is ascertained that the trunk line is 
engaged and the call is thereupon cancelled 
before it has passed over the trunk line or any 
section thereof, or where from any reason the 
attention of the exchange subscriber with whom 
it is desired to communicate cannot be obtained. 


(b) When a caller applies for the use of the exchange system 
on which the call office is situate, and is unable to com- 
municate with the subscriber with whom he desires to 
communicate either— 


(1) Because the attention of the subscriber cannot be 
gained ; 

(2) Because the telegraphic line of such subscriber is 
faulty ; or 

(3) Because the subscriber has previously intimated 
that his oflice is to be closed either for a 
limited period or for the night ;

10, (i) The Director may in certain cases authorise the acceptance 
ata poet office from exchange subscribers of telephonic messages for 
further transmission as telegrams and the delivery by telephone to the 
addressees of telegrams received at a post oftice. 

(ii) When any telephonic message is received at a post office and 
is further transmitted as a telegram, the Rules made by the Resident- 
General in relation to telegrams, and the charges payable therefor, 
shall apply in the same manner as though such telegram had been 
handed to an officer of the post office or posted. 


11. No telephone shall he used for the transmission of any message 
or communication of an indecent, obscene, or offensive character, 
whether addressed to an operator or any other person, and the 
Director may interrupt any conversation, or refuse to give the means 
of conversation to any person offending ayainst this rule, and shall 
not in any case be bound to return any sums paid for such message or 
communication, or by such person. 


12. (i) All persons using any trunk line or any exchange system

The Council meets at 11.30 a.m. 

1. <A draft Enactment to consolidate and amend the law relating 
to Forests and Forest Produce is laid on the table. The Resident states 
that action in this respect has been long delayed, but that at length a 
suitable law has been framed, none of the provisions of which will involve 
any hardship to Malays. The Enactment is therefore passed, becoming 
“he Forest Enactment, No. 20 of 1907.” 

2. “The Customs Regulations Enactment” is passed, No. 21 of 1907. 

3. “The Appraisers Enactment,” as now amended, is passed, No. 22 
of 1907. 

4. “The Medical Registration Enactment,” “The Deleterious Drugs 
Enactment ” and “The Poisons Enactment” are explained by the Resident 
to the Council, and passed. ‘They are numbered 23 of 1907, 24 of 1907 
and 25 of 1907, respectively. 

5. The report of the Committee, consisting of Mr. Osborne, and 
Towkays Foo Choo Choon and Chung Thye Phin, appointed to examine the 
provisions of the draft Truck Enactment, is read and considered, and the 
Resident undertakes to forward it to the Resident-General. His Highness 
the Sultan expresses his thanks to the Committee for the trouble they have 
taken in the matter. 

6. The petition of Leendert Adrianus van Rijn, Manager of the 
Netherlands Gutta Percha Company, Limited, Singapore, for a grant of 
exclusive privileges in respect of an invention for ‘“‘ A Wheel for Motor Cars 
or other Vehicles manufactured in one entire piece and wholly from Rubber, 
Gutta Percha or other Elastic Materials” is considered, and a grant of 
patent rights for 14 years is approved. 
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7. The petition of the Minerals Separation, Limited, of London, for a 
grant of exclusive privileges in respect of an invention for “ Improvements 
in or relating to dry Concentration of Ores” is considered, and a grant of 
patent rights for 14 years is approved. 

8. The petition of Messrs. Christie and Lai Tet Loke for a grant of 
exclusive privileges in respect of an invention for “An Improved Puddler ” 
is again considered. Mr. Osborne is of opinion that the invention claimed is 
not new, and the Resident therefore promises to consult the Examiner once 
more upon the subject. 


9. Applications for conversion of agricultural lands to mining are 
sanctioned as follows :

10. A contribution of $250 from Government is recommended towards 
the erection of a Mosque for Javanese at. Bagan Datoh, and a contribution 
of $150 for a new Mosque at Bluker Sambang, Bruas. 


11. Certain additions are made to the list of those persons who are 
privileged to have a free pass on the railway for 1908. 


12. The Resident announces that, on the recommendation of Mr. 
L. C. Brown, Inspector of Coconuts, who reported that bears were doing 
great damage among the coconut plantations in Lower Perak, a reward of 
920 for the destruction of every bear was included in the list of rewards 
for the destruction of noxious animals. The list was at the same time 
revised and published in the Gazette. It was discovered, however, that the 
old list, published in 1900, was a general one applying to all the Federated 
Malay States, and consequently the new list was cancelled by instructions 
of the Resident-Gencral, who agreed that the question of revising the scale 
of rewards for the destruction of noxious animals might be brought before 
the State Council. 


The Datoh Panglima Besar is of opinion that bears are very destructive 
animals, and the Datoh Stia recommends some reward, as he has heard that 
three coconut kampongs have recently been entirely ruined by them at

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Bagan Datoh. The Datoh Sri Adika Raja remarks that bears are of no use 
to the community, except to Bengalis who lead them about on a chain in 
the hope of gain. Another member asks why a bear should be preserved 
more than a tiger. 


The revised scale of rewards is read by the Secretary to Resident 
and unanimously agrecd to. 


13. The question of the retirement on pension of Raja Mahdi, 
Penghulu of Senggang, which, in view of his ill-health, was approved by 
Council on the 3rd July, 1907, is brought up for iliscussions the Resident 
explaining that, under the existing regulations, he cannot get a pension, 
as the subsequent report of a Medical Board, ordered by the Resident- 
General, declared that he was not physically unfit for service. His 
Highness the Sultan says that he understands the Pensions Regulations, 
and proceeds to state the case for Raja Mahdi. The Penghulu was evidently 
not well, said he was unfit to continue in the service, had done good work, 
and should certainly get some reward from Government. Raja “Mahdi w as 
retired at his own request on the grounds of ill-health, supported by a 
medical certificate, and undoubtedly suffers from asthma. He told His 
Highness that he did not wish to go on until he was unfit to work properly, 
and was compulsorily retired for inefficiency. 


The Datoh Sri Adika Raja agrees with the-view of His Highness, and 
the Datoh Stia adds that Raja Mahdi came to him and said he was afraid 
of a permanent break-down if he continued in the service. 


The Resident says that this Penghulu, the state of whose health is well 
known to the majority of the members, has had over 17 years’ service, has 
done excellent work and bears a good character. 


It is eventually decided to recommend him for a gratuity, as he 
cannot receive the pension for which in all respects, except the certificate 
of two qualified medical officers, he appears to be eligible. 


14. Mr. Osborne introduces the question of the cancellation of 
unworked mining lands. In 1905 a list of mining lands forfeitable for 
failure to comply with the prescribed conditions was published by Govern- 
ment, and formed the subject of a long discussion at the Council Meeting 
of the 27th October, 1905. Eventually the general cancellation was post- 
poned until April, 1908. This action of Government ix ver y hard on large 
miners and capitalists, who have sunk money in the country and brought 
in machinery. Naturally they must be able to look ahead, so have acquired 
more land than they can work at present, though they mean to work it 
later on. Great disquietude exists in Kinta as to whether this general 
cancellation will be carried out or not. The Government has its rights, 
which must be protected, but the miners want their rights, too. Under the 
present regulations the employment of a certain number of coolies on each 
block is essential. The Resident may, however, under the provisions of 
Section 16 (iti) (r) of the Mining Enactment, grant exemption from this 
‘obligation. He considers it preferable to amend the proviso regarding 
exemption, so that it should read as follows: 

“Provided that the owner of mining blocks, one or more of which are 
not being worked, may, subject to the approval of the Sultan in Council, 
be granted exemption, for a period not exceeding three years at a time, 
from all or any of the obligations in this subsection, provided always that 
such exemption shall not be granted over an area greater than that repre- 
-sented by the surplus labour force employed on the lands that are being 
worked by him.” 
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He urges that Council now deals with conversions of agricultural lands 
to mining, and this would ensure full reports being made to Council, and 
prevent people holding land as a speculation. 

Towkay Chung Thye Phin seconds the resolution, and Towkay Foo- 
Choo Choon thinks it a very good proposition. 

As His Highness the Sultan agrees, the Resident undertakes to lay the 
matter before the Resident-General. 

15. Mr. Osborne requests leave to address the Council on the subject 
of the present depression in the tin industry. The price has fallen rapidly 
of late, and it is very difficult for miners to make any profit. Unless some 
Government assistance is forthcoming, many miners will be compelled to 
shut down, and there will be a large decrease in the output. With tin at 
its present price the duty works out at 13 per cent. He suggests that the 
rate be reduced, and the duty fixed at 10 per cent. for the present, with a 
maximum of 12 per cent. and minimum of 8 per cent. When the sliding 
scale was fixed, tin was easier to win. The smaller output now, in spite 
of the higher price, proves that it is more difficult to get. Other countries 
are in a better position to compete owing to the lower rate of duty. He 
trusts that Government will give their earnest consideration to this matter. 

Towkay Chung Thye Phin points out that the Siamese States have a 
smaller duty. Towkay Foo Choo Choon thinks that Government should 
help miners at this crisis, and supports Mr. Osborne. 

The Resident promises to represent their views to the Resident- 
General. 

16. With reference to the decision of Council on the 3rd July, 1907, 
that rent be remitted on land held by “Ketuah Parit” in Krian up to a 
maximum of 5 acres each, the Resident asks that the matter be recon- 
sidered, as, after consultation with the District Officer, Larut and Krian, he 
has come to the conclusion that the arrangement is unworkable, and will 
only lead to trouble and confusion. 

It is agreed that the former decision be withdrawn, but that a casual 
allowance may at the end of each year be recommended for any especially 
deserving Ketuah. 

17. The question of chabut due to the heirs of the late Datoh 
Panglima Kinta is again brought up. The Secretary to Resident explains 
the position from the start, and states that the sum of $3,320.92 is owed by 
Governinent to the heirs up to the end of 1906. He recommends that this 
be paid, and that they be given a piece of mining land to compensate them 
for the loss of this long established right. It is agreed that 100 acres free 
of premium be given to the heirs in the Kinta open area. 

18. The appointment of Haji Ahmad bin Abdullah as Naib Kathi, 
Bukit Gantang, in succession to Kulup Hamzah resigned, is approved. 

19. The appointinent of Raja Ali bin Raja Makah as Assistant 
Kathi, Parit, is sanctioned. 

20, A letter is read from the District Officer, Upper Perak, 
reporting Samat, Assistant Penghulu, Kenering, for gambling in the farm. 
The District Officer states that he has severely censured him, and warned 
him that a repetition will ensure his dismissal. The Council’ considers 
that this sufficiently meets the case. 

21. The Resident reads a report from the District Officer, Lower 
Perak, on the conduct of Anjang Abdullah, Penghulu of Pasir Salak and 
Kampong Gajah. As this Penghulu has been proved unable to exercise a 
proper control over his mukim, which is a particularly difficult one, it is 
decided that he change places with Mansur, Penghulu of Pasir Panjang 
Tlu, each on his own salary—viz., $480 per annum. 
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22. Yope Ahmad, Penghulu, Trong, is granted six months’ leave, the 
District Officer, Larut and Krian, having reported him ill and unfit for 
work. Haji Aminudin, Penghulu, Sungei Tinggi, to act as Penghulu, Trong, 
in addition to his own duties, drawing a quarter of the available salary. 

23. The application of Muhammad Nurdin, Penghulu, Kota Stia (1), 
to be allowed to retire on the ground of old age, with the pension for 
which he may be eligible, is sanctioned. 

Raja Haji Yahya, Penghulu, Chandcriang, is promoted to Kota Stia on 
a salary of $720 per annum; Syed Alwi, Penghulu, Slim, is promoted to 
Chanderiang (II) on $480 per annum; and Kulu Ahmad, Assistant 
Penghulu, Lambor Kiri and Kanan, to Slim (IID) on $240 per annum. 
Syed Mansur bin Raja Muhammad Ali is selected as Assistant Penghulu, 
Lambor Kiri and Kanan, on six months’ probation, with a salary of $180 
per annum. 

24, The application of Muhammad Noh, Penghulu, Bagan Datoh (IT), 
to retire owing to old age is approved, and a gratuity recommended, as he 
has not completed 10 years’ service. Ahmad Tasir, Penghulu, Durien 
Sabatang (III), is promoted to Bagan Datoh on $540 per annum, while 
Ahmad, late Penghulu, Gopeng, is appointed to Durien Sabatang on $420 
per annum. 

25. Raja Basah, Penghulu, Bruas (II), whe is constantly on the sick 
list, is given six months’ leave. Pandak Brahim, Penghulu, Kurau (II), is 
transferred to Bruas on his present salary, $480 per annum, and Adbul 
Hamid, lately Penghulu, Bruas, is appointed to Kurau on $600 per annum.

In exercise of the powers vested in him by section 6 (ii) 
of “The Billiards Enactment, 1907,” the Resident, 
with the approval of the Resident-General, makes 
the following rules : 


1. No billiard saloon shall be opened before 10 a.m. or remain 
open later than 10 p.m. 


2. No billiard saloon shall have more than one entrance for the 
public and such entrance shall lead directly from a public thoroughfare. 
Billiard saloons shall be on the ground floor only. 


3. Every billiard saloon shall be kept clean and in good order, and 
every licensee shall on receipt of an order from the licensing officer to 
that effect cause the floor and internal walls and ceilings to be 
thoroughly cleansed and the walls and ceilings limewashed.
